CONDITION  OF  THE  STATE  DEBT,  1867. 


The  funded  interest-bearing  debt  of  the  State  is  as  follows,  viz : 

Stock  bearing  5  per  cent,  interest $3,754,236  33 

War  Loan  Bonds  bearing  6  per  cent,  interest 237,000  00 

Yincennes  University  Bonds  bearing  6  per  cent,  in- 
terest          66,585  00

The  Sinking  Fund  has  purchased  and  holds  in  trust 
for  the  Common  School  Fund  as  follows,  viz  : 

Five  per  cent,  stock  , 157,734  00 

Total  debt  exclusive  of  amount  held  by  State $3,900,087  33 

The  State  is  also  paying  6  per  cent,  interest  to  the  Common  School 
Fund  on  Bonds  for  $3,367,082  15,  issued  in  accordance  with  an  act 
approved  March  7,  1867,  entitled  "  An  act  to  consolidate  certain 
bonds,  stocks  and  accounts  of  the  School  Fund  into  one  non-nego- 
tiable bond,  and  making  other  provision  in  relation  thereto."  The 
interest  on  them,  amounting  to  $202,024  92  per  annum,  is  distribu- 
ted to  the  several  counties  in  the  State  for  the  support  of  schools, 
making  a  very  considerable  addition  to  the  already  liberal  amount 
annually  expended  for  free  education  through  the  fostering  care  of 
the  State. 

On  the  1st  day  of  July  last  the  State  Treasury  placed  in  the  hands 
of  the  Agent  of  State,  at  New  York,  $1,184,000  00  for  the  redemp- 
tion of  all  of  the  outstanding  2J  per  cent,  stocks. 

During  the  fiscal  year  the  total  reduction  of  the  principal  of  the 
outstanding  debt,  by  the  purchase  and  redemption  of  interest-bear- 
ing stocks,  has  amounted  in  round  numbers  to  $1,300,000  00. 


SALARY  OF  AGENT  OF  STATE— EXPLANATION. 

During  the  two  years'  term  of  office  of  Hod.  J.  C.  Walker  as  State 
Agent  at  New  York,  from  January  1863  to  1865,  he  applied  ten 
thousand  dollars  of  the  funds  sent  him  for  the  redemption  of  State 
Stocks  and  the  payment  of  interest  on  the  State  Debt,  to  the  pay- 
ment of  his  salary  and  office  expenses,  instead  of  sending  his  vouch- 
ers for  that  amount  to  the  State  Auditor,  and  having  his  account 
audited  and  paid  by  warrant  on  the  Treasury,  according,  to  law.  As 
he  left  the  country  to  avoid  arrest  for  being  one  of  the  chiefs  of  the 
treasonable  society  self-styled  "  Sons  of  Liberty,"  such  vouchers 
could  not  be  obtained  from  him  until  his  return  to  Indianapolis  after 
the  close  of  the  war.  As  soon  as  the  vouchers  were  obtained  the 
Auditor  of  State,  in  December,  1866,  drew  warrants  in  favor  of  said 
Walker  for  $5,000  on  account  of  "  Salary  of  State  Agent,"  and 
$5,000  on  account  of  "Expenses  of  Agency,"  taking  his  receipt 
therefor,  and  passed  them  into  the  Treasury  to  balance  the  disordered 
accounts.  This  makes  it  appear  that  the  above  accounts  had  been 
drawn  upon  during  the  present  fiscal  year  for  $6,250  each,  instead  of 
$1,250  each. 

This  explanation  is  necessary  in  justice  to  Gen.  Gresham,  the  pre- 
sent State  Agent,  and  his  predecessor,  Hon.  Geo,  A.  Buskirk.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES. 


To  his  Excellency,  Conrad  Baker,  Governor  of  Indiana  : 

The  Trustees  of  the  Indiana  Institution  for  Educating  the  Deaf 
and  Dumb,  respectfully  present  the  following  as  their  twenty-fourth 
annual  reports 

In  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  herewith  presented,  who  has 
these  matters  under  his  immediate  supervision,  the  facts  in  detail 
of  the  operations  of  the  Institution  the  past  year,  and  of  its  present 
condition  and  prospects,  are  so  clearly  and  fully  set  forth,  that  we 
do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  enter  at  large  upon  the  discussion  of 
topics  that  otherwise  would  claim  our  attention,  but  will  content 
ourselves  by  referring  your  Excellency  to  this  document  as  express* 
ing  our  views  on  the  various  subjects  therein  discussed. 

Since  the  publication  of  our  last  report,  we  have  not  found  it 
necessary  to  make  any  essential  changes  in  the  administration  of 
the  affairs  of  the  Institution,  nor  any  new  rules  for  its  government. 
The  Officers,  Teachers  and  Employes  have  continued,  as  heretofore, 
in  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  respective  duties.  The  Superin- 
tendent and  all  those  associated  with  him  in  the  various  positions 
in  which  they  have  been  called  to  labor,  have,  we  are  satisfied,  been 
zealous  and  efficient,  and  without  exception  have  harmoniously  co- 
operated in  promoting  the  best  interests  of  the  institution.  We 
deem  ourselves  especially  fortunate  in  retaining  the  services  of  Mr. 
Thos.  Maclntire,  as  the  executive  head  of  the  establishment,  whose 
place  it  would  be  difficult  to  fill,  and  to  whom  we  are  so  largely  in* 
debted  for  the  success  of  the  Institution. 

A  constant  oversight  of  the  expenditures  and  a  careful  and  thor- 
ough examination  of  all  the  accounts,  enable  us  to  report  that  the 
pecuniary  affairs  of  the  Institution  have  been  judiciously  and  eco- 
nomically administered.       The  appropriations  made  by  the  last 
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Legislature  have  proved  sufficient  for  the  purposes  for  which  they 
were  intended.  The  details  of  the  disbursements  and  the  present 
condition  of  the  funds,  are  set  forth,  as  the  law  requires,  in  the  ac- 
companying report  of  the  Superintendent,  which  is  approved  by  us, 
and  to  which  attention  is  respectfully  invited. 

The  Board  hereby  concur  in  the  views  expressed  by  the  Super- 
intendent in  his  report,  respecting  the  crowded  state  of  the  Institu- 
tion, arising  from  the  increased  number  of  pupils,  and  the  necessity 
that  exists  for  enlarging  the  buildings,  so  as  to  afford  accommoda- 
tions for  all  the  deaf  and  dumb  of  the  State,  who  wish  to  receive 
an  education.  We  believe  that  the  best  interests  of  the  charge  com- 
mitted to  us  require  that  an  additional  building  for  laundry  and 
culinary  purposes,  and  especially  for  dormitories,  should  be  erected 
as  soon  as  practicable.  We  therefore  unite  in  respectfully  calling 
the  attention  of  your  Excellency  to  the  subject,  and  in  soliciting 
your  influence  in  securing  from  the  next  Legislature  an  appropria- 
tion for  this  purpose.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees : 

Gentlemen: — As  the  executive  head  of  the  Institution,  I  hereby 
respectfully  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  October 
31,  1867,  containing  a  summary  statement  of  its  progress,  wants, 
and  present  condition. 

The  year  throughout  has  been  characterized  as  one  of  more 
than  usual  good  health  and  prosperity.  The  course  of  study  and 
labor  has  been  steadily  pursued;  and  the  results  attained  in  the 
mental  and  moral  improvement  of  the  pupils,  and  in  their  prepara- 
tion for  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  life,  have  been,  I  am  happy 
to  say,  in  all  but  a  few  exceptional  cases,  very  marked  and  encour- 
aging. 

NUMBER    OF    PUPILS. 

The  number  instructed  during  the  year,  including  thirty  new 
pupils  received  at  the  opening  of  the  present  session,  has  been  one 
hundred  and  ninety-two.  Twenty-two  were  discharged  at  the  close 
of  last  term,  and  one  was  accidentally  drowned,  which  leaves,  at  this 
date,  one  hundred  and  sixty-nine.  This  is  a  number  larger  than 
has  ever  before  been  in  attendance  at  any  one  time. 

But  while  it  is  a  matter  of  congratulation  that  the  number  of 
pupils  in  attendance  is  so  large,  yet  there  are  others  of  this  class,  in 
different  parts  of  the  State,  who  ought  to  be  under  instruction,  but 
are  not.  Some  of  these,  among  the  poorest  and  the  most  neglected, 
could,  by  a  little  extra  effort  on  the  part  of  the  intelligent  and  influ- 
ential in  the  neighborhoods  where  they  reside,  be  brought  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  priceless  privileges  of  the  Institution.  Some  of 
them  are  fast  passing  the  age  of  improvement,  and  will  soon  lose 
forever  the  opportunity  of  an  education.     But  while  we  are  well 
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aware  of  this  fact,  yet  for  several  years  past,  on  account  of  the  high 
price  of  living,  and  the  crowded  state  of  the  buildings,  we  have  not 
felt  at  liberty  to  use  any  extra  efforts  to  increase  the  number. 
No  agent  has  been  sent  out  to  look  after  children,  nor  active  meas- 
ures instituted  to  augment  our  numbers.  We  reported  to  the  last 
Legislature  that,  with  proper  effort,  the  number  of  pupils  could  be 
increased  to  two  hundred,  but  for  want  of  room,  and  for  financial 
considerations,  we  asked  only  that  provision  should  f)e  made  for 
the  support  of  one  hundred  and  sixty-five,  a  number  equal  to  the 
full  capacity  of  the  present  buildings.  According  to  this  estimate 
the  appropriations  were  made  by  the  General  Assembly.  With- 
out any  special  effort  on  our  part  the  number  of  worthy  applicants 
is  found  to  be  in  excess  of  the  accommodations. 

The  dining  room  is  crowded,  and  the  dormitories  filled  to  their 
utmost  capacity  consistent  with  health  and  comfort.  It,  therefore, 
has  become  necessary  to  take  into  serious  consideration  the  pro- 
priety of  enlarging  the  accommodations,  and  of  increasing  the 
efforts  to  bring  under  the  benign  influence  of  the  Institution,  the 
more  needy  and  neglected  deaf  and  dumb  from  the  remote  parts 
of  the  State. 

CHANGES    OF    OFFICERS    AND    TEACHERS. 

During  the  year  several  changes  have  occurred  among  the  offi- 
cers and  teachers  of  the  Institution.  Among  the  most  important 
of  these  changes  have  been  the  resignation  and  retirement,  on  ac- 
count of  ill'health,  of  the  Assistant  Matron,  Miss  Louisa  B.  Paige. 
Miss  P.,  for  eight  years,  had  satisfactorily  performed  the  duties  of 
that  position,  and  it  is  with  regret  that  we  are  compelled  to  part 
with  her  experience  and  assistance  in  the  management  of  the  house- 
hold affairs  of  the  Institution.  Temporary  arrangements  have  been 
made  to  supply  her  place.  No  appointment  will  be  made  this  ses- 
sion to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Miss  Mary  J.  Willard,  a  Teacher  for  several  years  in  the  Pri- 
mary Department  of  the  Institution,  also  resigned  at  the  close  of 
last  session,  and,  having  married,  emigrated  to  the  West. 

Mr.  Ezra  W.  Brown,  a  former  graduate  of  the  Institution,  and 
for  three  years  a  successful  Teacher,  likewise  resigned  at  the  close 
of  the  session,  and  left  with  the  purpose  of  engaging  in  the  busi- 
ness of  agriculture. 
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Miss  Willardand  Mr.  Brown  had  both  proved  themselves  very 
competent  instructors  of  the  deaf  and  dumb,  and. we  greatly  regret 
the  loss  of  their  valuable  services  to  the  Institution.  In  their  retire- 
ment they  bear  with  them  our  heartfelt  appreciation  of  their  worth, 
and  best  wishes  for  their  prosperity  and  future  happiness. 

The  vacancies  thus  occasioned  in  the  corps  of  Teachers  have 
been  filled  by  the  re-appointment  of  Miss  Harriet  N.  Maclntire, 
formerly  a  teacher  for  two  years  in  the  Institution,  and  Mr.  Win. 
N.  Burt,  a  recent  graduate  of  Hanover  College.  They  both  en- 
tered upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties  at  the  commencement  of 
the  present  session,  and  are  pursuing  them  with  a  faithfulness  and 
zeal  which  doubtless,  if  persevered  in,  will  result  in  a  high  degree 
of  success. 

HEALTH    OF    THE    PUPILS. 

During  the  year,  as  has  been  before  remarked,  the  pupils  have  in 
general,  enjoyed  most  excellent  health.  There  have  been  occasional 
cases  of  severe  forms  of  disease,  and  frequent  attacks  of  a  milder 
character;  but  there  has  been  no  one  year  since  my  connection 
with  the  establishment  in  which  there  has  been  less  serious  sickness. 
No  epidemic  has  visited  us,  nor  death  from  disease  has  occurred 
among  us  during  the  entire  period. 

But  we  have  to  record  a  most  sad  and  afflicting  accident  which 
happened  to  one  of  the  pupils,  a  very  interesting  and  intelligent  lit- 
tle boy,  named  Andrew  J.  Beeman,  aged  twelve  years,  and  recently 
received  as  a  pupil,  from  Ripley  county,  in  this  State.  He  was 
drowned  while  bathing  in  a  small  brook,  near  the  Institution,  on 
the  8th  of  June  last. 

During  the  term,  two  pupils  were  sent  home  on  account  of  ill 
health.  They  had  in  both  cases,  inherited  scrofulous  constitutions, 
and  begun  to  exhibit  very  marked  symptoms  of  pulmonary  con- 
sumption. They  became  unable  to  pursue  their  studies  to  advan- 
tage. Confinement  to  study  seemed  to  aggravate  their  disease  and 
counteract  medical  treatment.  Under  the  advice  of  the  physician, 
they  gave  up  their  studies,  and  returned  to  their  homes,  where  with 
gentle  exercise  in  the  open  air,  and  careful  nursing,  it  was  hoped, 
they  might  improve  their  health,  or  at  least,  prolong  their  days. 
They  were  both  of  them  removed  about  the  middle  of  the  term. 
As  was  feared,  one  of  them  has  recently  died  ;  the  oiher  one,  though 
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somewhat  improved  by  the  change,  is  not  well  enough  to  resume 
his  studies. 

Although  the  rule  for  the  admission  of  pupils  requires  that  the 
applicant  should  be  of  good  health,  yet  in  the  absence  of  any  med- 
ical examination,  not  unfrequently,  persons  are  brought  here  as  pu- 
pils, who  are  physically  disqualified  from  pursuing  a  course  of 
study,  and  who  expect  to  be  cured  of  their  infirmities  rather  than 
to  be  educated.  Such  are  not  only  a  charge  upon  the  State,  but 
they  require  extraordinary  care  and  treatment.  Provision  is  made 
for  all  cases  of  casual  sickness,  and  the  ablest  medical  attendance 
secured ;  but  it  is  not  proposed  to  treat  chronic  cases  of  disease, 
nor  cure  deafness,  nor  relieve  physical  deformities. 

It  is  proper  therefore  to  remark  that  the  Institution  is  in  no  cor- 
rect sense  a  hospital,  nor  an  asylum  simply,  though  often  improp- 
erly called  such  ;  but  a  school  of  learning,  where  only  those  are  re- 
ceived or  retained  as  pupils,  who  are  able  to  pursue  the  course  of 
study  prescribed  for  them. 

THE    CLASSIFICATION    OF    THE    PUPILS. 

In  any  school  the  advancement  of  the  pupils  depends  much  upon 
a  proper  classification  ;  but  more  especially  is  this  true  in  one  for 
the  deaf  and  dumb.  They  are  more  dependent  upon  their  teacher 
and  can  make  less  progress  without  his  assistance  in  the  study  of 
language.  From  the  outset,  the  living  teacher  is  the  pupil's  diction- 
ary, that  he  must  consult  at  every  step  in  the  course.  A  small  class 
consisting  of  pupils  of  different  degrees  of  attainment,  can  not  im- 
prove as  fast  under  the  ablest  teacher,  as  a  large  one  composed  of 
pupils  of  the  same  grade.  In  the  primary  course  of  study,  each  class 
requires  the  whole  time  of  a  teacher,  whether  it  be  composed  of  five 
or  twenty  pupils.  From  eighteen  to  twenty  is  as  many  ordinarily  as 
one  teacher  can  properly  instruct.  A  small  school  does  not  allow 
of  a  proper  classification,  without  multiplying  teachers  unduly ;  but 
in  one  of  from  one  hundred  and  fifty  to  two  hundred  pupils,  this  can 
be  done  to  a  much  better  advantage.  With  our  present  number, 
we  are  able  to  make  the  classification  more  perfect,  and  consequently 
more  beneficial,  than  we  formerly  could  when  the  numbers  were 
much  less. 

In  many  of  the  deaf  and  dumb  schools  in  Europe,  the  males  and 
females  are  taught  separately,  but  in  this  country  they  are  uniformly 
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assembled  in  the  same  institution,  and  instructed  in  the  same  classes 
together.  They  are  brought  together  every  day  in  the  class-room, 
and  under  proper  restraint  and  supervision,  it  is  believed,  they  exert 
a  beneficial  influence  upon  each  other.  Out  of  school  they  are  kept 
separate  under  rules  and  regulations  adapted  to  the  character  of 
each.  The  number  of  males  and  females  are  about  equal  in  the 
community,  but  in  the  schools  the  former  are  more  numerous  than 
the  latter;  principally,  however,  because  parents  are  more  willing 
to  give  up  their  boys  and  send  them  away  from  home,  than  they 
are  their  girls,  or  it  may  be  perhaps,  because  they  appreciate  the 
education  of  the  one  more  highly  than  they  do  that  of  the  other. 
In  the  early  history  of  this  Institution  the  number  of  the  former  ad- 
mitted was  much  larger  than  that  of  the  latter,  but  of  late  years 
their  numbers  have  become  nearly  equal.  During  the  last  year  the 
number  of  boys  received  as  pupils  was  ninety-nine,  and  the  number 
of  girls  ninety-three. 

The  pupils  in  the  Institution  are  divided  into  eight  different  classes, 
each  of  which  consists  of  from  eighteen  to  twenty-four  pupils,  and 
is  taught  by  a  separate  instructor.  The  classification  is  made  ac- 
cording to  their  attainments,  and  not  according  to  their  age,  nor  the 
time  they  may  have  been  in  school.  At  the  close  of  each  session  a 
thorough  examination  of  all  the  pupils  is  made,  and  certificates  of 
standing  issued  to  them,  which  entitles  them,  on  their  punctual  re- 
turn at  the  opening  of  the  next  session,  to  admission  into  their  proper 
classes.  But  those  who  fail  to  return  punctually  at  the  beginning 
of  the  term,  are  liable  to  loose  their  places,  and  be  put  in  lower  classes 
according  to  the  time  they  may  loose.  Likewise,  as  a  stimulant  to 
exertion,  those,  who  during  the  session  lag*  behind  in  their  studies, 
are  transferred  to  lower  classes,  and  those  who  make  extraordinary 
progress,  are  advanced  to  higher  grades. 

THE    HIGH    CLASS. 

It  was  mentioned  in  the  twenty-second  annual  report,  that  for  the 
purpose  of  introducing  a  course  of  instruction  in  the  higher  branches 
of  learning,  the  Board  of  Trustees  had  authorized  the  establishment 
of  a  High  Class,  to  be  composed  of  a  limited  number  of  the  most 
promising  pupils,  who  had  completed  with  the  greatest  credit,  the 
primary  course  of  study ;  and  that  a  commencement  had  been  made 
in  carrying  out  the  design.  We  are  now  happy  to  be  able  to  report 
that  the  effort   has  been  crowned  with  a  good  degree  of  success. 
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Twenty-one  pupils  compose  the  class  this  session,  twelve  males  and 
nine  females,  and  they  are  engaged  in  studying  Analytical  Grammar, 
Physical  Geography,  Natural  Philosophy,  Chemistry,  Astronomy, 
Physiology  and  Hygiene.  This  class  is  taught  by  Mr.  Horace  S. 
Gillet,  whose  talents,  experience  and  devotion  to  the  business  emi- 
nently qualifiy  him  for  giving  instruction  in  these  branches. 

Fifty  years  ago  last  April,  the  first  attempt  in  America  was  made 
to  establish  a  school  for  the  education  of  the  deaf  and  dumb.  Now 
there  are  twenty-five  institutions  in  the  United  States  in  successful 
operation,  having  under  instruction  a  number  of  pupils  in  the  ag- 
gregate of  over  twenty-five  hundred.  Nearly  every  State  in  the 
Union  has  made  provision  for  the  education  of  this  class  of  persons. 
Through  the  munificence  of  individuals  and  the  liberality  of  the 
Legislatures  of  the  several  States,  the  progress  made  in  the  moral 
and  intellectual  elevation  of  the  deaf  and  dumb,  has  attained  a  de- 
gree of  prosperity  that  must  be  gratifying  to  every  enlightened  phi- 
lanthropist. 

This  advancement  is  not  only  seen  in  the  multiplication  of  insti- 
tutions for  the  deaf  and  dumb,  and  the  general  diffusion  of  educa- 
tion among  this  class  of  persons,  but  more  especially  in  the  extent 
of  the  course  of  studies  now  generally  taught,  compared  with  what 
was  attempted  or  thought  attainable  twenty  or  thirty  years  ago. 
All  that  was  then  proposed  was  a  very  meagre  amount  of  moral 
and  intellectual  culture.  The  time  allowed  was  limited  to  from  three 
to  five  years,  and  the  course  of  study  to  the  merely  elementary 
branches.  For  the  first  ten  years  the  average  time  spent  by  the 
pupils  of  this  Institution  under  instruction,  was  onfy  about  three 
years  and  a  half.  Of  late  years  there  has  been  a  very  great  im- 
provement in  this  respect.  Now  a  large  number  of  the  parents  and 
friends  of  the  deaf  and  dumb  are  anxious  that  their  children  should 
enjoy  the  advantages  of  an  advanced  course  of  study.  Formerly 
deafness  was  considered  an  insurmountable  obstacle  to  a  scientific, 
education  ;  but  the  reverse  has  been  demonstrated  to  be  true.  The 
time  and  range  of  studies  in  all  the  best  class  of  these  institutions 
have  been  much  extended.  Several  of  them  have  established  aca- 
demic departments  of  instruction.  Congress  has  chartered  and 
endowed  a  college  for  the  deaf  and  dumb  in  Washington  City, 
with  all  the  powers  and  privileges  of  such  an  institution.  The  trial 
of  two  years  in  the  effort  to  organize  a  High  Class  in  connection 
with  this  institution  has  fully  confirmed  our  conviction  of  its  utility, 
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and  justified  the  action  of  the  Board  in  authorizing  the  attempt  to 
be  made.  If  the  enterprise  be  persevered  in,  and  judiciously  man- 
aged, there  can  be  no  doubt  but  it  will  secure  to  those  of  our  deaf 
and  dumb,  susceptible  of  a  higher  culture,  the  most  beneficial  and 
elevating  results. 

With  particular  reference  to  the  promotion  of  the  interests  of 
this  department  of  the  Institution,  though  in  part  for  the  use  of  the 
other  classes,  some  considerable  additions  have  been  made  to  our 
apparatus  for  illustrations  in  Natural.  Philosophy,  Chemistry  and 
Astronomy.  Among  the  most  important  of  these  are  an  air  pump, 
an  electrical  machine,  a  microscope,  an  orrery,  a  gyrascope,  an  in- 
duction coil,  a  barometer,  a  telegraph  model,  magic  lantern,  and  a 
set  of  French  measures,  together  with  a  pair  of  terrestrial  and  celes- 
tial globes.  These,  and  such  like  means  of  instruction,  are  valua- 
ble in  any  school,  but  more  especially  so  in  one  for  the  deaf  and 
dumb,  who  can  receive  no  assistance  in  learning  from  a  sense  of 
hearing,  and  hence  require  all  such  appliances  as  can  be  addressed 
to  the  mind  through  the  sense  of  sight.  Such  apparatus  is  also  a 
great  aid  to  the  teacher  in  communicating  instruction  rapidly  and 
forcibly  to  the  members  of  his  class,  and  tends  to  keep  up  the  inter- 
est and  animate  the  zeal  of  the  pupils  in  their  studies. 

FINANCES. 

* 

The  law  for  the  government  of  the  Institution  requires  an  annual 
report  of  "the  amount  of  all  the  expenditures  made  since  the  pre- 
vious report,  and  for  what  purposes."  This  will  be  found  in  detail 
in  the  appendix  to  this  communication.  The  accounts  for  current 
expenses,  for  furnishing  and  repairs,  for  clothing  indigent  pupils, 
and  for  the  shops,  are  kept  distinct,  the  one  from  the  other;  and  the 
condition  of  each  fund  is  exhibited  in  the  following  summary 
statement:

From  the  foregoing  statement  it  will  be  seen  that  the  expendi- 
tures have  not  exceeded  the  appropriations.  The  balance  in  the 
Treasury  November  1,  1866,  with  the  specific  appropriation  of 
$12,500,  was  intended  to  defray  the  current  expenses  from  that 
time  to  the  following  31st  of  March.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  bal- 
ance to  the  credit  of  this  fund,  at  this  date,  is  a  little  more  than  the 
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aggregate  of  those  two  sums,  and  it  is  believed  will  be  sufficient  to 
defray  all  expenses  on  this  account  up  to  the  same  date  of  the  en- 
suing year,  when  the  next  annual  appropriation  will  accrue  under 
the  law. 

The  appropriation  of  84,300  for  refurnishing  and  repairs,  was 
intended  for  the  year  ending  March  31,  1868.  Up  to  this  time, 
$2,803.23  have  been  expended  for  this  purpose,  which  leaves  a  bal- 
ance in  the  Treasury,  to  the  credit  of  this  fund,  of  81,496.77,  which 
sum,  it  is  thought,  will  be  adequate  to  meet  the  necessary  outlays, 
on  this  account,  up  to  the  time  mentioned. 

By  law,  the  expenditures  for  clothing  indigent  pupils  are  defrayed 
out  of  the  current  expense  fund,  but  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  ac- 
counts are  made  out  against  the  counties  from  which  the  pupils 
severally  come,  and  are  collected  by  the  State  Treasurer,  and  placed 
to  the  credit  of  the  Institution.  The  sum  advanced  during  the 
year,  and  thus  refunded,  is  81,886.16,  as  is  shown  above. 

The  means  for  the  support  of  the  shops  are  derived  from  the  pro- 
fits of  the  work  of  the  pupils.  To  do  this  successfully  requires  a 
good  deal  of  effort  and  the  closest  economy.  The  cost  of  material 
and  wages  of  foremen  are  high,  and  the  profits  on  the  sale  of  the 
work  made  by  the  pupils  are  small  compared  with  that  manufac- 
tured by  finished  workmen.  It  is,  therefore,  very  gratifying  to  be 
able  to  report  that  during  this  year,  as  in  former  years,  the  cash 
receipts  from  sales  have  been  sufficient  to  defray  all  expenses  of 
their  support. 

MANUAL    LABOR    DEPARTMENT. 

Of  this  department  we  can  but  repeat  what  has  been  often  said 
in  former  reports,  that  we  deem  it  of  the  utmost  importance  for  the 
welfare  of  the  pupils,  most  of  whom  must,  in  after  life,  support 
themselves  by  their  own  labor.  Another  year's  experience  and 
observation  have  only  strengthened  our  convictions  on  this  subject. 
The  time  spent  each  day  by  the  pupils  in  manual  labor  could  not 
be  more  usefully  employed.  We  regard  their  instruction  in  the 
knowledge  and  practice  of  some  useful  occupation  as  an  essential 
part  of  their  education.  Shoemaking  and  cabinet-making  are  found, 
from  experience,  to  be  best  adapted  to  the  wants  of  this  class  of 
persons,  and  consequently  they  have  been  adopted  in  all  the  best 
institutions  of  the  kind  in  this  country. 

Part  1.— D.  J.  1867—3 
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Other  trades  have  been  tried,  but  none  of  them  have  been  found 
as  well  adapted  to  the  deaf  and  dumb  as  these.  Book-binding  has 
been  practiced  for  a  number  of  years  by  the  pupils  of  the  New 
York  Institution  for  the  deaf  and  dumb.  The  Louisiana  and  North 
Carolina  Institutions  have  each  tried  printing  on  a  small  scale.  In 
Ohio  the  Legislature,  at  its  last  session,  made  provision  for  the 
establishment  of  a  printing  office  in  connection  with  the  deaf  and 
dumb  Institution  at  Columbus,  and  it  is  about  ready,  we  learn,  to 
go  into  operation.  It  is  designed  to  do  the  principal  part  of  the 
State  Printing  in  the  office,  and  to  furnish  employment  not  only  to 
a  portion  of  the  pupils  who  are  pursuing  their  studies  in  school, 
but,  also,  to  a  number  of  the  graduates  who  wish  to  devote  their 
principal  attention  to  learning  the  trade.  To  become  a  proficient 
in  this  business  requires  more  time  and  attention  than  can  be  de- 
voted to  it  by  the  pupils  during  the  intervals  of  study,  and  the 
business  can  only  be  made  profitable  to  the  State  and  beneficial 
to  the  deaf  and  dumb,  by  employing  those  principally  who  have 
finished  their  literary  course,  and  who  will  devote  their  energies 
mainly  to  learning  it.  The  capital  required,  the  cost  of  supervision 
and  the  difficulty  of  getting  work  to  be  done,  will  render  the  enter- 
prise difficult  and  doubtful  of  success.  In  the  great  publishing 
centers  East,  where  there  is  plenty  of  printing  and  book-binding  to 
be  done,  the  enterprise  might  be  made  to  succeed,  but  out  West 
where  there  are  few  books  published,  and  but  little  job  work  to  be 
done,  besides  the  State  Printing,  which  could  not  be  done  by  the 
pupils,  considering  the  machinery  necessary  to  do  it  with  sufficient 
despatch,  except  at  a  very  great  cost  to  the  State,  printing  could  not 
be  made  profitable  in  connection  with  an  institution  for  the  deaf 
and  dumb. 

There  are  many  other  trades,  such  as  masonry,  carpentry,  tan- 
ning blacksmithing,  coopering,  and  tailoring  which  the  deaf  and 
dumb  can  learn  as  well  as  other  persons ;  but,  from  the  very  nature 
of  the  case,  instruction  in  some  of  them  could  not  be  given  while 
the  pupils  are  pursuing  a  literary  course  of  study. 

When  the  undersigned  took  charge  of  the  Institution  there  were 
no  trades  taught  the  pupils  at  all.  Shops  were  immediately  erect- 
ed and  a  commencement  was  made  to  organize  this  depart- 
ment. Two  considerations  principally  governed  us  in  the  selec- 
tion of  trades.  The  choice  was  made,  in  the  first  place,  of  such 
as  a  knowledge  and  practice  of  which  would  afford  to  our  pupils 
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in  after  life  the  best  means  of  support  in  the  community  in  which 
their  lot  would  probably  be  cast ;  and,  secondly,  such  as  could  be 
maintained  without  expense  to  the  State.  At  first  coopering  was 
introduced ;  but,  after  a  trial  of  three  years,  it  was  abandoned,  be- 
cause the  pupils  did  not  like  it,  and  it  would  not  pay  expenses. 
Cabinet  malting  and  shoe  making  were  instituted  and  have  been 
successfully  carried  on  now  for  over  twelve  years.  These,  with 
the  cultivation  of  the  garden,  are  found  from  experience  better 
adapted  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  boys  than  any  other  employ- 
ment. 

But  for  some  time  past  we  have  felt  that  we  were  not  doing  all 
that  might  be  accomplished  in  the  way  of  systematic  training  of 
the  girls  in  the  practice  of  those  duties  which  would  be  most  use- 
ful to  them  after  they  leave  school.  Under  the  supervision  of 
the  Matron  they  have  been  in  the  habit  of  making  a  variety  of 
fancy  articles  of  needle  work,  which  have  been  sold  for  the  benefit 
of  the  library;  besides,  they  have  performed  a  considerable  part  of 
the  chamber,  laundry  and  dining-room  work;  and  all  the  sewing 
for  the  Institution,  including  the  mending  and  much  of  the  mak- 
ing of  their  own  clothing.  Nearly  all  of  the  boys'  clothing  sup- 
plied by  the  Institution  heretofore,  has  been  purchased  ready  made. 
The  intention  hereafter  is  to  have  all  such  made  by  the  pupils. 
The  sewing  machine  has  now  become  a  necessity  in  almost  everv 
family,  and  it  is  no  mean  accomplishment  for  a  lady  to  be  able  to 
use  it  with  facility.  We  have  introduced  it  among  the  pupils,  so 
that  those  of  them  who  wish  to  make  their  living  by  sewing  may 
become  proficients  in  its  use.  Tailoring  and  mantua-making  have 
been  commenced,  and  a  competent  person  has  been  employed  to 
give  instruction  in  this  department,  and  it  is  confidently  believed 
that  the  effort  to  benefit  this  class  of  our  pupils  will,  in  the  end,, 
prove  successful. 

ADDITIOxXAL    BUILDINGS. 

We  are  permitted  to  congratulate  ourselves  and  the  public  upon 
the  good  health  which  has  prevailed  in  the  Institution  during 
the  last  year ;  but  from  the  increased  number  of  pupils  we  cannot 
hope  for  so  favorable  a  result  in  future,  without  enlarging  the  ac- 
commodations. 

The  number  of  persons  residing  in  the  main  building  this  ses- 
sion including  those  who  have  the  care  of  the  pupils,  is  ordinarily 
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about  two  hundred.  The  dormitories  are  excessively  crowded,  and 
the  dining-room  is  filled  to  its  full  capacity.  The  cooking,  baking, 
washing,  ironing  and  eating  are  carried  on  in  the  main  building, 
and  occupy  nearly  all  of  the  first  story. 

Fortunately  the  plan  of  the  present  building  is  such  as  to  admit 
of  enlargement  without  alteration  or  damage  to  the  present  struc- 
ture. What  is  required  is  that  the  lateral  wings  of  the  main  build- 
ing should  be  extended  back  toward  the  school-rooms,  and  connect- 
ed by  a  building  in  the  rear  of  the  central  edifice,  so  as  to  afford 
additional  dormitories,  and  rooms  for  culinary  and  laundry  pur- 
poses. These  operations  at  present  are  carried  on  in  the  basement 
of  the  center  building,  in  rooms  entirely  too  contracted  for  the  size 
of  the  school.  Besides,  the  heat  in  the  summer,  and  the  steam  and 
odor  arising  from  these  operations,  extend  throughout  the  apart- 
ments above,  and  render  them  offensive  to  visitors  and  exceedingly 
unpleasant  to  the  inmates.  To  preserve  a  proper  ventilation  is 
impossible  under  the  circumstances. 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  Physician  of  the  Institution  we  have 
made  such  changes  and  improvements  in  the  mode  of  ventilating 
this  part  of  the  house  as  circumstances  would  allow,  but  it  cannot 
be  made  such  as  it  ought  to  be  without  removing  the  cooking,  bak- 
ing and  washing  from  the  basement.  A  similar  arrangement  origi- 
nally existed  in  our  Insane  Hospital,  but  it  has  been  changed,  and 
separate  buildings  erected  for  these  purposes.  In  all  similar  Insti- 
tutions of  the  kind  these  necessary  operations  are  provided  for  in 
detached  buildings.  The  plan  of  our  buildings  are,  with  this  excep- 
tion, most  excellent,  and  fortunately  this  defect  can  be  remedied 
without  any  change  of  the  present  structure,  and  at  a  compara- 
tively reasonable  cost. 

A  sketch  of  the  proposed  building  is  set  forth  in  the  accompany- 
ing lithographic  plan,  and  is  the  one  represented  in  the  rear  of  the 
main  building,  between  that  and  the  school-rooms.  It  is  intended 
to  be  connected  with  both  of  the  present  buildings  by  covered 
corridors,  which  will  afford  covered  passages  for  the  pupils  in  going 
to  and  returning  from  their  recitations,  without  exposure  to  the  in- 
clemency of  the  weather.  The  ground  floor  is  intended  to  be  used 
as  a  store-room,  kitchen,  bakery,  and  a  wash-house;  the  second 
floor  as  a  dining-room,  ironing-room,  and  a  girl's  work-room ;  and 
the  third  story  as  dormitories. 

That  more  space  for  sleeping  apartments  is  needed  is  very  mani- 
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fesr.  There  are  only  ten  dormitories  in  the  present  buildings,  into 
which  are  crowded  nightly  over  one  hundred  and  sixty  pupils.  The 
four  larger  of  these  rooms  are  only  twenty-eight  feet  wide  by 
thirty-eight  in  length,  and  ten  feet  and  a  half  between  the  floor  and 
the  ceiling.  The  six  smaller  ones  are  but  twenty  feet  wide  by  twen- 
ty-eight feet  long,  and  ten  feet  and  a  half  high.  The  former  are 
occupied  by  from  twenty  to  thirty  pupils  each,  and  the  latter  by 
from  ten  to  fifteen  each.  An  ordinary  sleeping  room  in  a  family 
dwelling  of  fifteen  by  eighteen  feet,  with  ceiling  ten  feet  from  the 
floor,  would  be  considered  sufficiently  crowded  with  five  persons 
sleeping  in  it.  Yet  in  such  a  case  each  individual  would  be  allowed 
five  hundred  and  forty  cubic  feet  of  space.  This  is  as  little  as  can  be 
allowed  consistently  with  the  maintain ance  of  good  health.  Per- 
sons cannot  long  occupy  sleeping  apartments  more  fully  crowded 
than  that  without  suffering  in  consequence.  Yet  our  pupils  enjoy 
but  little  over  half  the  space  named. 

The  subject,  therefore,  of  enlarging  the  buildings  is  earnestly 
urged  upon  the  consideration  of  the  Board,  with  the  suggestion 
that  plans  and  estimates  of  the  proposed  improvement  be  matured 
before  the  meeting  of  the  Legislature,  so  as  to  be  ready  to  be  laid 
before  the  members  of  that  body  when  they  shall  assemble. 

ACKNOWLEDGMENTS. 

We  tender  our  hearty  thanks  to  the  editors  and  publishers  of  the 
many  newspapers  gratuitously  sent  to  the  Institution  during  the 
last  year.  Consisting,  as  they  do,  of  all  the  principal  journals  pub- 
lished within  the  State,  with  several  received  from  Dayton,  Cincin- 
nati and  Chicago,  they  furnish  a  valuable  part  of  the  reading  of 
our  pupils,  and  serve  to  keep  them  informed  not  only  of  the  inci- 
dents occurring  around  them  at  home,  but  also  of  the  movements 
of  the  great  world  at  large.  As  a  means  for  cultivating  a  taste  for 
reading  and  the  habit  of  investigation,  as  well  as  the  development 
of  the  mind,  their  importance  is  highly  estimated. 

Our  thanks  are  also  due  and  are  hereby  tendered  to  Adoiphus 
Koffman,  Esq.,  of  Lafayette,  for  his  continued  liberality  in  adding  to 
his  previous  donations  for  the  same  purpose  $25.00  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Library.  His  generous  contribution,  with  the  $117.96  re- 
ceived from  the  sale  of  fancy  work  made  by  the  young  ladies  of 
the  Institution,  has  enabled  us  the  past  year  to  add  to  our  collec- 


tion  of  books  eighty-one  volumes,  among  which  are  Froude's  His- 
tory of  England,  Longfellow's  Divine  Comedy  of  Dante,  Mitchell's 
Atlas,  and  other  choice  books  of  reference,  science,  literature  and 
biography,  suitable  for  such  a  library,  intended,  as  it  is,  for  the  read- 
ing of  all  connected  with  the  establishment. 

The  Library  of  the  Institution  is  also  indebted  to  W.  H.  H.  Ter- 
rell, Adjutant  General  of  the  State,  for  the  contribution  of  a  com- 
plete set  of  his  valuable  reports,  containing  a  history  of  each  regi- 
ment furnished  by  Indiana  in  the  war  for  suppressing  the  rebellion. 
As  a  record  of  the  names  and  achievements  of  our  brave  soldiers, 
it  will  be  interesting  as  long  as  the  State  shall  last. 

And  now,  gentlemen,  in  conclusion,  permit  us  to  express  to  you 
our  high  appreciation  of  your  enlightened  liberality  and  continued 
zeal  and  fidelity  in  executing  the  high  trust  committed  to  you  by 
the  Legislature  of  the  State,  by  the  uniform  encouragement  and 
support  which  you  have  given  us  in  the  performance  of  all  the  du- 
ties assigned  us,  and  by  your  watchful  care  and  ever  ready  efforts 
to  promote  the  best  interests  of  the  noble  cause  for  which  we  labor.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 


ADMISSION  OF  PUPILS 


I.  The  Institution  is  open  to  all  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  of  the 
State  between  the  ages  of  ten  and  twenty-one  years,  for  admission 
as  pupils,  free  of' charge  for  boarding  and  tuition,  upon  compliance 
with  the  rules.  Applicants  from  other  States  will  be  received  as 
pupils  on  the  payment,  in  advance,  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
a  year  for  boarding  and  tuition. 

II.  Pupils  will  be  admitted  on  the  following  conditions :  1st. 
The  pupil,  well  provided  with  clothes,  is  to  be  brought  to  the  Asylum 
punctually  at  the  commencement  of  each  session,  unless  detained 
at  home  by  his  or  her  sickness.  2d.  The  pupil  is  to  remain  in  the 
school  until  the  last  Wednesday  in  June,  of  each  year.  3d.  No 
parent  or  guardian  shall  be  allowed  to  take  a  pupil  out  of  the  school 
in  session  time,  without  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

III.  The  annual  sessions  of  the  school  commence  on  the  first 
Wednesday  after  the  15th  day  of  September,  and  close  on  the  last 
Wednesday  of  June.  Every  pupil  is  to  come  promptly  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  the  session,  and  is  to  remain  until  the  last  day  of  the 
same.     The  only  exceptions  allowed  are  cases  of  sickness. 

IV.  The  Institution  will  provide  for  each  State  pupil  regularly 
admitted,  boarding,  lodging,  washing,  superintendence  of  conduct, 
manners  and  morals,  medical  attendance,  instruction,  school  books, 
slates,  and  all  other  incidental  expenses  of  the  school  room,  with- 
out charge ;  but  will  not  pay  the  traveling  expenses  of  pupils  in 
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coming  to  or  returning  from  the  Institution,  nor  supply  them  with 
clothing,  except  in  extreme  cases  of  destitution. 

V.  Those  who  are  unable  to  pay  for  the  necessary  clothing,  or 
whose  parents  neglect  to  supply  them,  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the 
Superintendent  to  furnish,  in  accordance  with  the  following  legis- 
lative enactment : 

"  That  when  the  pupils  of  the  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  are  not  other- 
wise supplied  with  clothing,  they  shall  be  furnished  by  the  Superintendent,  who 
shall  make  out  an  account  therefor,  in  each  case,  against  the  respective  counties 
from  which  said  pupils  were  sent,  in  an  amount  not  exceeding  forty  dollars  per 
annum  for  every  such  pupil,  which  account  will  be  signed  by  the  Superintendent, 
and  attested  by  the  seal  of  the  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  and  the  Treas- 
urer of  State  shall  charge  the  account  thus  certified,  to  the  county  from  which  the 
pupil  was  sent,  and  credit  the  amount  to  the  current  expense. fund  of  the  Indiana 
Asylum  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb. 

"  Sec.  3.  When  such  account  shall  be  received  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  proper 
county,  to  whom  it  shall  be  immediately  sent  upon  its  reception  by  the  Treasurer  of 
State  from  the  Superintendent,  such  County  Treasurer  shall  cause  the  same  to  be 
paid  out  of  the  County  Treasury  to  the  Treasurer  of  State.  And  such  County 
Treasurer  shall  collect  the  amouut  of  such  account  from  the  estate  of  such  pupil,  if 
he  have  any,  by  suit,  if  necessary,  in  the  name  of  the  county." 

VI.  Each  applicant  for  admission  should  come  well  supplied 
with  clothing ;  and  on  all  articles  on  which  it  is  possible  to  mark 
the  name  of  the  pupil,  it  should  be  written  with  indellible  ink.  In 
all  cases,  except  those  clothed  by  the  county,  besides  the  ordinary 
supply  of  clothing,  the  applicant  should  deposit  with  the  Superin- 
tendent a  sum  not  less  than  five  dollars,  to  defray  incidental  ex- 
penses, repairs  of  shoes,  etc.,  any  part  of  which  remaining  unex- 
pended at  the  close  of  the  session  will  be  returned.  Each  pupil 
should  be  supplied  with  a  trunk. 

VII.  The  Institution  is  not  an  Asylum  ;  but  a  school  of  learn- 
ing ;  and  hence  no  one  can  be  admitted  or  retained  as  a  pupil,  who, 
from  sickness  or  from  any  other  cause  is  unable  to  pursue  their 
studies  successfully. 

VIII.  The  course  of  study  in  the  primary  department  embraces 
Spelling,  Reading,  Writing,  Arithmetic,  Geography  and  Gram- 
mar, and  ordinarily  requires  seven  years  to  complete  it.  All  the 
pupils  who  wish  it,  and  will  avail  themselves  of  it,  are  allowed  the 
full  benefit  of  this  course  of  study. 

IX.  .For  the  benefit  of  those  ^vho  wish  to  qualify  themselves 
for  teaching  or  for  other  intellectual  pursuits,  the  Trustees  have 
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established  a  high  class,  and  adopted  a  course  of  three  years  study 
in  the  sciences.  From  among  those  who  complete  the  primary 
course  of  study  the  Superintendent  may  select  each  year  the  most 
promising  pupils  and  admit  them  as  members  of  this  class;  pro- 
vided that  not  more  than  seven  shall  be  admitted  to  the  class  in 
any  one  year,  and  not  more  than  twenty-one  in  all. 

X.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Trustees  to  render  the  pupils  self- 
supporting,  so  far  as  practicable,  and  that  every  pupil,  on  leaving 
the  Institution,  shall  be  so  proficient  in  some  useful  occupation  or 
"trade  as  to  be  able  to  procure  a  livelihood  without  reliance  on  the 
charities  of  others.  In  accordance  with  this  design,  all  the  scholars 
will  be  required  to  labor  a  portion  of  each  day,  the  girls  performing 
the  lighter  kinds  of  housework,  and  various  kinds  of  needle  work, 
as  plain  sewing,  ornamental  work,  dress  making  and  millinery; 
and  the  boys  at  various  trades,  the  necessary  work  about  the 
Asylum,  and  in  the  cultivation  of  the  farm  and  garden. 

XI.  All  business  letters,  or  letters  of  inquiry  in  regard  to  pupils 
in  the  Asylum,  or  those  whom  it  may  be  designed  to  place  there, 
should  be  addressed  to  Thomas  MacLntire,  Superintendent,  Insti- 
tution for  the  Deaf  ojnd  Dumb,  Indianapolis. 

XII.  Those  persons  bringing  pupils  to,  or  taking  them  away, 
can  not  be  furnished  with  board,  lodging  or  horsekeeping  at  the 
Asylum. 

XIII.  Applicants  for  admission  should  be  between  ten  and 
twenty-one  years  of  age.  Twelve,  in  ordinary  cases,  is  considered 
the  best  age  for  entering  the  Institution. 

XIV.  No  pupil,  unless  under  extraordinary  eircumstances,  can 
be  received  at  any  other  time  than  the  commencement  of  the  ses- 
sion. 

XV.  It  is  desired  and  expected  that  all  the  pupils  spend  the 
vacation  at  home.

TRUSTEES'    REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  Conrad  Baker, 

Governor  of  Indiana: 

The  Trustees  of  the  Indiana  Institute  for  the  Education  of  the 
Blind,  present  the  following  summary  as  the  "  Twenty-First  An- 
nual Report"  of  their  charge. 

The  resources  of  the  Institution  for  the  fiscal  year,  which  closed 
on  the  31st  ult.,  were  as  follows  :

The  sum  of  $1,200  00,  referred  to  in  the  foregoing  statement  as 
in  the  hands  of  the  Superintendent,  was  advanced  to  that  officer  by 
the  Governor,  on  December  27,  1864,  for  defraying  the  current  ex- 
penses of  the  Institution  until  provision  for  the  same  should  be 
made  by  the  Legislature,  then  about  to  convene.     [See  Nineteenth 
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Annual  Report,  page  6].  But  as  the  accounts  paid  out  of  said  sum 
were  subsequently  allowed  by  the  Board  in  due  form,  by  issuing 
warrants  on  the  State  Auditor  for  the  respective  amounts,  it  was 
restored  in  full  to  the  Superintendent,  and  remained  in  his  hands 
until  January  2,  of  the  current  year.  At  that  date,  orders  to  the 
amount  of  $1,171  67  were  drawn  upon  the  Superintendent  for  the 
payment  of  certain  accounts,  (Nos.  90  to  102,  inclusive,  as  per  "  Sec- 
retary's Report"  hereto  appended),  out  of  the  funds  in  question ; 
thus  leaving  a  balance  of  $28  33  remaining  in  his  hands,  which  he 
was  instructed  to  transfer  to  his  incidental  fund  and  account  for 
therein  to  the  Board. 

By  the  "  Secretary's  Report,"  appendix  A.,  containing  an  item- 
ized statement  of  all  the  allowances  of  the  Board,  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  total  disbursements  on  account  of  the  Institute,  for  the 
fiscal  year  just  closed,  amount  to  $33,822  36.  The  following  is  a 
classified  statement  of  the  same,  made  up  from  the  accounts  on  file 
in  the  office  of  the  Superintendent :

For  a  detailed  account  of  the  progress  of  the  Institution  in  its 
several  departments,  during  the  past  year,  as  well  as  its  present 
condition,  your  Excellency  is  referred  to  the  accompanying  report 
of  our  Superintendent.  From  his'  exhibit  of  the  same,  which  is 
cordially  endorsed  by  the  Board,  it  will  be  found  that  the  people  of 
the  State  have  abundant  reason  to  congratulate  themselves  upon 
the  continued  prosperity  of  this  one  of  their  noble  monuments  of 
christian  philanthropy. 

The  repairs  of  the  building  and  the  additions  to  our  appliances 
for  instruction  in  the  several  departments,  as  set  forth  in  the  "  Super- 
intendent's Report,"  will  enable  us  to  enter  upon  a  new  era  of  use- 
fulness, with  gratitude  and  hope.  We  are  especially  gratified  that 
we  have  been  able  to  retain  still  longer  the  services  as  Superintend- 
ent, of  W,  H.  Churchman,  Esq.,  whose  able  administration  of  the 
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affairs  of  the  Institution  continues  to  meet  our  most  cordial  appro- 
bation.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees — 

Gentlemen: 


ASSISTANT    OFFICERS. 


Since  the  date  of  my  last  annual  communication,  several  changes 
in  our  corps  of  assistant  officers  have  taken  place,  as  follows: 

Miss  A.  A.  Howard,  assistant  teacher  in  the  music  department, 
vacated  her  position  on  the  fifth  of  February,  and  was  succeeded 
at  the  opening  of  the  current  session,  September  18,  by  Mr.  R.  A. 
Newland,  a  recent  graduate  of  this  Institution. 

On  the  third  of  April,  in  consequence  of  the  increasing  demands 
of  our  school,  Miss  M.  D.  Naylor,  was  added  to  our  number  of 
teachers  in  the  literary  department,  for  the  then  current  session,  and 
was  subsequently  engaged  in  a  similar  capacity  for  the  present 
school  year. 

At  the  close  of  the  last  session  of  the  school,  June  28,  Mr.  G.  M. 
Ballard  and  Miss  J.  Cook,  teachers  in  the  literary  department, 
together  with  Mr.  M.  B.  Clark,  principal  teacher  of  music,  closed 
their  connection  with  the  Institution,  they  having  fulfilled  their 
several  engagements  with  the  same.  Mr.  Ballard  was  succeeded  at 
the  commencement  of  the  current  school  year,  by  Mr.  M.  M.  White- 
ford;  Miss  Cook,  by  Miss  E.  D.  Starr;  and  Mr.  Clark,  by  Messrs. 
W.  J.  Rabjohns  and  G.  B.  Loomis,  as  instructors  of  instrumental 
and  vocal  music,  respectively.  These  last  named  gentlemen  devote 
but  a  limited  portion  of  their  time  to  our  school,  and  do  not  reside 
in  the  Institution. 

With  the  changes  above  enumerated,  our  present  corps  of  assist- 
ant officers,  stands  as  follows  : 
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Teachers  in  the  Literary  Department. — Mr.  M.  M.  Whiteford, 
Miss  M.  E.  Hanna,  Miss  S.  A.  Scofield,  Miss  E.  D.  Starr  and  Miss

Of  the  health,  deportment  and  general  improvement  of  the  pupils 
during  the  past  year,  I  am  again  permitted  to  make  the  most 
encouraging  report.  At  no  previous  time  in  the  history  of  the  Insti- 
tution, has  the  standard  been  higher  in  these  regards. 


LITKRARY    DKPARTMENT. 

In  the  several  grades  of  the  school,  excepting  the  two  lower  ones 
(A  and  B)  comprising  the  primary  division  about  the  same  rou- 
tine of  studies  as  heretofore  reported,  has  been  successfully  followed. 
But  in  the  division  mentioned,  we  introduced  at  the  commencement 
of  the  present  session,  the  course  laid  down  in  Sheldon's  "  Manual 
of  Elementary  Instruction,"  containing  a  graduated  series  of  object 
lessons  for  training  the  senses  and  developing  the  faculties  of  chil- 
dren. This  course  is  based  upon  the  Pestalozzian  system,  and  was 
first. introduced  by  its  author  in«to  the  city  schools  of  Oswego,  New 
York,  whence  it  has  be,en  transmitted  to  other  parts  of  the  country, 
and  is  now  being  very  generally  adopted  in  the  primary  schools  of 
our  principal  cities. 

The  principles  and  method  involved  in  the  course  of  instruction 
here  alluded  to,  are  eminently  rational  and  practical  in  their  char- 
acter, and  on  this  account,  do  not  fail  to  recommend  themselves  to 
all  who  are  afforded  an  apportunity  to  witness  an  intelligent  appli- 
cation of  them.  In  order  to  insure  their  proper  application  in  our 
own  school,  we  engaged  the  services  of  a  teach r  of  several  years' 
experience  in  the  Oswego  schools,  and  thus  far,  her  labors  with  us 
have  proved  successful  in  a  marked  degree. 

On  account  of  the  absence  in  our  pupils,  of  the  sense  most  largely 
employed  by  others,  in  the  acquirement  of  objective  knowledge, 
special  means  must,  of  course  be  resorted  to  for  the  proper  carrying 
out  of  the  course  in  question;  but  we  find  ourselves  able  with  a 
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Unle  ingenuity,  to  devise  these  as  1  heir  necessity  becomes  apparent. 
The  tactile  sense  is  mainly  relied  upon  as  a  substitute  for  the  visual 
ont1,  and  where  that  fails,  the  eonceptive  faculty  is  appealed  to. 
Thus,  the  two  important  powers  named,  are  necessarily  brought 
into  a  desirable  state  of  activity.  In  ihe  cultivation  of  the  remain- 
ing  senses  and  mental  faculties,  no  more  difficulty  is  experienced 
than  with  ordinary  scholars. 

As  the  schedule  of  the  studies  pursued  in  the  other  divisions  of 
the  school  has  been  frequently  set  forth  in  previous  reports,  no 
further  reference  need  be  made  to  it  on  this  occasion. 

The  lack  of  adequate  instructional  appliances  for  this  depart- 
ment several  times  alluded  to  on  former  occasions,  has  been  con- 
siderably reduced  during  the  year  by  the  procurement  of  many 
additional  articles  in  the  way  of  relief  maps  and  globes  for  instruc- 
tion in  Geology,  as  well  as  physical  and  descriptive  Geography; 
A-tronomical  and  Philosophical  apparatus;  plaster  and  papier- 
mache  models  of  various  animals  living  and  extinct;  plaster  bu^ta 
of  no'ed  individuals;  Mineralogical  and  Geological  specimens,  and 
a  variety  of  appropriate  objects  for  elementary  and  general  instruc- 
tion. So  that  many  of  the  difficulties  heretofore  experienced  by  our 
teachers  in  the  work  of  instruction  have  been  materially  lessened, 
and  the  results  of  their  labors,  greatly  enhanced  in  value. 

Important  as  such  aids  are  universally  admitted  to  be  in  ordinary 
schools,  their  necessity  is  manifoldly  increased  in  one  like  ours, 
whose  pupils  are  cut.  off  from  so  many  of  the  usual  sources  of 
knowledge.  It  is  believed  therefore,  that  each  member  of  your 
Board  will  appreciate  the  duty  of  augmenting  their  number  from 
time  to  time,  as  the  means  placed  at  your  disposal  enable  yon  to 
do  so. 

MUSIC    DEPARTMENT. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  current  session  several  important 
changes  in  the  organization  of  this  department  were  instituted, 
which  it  is  believed,  will  increase  its  efficiency  without  adding  to 
the  cost  of  its  maintenance. 

In  lieu  of  employing  as  heretofore,  the  whole  time  of  two  salaried 
teachers  resident  in  the  building,  we  make  one  suffice  for  the  major 
part  of  the  school,  by  calling  to  his  aid  the  members  of  a  normal 
class  made  up  from  among  the  advanced  pupils  who  expect  to 
make  music  a  profession.     Such  at  least  is  true  with  regard  to  the 
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instrumental  instruction.  The  three  vocal  elapses  comprising  ihe 
Whole  school,  Together  with  the  most  advanced  instrumental  schol- 
ars, receive  semi-weekly  lessons  trom  two  of  our  ci>y  professors, 
eminent  in  their  respective  departments;  while  \\w  practicing-  of  all 
the  music  scholars  is  supervised  by  the  resident  teacher.  This  . 
arrangement  gives  us  the  double  advantage  of  securing  the  most 
competent  instructors  in  the  different  departments  of  music,  and 
affording  the  normal  rau^ic  class  an  oppor, unity  to  acquire  practi- 
cal skill  in  the  art  of  teaching. 

Our  application  to  the  last  legislature  for  the  means  of  purchas- 
ing an  organ,  with  which  to  prepare  our  music  pupils  for  church 
organists,  having  been  favorably  responded  to  with  a  special  appro- 
priation for  that  object,  the  necessary  arrangements  have  been 
entered  info  for  the  procuring  of  an  excellent  instrument  of  this 
class,  and  we  are  in  daily  expectation  of  its  receipt.  By  the  terms 
of  our  contract  it  should  have  been  in  readiness  for  use  by  the 
commencement  of  Ihe  session,  but  its  construction  has  been  unex- 
pectedly delayed.  With  this  important  addition  to  our  musical 
appliances,  the.  special  pupils  of  l his  department  will  possess  greatly 
improved  facilities  lor  the  pursuit  of  their  studies,  and  the  musical 
culture  of  the  whole  school,  be  largely  promoted. 

INDUSTRIAL    DRPARTMENT. 

No  change,  has  taken  place  in  1  he  conduct  of  this  department 
since  the  last  report. 

The  male  branch  continues  to  progress  satisfactorily  under  the 
present  system  and  management,  with  increasing  business  and 
improved  facilities  lor  the  training  of  the  apprentices,  particularly 
in  the  art  of  broom-making.  Another  years'  experience  but  serves 
to  establish  still  fur: her  the  superiority  of  our  plan  of  management 
over  that  ordinarily  pursued  in  similar  establishments. 

The  following  statement,  lurnkhed  by  the  contractor,  will  exhibit 
to  your  Board  the  amount  of  woik  executed  in  the  shops  during 
the  past  year :

BUILDINGS    AND    GROUNDS. 

During  the  summer  vacation,  some  much  needed  repairs  and 
improvements  were  made  in  the  main  building  of  the  Institute, 
which  tend  to  its  better  preservation,  and  at  the  same  time  add 
very  much  to  its  convenience  and  appearance.  The  principal  of 
these  are  as  follows  : 

1.  The  inferior  carpenter  work  and  plastering  were  overhauled 
and  thoroughly  repaired. 

2.  The  dormitory  accommodations  for  the  female  pupils  were 
enlarged  by  putting  in  communication  with  them,  certain  rooms 
previously  used  by  the  males,  and  constructing  several  additional 
closets  or  wardrobes. 

3.  The  chapel  was  fitted  up  with  permanent  seats;  the  lecture 
room  with  cabinet  and  apparatus  cases;  and  the  school  rooms  with 
new  book  cases  and  desks. 

4.  The  windows  of  the  two  principal  stories  were  supplied  with 
inside  Venetian  shutters,  in  lieu  of  the  dilapidated  blinds  which  had 
for  some  time  disfigured  them. 

5.  The  wood  work  in  the  halls  of  the  two  principal  stories,  the 
ehapel,  and  some  of  the  officers'  rooms,  not  previously  grained, 
were  handsomely  grained  in  oak,  and  the  wood  work  throughout 
the  remainder  of  the  building,  repainted  in  the  most  substantial 
manner. 

With  the  above  and  some  additional  improvements  of  minor 
importance,  together  with  others  previously  made,  our  buildings 
are  now  in  most  excellent  condition,  and  with  proper  care  must 
remain  so  for  some  time  to  come. 

Upon  the  grounds  also,  some  necessary  work  has  been  done  in. 
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the  way  of  relaying  pavements  and  drains,  as  well  as  other  repairs. 
So  that,  with  the  exception  of  some  of  the  wooden  fencing,  which 
will  soon  need  renewing,  they  likewise  may  be  said  to  be  in  good 
condition. 

In  a  previous  report  reference  was  made  to  the  want  of  an  addi- 
tional building  in  the  rear  of  the  main  structure,  for  a  more  commo- 
dious laundry  and  other  purposes.  As  this  necessity  increases  with 
the  growth  of  our  school,  and  must  soon  become  imperative,  I  take 
the  liberty  of  again  calling  your  attention  to  it  at  this  time  in  order 
that,  the  subject  may  receive  due  consideration  at  your  hands  before 
the  assembling  of  the  next  legislature.  In  addiiion  to  the  objects 
heretofore  specified  in  connection  with  the  proposed  building, 
increased  dormitory  accommodations  for  our  pupils  will  soon  be 
demanded. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion,  allow  me,  gentlemen,  to  assure  you  that  the  inter- 
esting charge  committed  to  you  by  the  people  of  the  State,  through 
their  representatives,  has  enjoyed  during  the  past  year,  a  season  of 
properity  heretofore  unequaled;  and  at  the  same  time,  to  express  my 
high  appreciation  of  the  wise  counsels  and  cordial  cooperation  with 
which  you  have  sustained  the  arduous  labors  of  the  officers  in 
charge.

INDIANA  INSTITUTE  FOR  THE  EDUCATION  OF  THE 
BLIND. 

This  Institution  is  located  at  Indianapolis,  the  Capital  of  the 
State,  occupying  a  healthful  and  beautiful  site  in  the  northern  part 
of  the  city. 

It  is  strictly  an  Educational  Establishment,  having  for  its  object 
the  moral,  intellectual  and  physical  training  of  the  young  blind  of 
both  sexes  residing  in  the  State,  and  is,  therefore,  neither  an  asylum 
for  the  aged  and  helpless  nor  a  hospital  for  the  treatment  of  disease. 

We  are  almost  daily  in  receipt  of  applications  from  persons  who 
wish  to  be  treated  for  the  cure  of  blindness,  and  we  here  take  occa- 
sion to  explain  for  the  benefit  of  such,  that  we  have  no  surgical  or 
medical  department  connected  with  our  institution.  The  Chicago 
Charitable  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary,  however,  we  learn  from  its 
reports,  has  treated  many  Indiana  patients  without  charge,  where 
there  is  inability  to  pay;  and  it  may  be  worth  while,  therefore,  for 
parties  desiring  medical  treatment  to  address  their  inquiries  to  that 
establishment. 

For  the  information  of  applicants  and  other  interested  parties, 
the  following  compilation  is  made  from  the  regulations  of  the  Insti- 
tute, viz: 

I.  The  school  year  commences  on  the  first  Wednesday  after  the 
15th  day  of  September,  and  closes  on  the  last  Wednesday  in  June 
following,  making  a  continuous  session  of  forty  weeks  and  leaving 
a  vacation  of  twelve  weeks  during  the  warm  season. 
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2.  As  a  rule,  applicants  who  are  under  nine  or  over  twenty-one 
years  of  age,  are  not  admitted,  but  exceptions  are  sometimes  made 
in  peculiar  eases,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

3.  No  person  of  imbecile  orunsound  mind, orof  confirmed  immo- 
ral character,  will  be  knowingly  received  into  the  Institute;  and  in 
case  any  pupil  shall,  after  a  fair  trial,  prove  incompetent  for  useful 
instruction  or  disobedient  to  the  regulations  of  the  Institute,  such 
pupil  will  be  thereupon  discharged. 

4.  No  charge  is  made  for  the  boarding  and  instruction  of  pupils 
from  the  State  of  Indiana,  but  those  from  without  the  State  are 
charged  at  the  rate  of  $150  per  session  of  forty  weeks,  payable  in 
advance,  i.  e.:  one-half  at,  the  beginning  and  the  other  half  at  the 
middle  of  the  session. 

5.  All  are  required  to  come  provided  with  an  adequate  supply  of 
good  comfortable  clothing,  embracing  suitable  articles  for  both  sum- 
mer and  winter  wear,  in  such  quantity  as  to  admit  of  the  necessary 
changes  for  washing  and  repairing. 

6.  Each  article  oi  clothing  should  be  distinctly  marked  with  the 
owner's  name,  in  order  to  prevent  confusion  or  loss,  and  must  be 
sent  in  good  order  and  condition,  not  only  upon  the  first  entrance 
of  the  pupil,  but  also  at  each  subsequent  return  from  home  after  the 
vacaions. 

7.  In  cases  where  the  parents  or  guardians  of  pupils  from  the 
State  of  Indiana,  are  unable  through  indigence  to  supply  them 
with  the  necessary  clothing,  the  same  is,  by  law,  provided  by  the 
Institution,  and  the  amount  of  its  cost  collected  from  the  respective 
counties  in  which  such  pupils  reside;  like  provision  is  also  made 
for  defraying  the  traveling  expenses  of  indigent  pupils  to  and  from 
the  Institute. 

8.  It  is  positively  required  that  every  pupil  shall  be  removed  from 
the  Institution  during  the  annual  vacation  of  the  school,  as  well  as 
at  any  other  time  when  such  removal  may  be  deemed  necessary  by 
the  proper  officers  thereof;  and  in  case  of  the  failure  of  the  friends 
of  any  pupil  to  comply  with  this  requisition,  provision  is  made  by 

daw  for  the  sending  of  such  pupil  to  the  Trustee  of  the  Township 
>in  which  he  or  she  resides  to  be  by  him  provided  for  at  the  expense 
of  the  county. 

9.  Persons  bringing  pupils  to  the  Institution  or  visiting  them 
while  there,  cannot  be  accommodated  with  boarding  and  lodging 
during  their  stay  in  the  city. 
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10.  All  letters  to  the  pupils  should  be  addressed  to  the  care  of 
the  Institute  in  order  to  insure  their  prompt  delivery. 

11.  Persons  wishing  to  procure  the  admission  of  pupils,  should 
apply  to  the  Superintendent,  by  letter  or  otherwise,  for  printed 
instructions  as  to  the  manner  of  procedure,  and  no  pupil  should  be 
sent  to  the  Institute  until  such  instructions  shall  have  been  com- 
plied with.

The  interest  on  the  School  Bonds,  amounting  to  two  hundred 
and  two  thousand  two  hundred  and  forty-nine  dollars  and  ninety- 
three  cents  per  annum,  is  paid  by  the  State  and  distributed  semi- 
annually for  the  benefit  of  ihe  Common  Schools. 

REDEMPTION  OF  STATE  STOCK. 

In  pursuance  of  the  requirements  of  the  "  State  Debt  Bill,"  ap- 
proved December  21,  1865,  notice  was  given  that  the  State  Debt 
Sinking  Fund  Commissioners  would  redeem,  on  the  first  of  July, 
(1867),  at  the  office  of  the  Agent  of  State,  in  the  City  of  New 
York,  so  much  of  the  outstanding  two  and  one-half  per  cent.  Cer- 
tificates of  Stock  as  the  fund  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board  would 
permit. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Commissioners  in  the  city  of  New  York, 
on  the  first  of  July,  it  was  found  that  Certificates  of  Stock,  amount- 
ing in  the  aggregate  to  eight  hundred  and  seventy-seven  thousand 
three  hundred  and  seventy-seven  dollars  and  sixty  cents,  (877,377  60) 
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had  been  offered  by  the  hblders  thereof  for  such  dividend  as  the 
Board  would  be  able  to  make;  and  that  there  was  of  the  Fund,  in 
the  hands  of  the  Agent  of  State,  the  sum  of  nine  hundred  and  sev- 
enteen thousand  three  hundred  and  eighty-one  dollars  and  fifty-seven 
cents,  (917,381  57);  also,  that  the  certificates  of  stock  outstanding 
and  subject  to  redemption  made  in  the  aggregate  the  sum  of  one 
million  one  hundred  and  eighty-three  thousand  one  hundred  and 
eighty-seven  dollars  and  fifty-five  cents,  (1,183,187  55),  being  two 
hundred  and  sixty-five  thousand  eight  hundred  and  five  dollars  and 
ninety-eight  cents,  (265,805  98),  more  than  the  amount  in  the  Fund 
at  the  disposal  of  the  Board. 

Whereupon,  after  due  consideration,  it  was  determined  that  an 
amount  sufficient,  when  added  to  the  fund  on  hand,  to  take  up  all 
the  two  and  one-half  per  cent.  Certificates,  should  be  drawn  from 
the  General  Fund,  even  at  the  risk  of  temporarily  embarrassing  the 
Treasury,  and  that  all  the  certificates  be  redeemed  without  further 
delay. 

The  resort  to  the  General  Fund  of  the  Treasury  was  warranted 
by  the  fact  that  the  Fund  was  indebted  to  the  State  Debt  Sinking 
Fund — which  was  created  for  the  exclusive  purpose  of  extinguishing 
the  State  debt — for  an  amount  exceeding  the  amount  required  to 
enable  the  Board  to  take  up  all  the  two  and  one-half  per  cent. 
Certificates. 

Immediately  upon  this  action  of  the  Board,  the  Agent  of  State 
was  required  to  give  public  notice  that  said  Certificates  of  Stock 
would  be  paid  in  full  on  presentation  at  his  office,  in  the  city  of 
New  York,  and  that  all  unredeemed  Certificates  would  cease  to 
draw  interest  on  and  after  the  fifteenth  of  the  month. 

In  pursuance  of  the  order  of  the  Board,  the  Treasurer  of  State 
transmitted  to  the  Agent  of  the  State,  the  balance  required  to  re- 
deem all  of  said  two  and  one-half  per  cent.  Certificates. 

WAR    LOAN    BONDS. 

As  required  by  the  "State  Debt  Bill,"  the  Commissioners  gave 
notice  that  War  Loan  Bonds  would  be  redeemed  at  par  at  the 
office  of  the  Agent  of  State,  to  the  extent  of  the  moneys  on  hand 
for  that  purpose.  There  were  however,  but  thirty-nine  thousand 
dollars,  ($39,000),  offered,  which  were  accordingly  redeemed  and 
canceled. 
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FIVE    PER    CENT.    CERTIFICATES. 

The  Board  has  also  redeemed  during  the  year  Five  per  cent. 
Certificates  of  Stock  amounting  in  all  to  forty  thousand  four  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars,  ($40,450). 

The  aggregate  amount  of  the  Certificates  of  Stock  and  Bonds, 
thus  redeemed  and  canceled,  is  one  million  two  hundred  and  ninety- 
five  thousand  six  hundred  and  thirty-seven  dollars  and  fifty-five 
cents,  ($1,295,637  55),  or  nearly  one-fourth  of  the  entire  idebted- 
ness  of  the  State.

CONDITION  OF  THE  FREE  BANKS. 

The  following  statement  shows  the  condition  of  the  Free  Banks 
of  the  State  on  the  31st  of  October,  1867: 

The  aggregate  circulation  of  the  Banks  is  sixty-five  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  dollars  (§65,799),  which  is  seven 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  seventy-one  dollars  ($7,971)  less  than 
the  amount  outstanding  at  the  date  of  the  last  report — October  31, 
1866.  The  notes  are  returned  to  the  Banks  very  slowly;  and  most 
of  the  Banks  having  a  nominal  circulation  of  a  few  hundred,  or 
thousand,  have  doubtless  redeemed  nearly  all  that  are  in  existence. 
Nevertheless,  the  entire  circulation  is  secured  as  required  by  law, 

STATE    DEBT    SINKING    FUND. 

The  business  of  the  Board  of  State  Debt  Sinking  Fund  Com- 
missioners is  also  transacted  in  the  Bank  Department.  A  synopsis 
of  their  proceedings  is  given  under  the  head  of  "  The  Public  Debt." 

INSURANCE. 

The  work  created  by  the  law  regulating  Foreign  Insurance 
Companies,  approved  December  21,  1865,  is  also  performed  in  the 
Bank  Department. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  insurance  law,  irresponsible  compa- 
nies of  other  States  have  been  compelled  to  discontinue  business, 
with  evident  benefit  to  the  citizens  of  the  State.  A  large  propor- 
tion of  the  first-class  insurance  companies  of  the  United  States 
have  complied  with  the  law,  and  have  cheerfully  observed  its  re- 
quirements. 
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A  more  extended  report  will  be  given  at  the  end  of  the  next 
fiscal  year,  at  which  time  it  will  be  proper  to  make  su  ggesiicns  in 
regard  to  needed  amendments.

In  accordance  with  the  act  of  March  9,  1867,  appropriating  fifty 
thousand  dollars  for  the  erection  of  a  building  for  the  use  of  the 
Supreme  Court  and  officers  of  the  State,  I  have  paid  over  on  the 
order  of  the  Governor  up  to  this  date,  the  sum  of  thirty-five  thou- 
sand, nine  hundred  and  fifty-five  dollars.  ($35,955  00).  When  the 
whole  amount  appropriated  has  been  paid  over,  a  non-negotiable 
Bond  for  the  same  will  be  issued,  payable  to  the  School  Fund. 

After  public  advertisement,  soliciting  sealed  bids  for  the  purchase 
of  the  Sinking  Fund  premises,  the  same  were  sold  on  the  1st  day 
of  April,  1867,  to  the  Indianapolis  Insurance  Company  for  the  sum 
of  thirty  thousand  seven  hundred  and  sixty  dollars,  (830,760  00); 
the  terms  being  one-third  cash,  and  the  balance  payable  in  one  and 
two  years,  with  six  (6)  per  cent,  interest  per  annum.  The  gain  by 
sale  was  $14,296  78. 

There  are  still  outstanding  two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000  00)  of 
Bank  Bonds,  for  the  payment  of  which  this  Fund  is  responsible. 
None  have  been  presented  for  payment  during  the  year. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  cash  item  in  the  statement  of  "  Means 
and  Liabilities,"  (table  A),  embraces  a  deposit  with  H.  J.  Lyons  & 
Co.,  New  York.  This  was  really  a  suspended  debt,  amounting  to 
ninety  three  thousand  six  hundred  and  sixty-seven  dollars  and  sixty 
cents.  ($93,667  60.)  Collateral  securities,  amounting  to  forty-one 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-one  dollars  and  ninety-six 
cents,  ($41,791  96),  were  transferred  to  me,  from  which  there  has

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Of  the  remaining  collateral  securities,  some  are  in  suit  and  part 
are  not  due  till  next  March.  The  suit  against  this  firm,  initiated 
by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  was  continued  by  my 
direction,  and  at  the  October  term  of  the  Clark  Circuit  Court  judg- 
ment was  obtained  against  Dillard  Rickets  (of  the  firm  of  H.  J. 
Lyons  &  Co).,  for  the  sum  of  ninety-seven  thousand  and  eighty 
dollars  $(97,080  00),  being  the  whole  amount  due,  with  four  (4) 
per  cent,  interest  to  date  of  judgment.

In  closing  up  the  affairs  of  this  Fund,  as  the  law  requires  shall 
be  done  during  the  next  three  years,  it  will  become  necessary  to 
dispose  of  all  lands  forfeited,  or  that  may  yet  forfeit  to  the  State, 
and  in  doing  this  some  loss  will  be  inevitable.  Some  of  the  lands 
mortgaged  will  not  sell  for  the  amount  due  the  Fund;  the  lands 
having  been  appraised  too  high  when  the  mortgages  were  given. 
While  the  general  fact  is  true  that  lands  mortgaged  many  years 
ago  have  greatly  appreciated,  in  some  localities  their  present  value 
is  less  than  it  was  at  the  date  of  the  mortgage  loans.  It  is  not 
supposed  however,  that  the  loss  in  this  direction  will  be  very  large.

The  122d  section  of  the  School  Law  requires  a  biennial 
report  from  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  setting 
forth  the  enumeration  of  Children  ;  the  additions  to  the  School 
Fund;  the  amount  oi"  School  Revenue  collected,  and  the  amount 
distributed  within  the  year. 

In  compliance  with  this  requirement,  I  hereby  submit  the 
following  statement :

Of  this  amount,  $7,053,467  90  are    now  productive,  yielding 
an  annual  revenue  for  tuition.       Of  the  unproductive  portion  of 
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the  funds,  $124,231  00,  is  the  estimated  value  of  unsold  Con- 
gressional Township  Lands;  and  $80,491  49,  is  a  claim  against 
H.  J.  Lyon  &  Co.  For  the  latter  sum  judgment  has  been 
obtained  against  D.  Ricketts. 

The  aggregate  addition  to  the  Fund  within  the  year  1867, 
were,  exclusive  of  additions  to  the  Sinking  Fund,  $135,145  07. 

In  this  connection,  it  may  be  added  that  in  accordance  with 
an  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  approved  December  21,  1865, 
requiring  examination  of  all  the  Fund  Records  by  County  Au- 
ditors, and  report  of  the  result  to  the  office  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion, reports  have  been  made  by  all  the  Counties  save  two,  and 
settlements  made  with  the  same.  Said  settlements  make  an 
aggregate  additions  to  the  Fund  of  $21,525  22.  Part  of  this 
increase  is  included  in  the  item  of  additions  given  above.

added. 

It  seems  proper  however  to  state  in  general  terms,  that  the 
Common  School  system  throughout  the  State,  is  prospering  in 
a  degree  truly  encouraging. 

There  is  good  reason  to  hope  that  the  day  is  not  far  distant 
when  our  Schools  shall  be  equal  to  the  provisions  of  the  Con- 
stitution and  adequate  to  the  wants  of  the  people.

REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency,  Conrad  Baker, 

Governor  of  the  State  of  Indiana  : 

Sir  :  We  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  for  the 
"  Indiana  Hospital  for  the  Insane,"  for  the  fiscal  year  endin<*  Octo- 
ber 31,  A.  D.  1867.  & 

During  the  year  the  Wards  of  the  Institution  have  been  crowded 
to  their  utmost  capacity,  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  showing 
a  greater  average  number  than  at  any  former  period.  The  propor- 
tion between  admissions  and  recoveries  is  quite  as  favorable  as  du- 
ring previous  years,  while  the  number  of  deaths  has  been  some- 
what increased.  In  explanation,  we  refer  you  to  the  subjoined 
report  of  the  Superintendent.  As  a  means  of  promoting  the 
health  of  the  inmates  of  the  Hospital  another  Airing  Court  has 
been  erected,  and  as  much  out-door  exercise  permitted  as  has  been 
compatible  with  their  security.  The  Hospital  is  not  provided  with 
an  extensive  outside  enclosing  wall  which  is  almost  a  necessity. 
Many  of  the  best  Institutions  of  the  country  have  spacious  and 
secure  enclosures  which  afford  facilities  for  exercise  in  the  open  air 
almost  without  restraint.  Such  a  feature  would  contribute  largely 
to  the  comfort  and  utility  of  our  Institution,  and  relieve  measura- 
bly the  anxiety  of  its  managers  in  reference  to  elopements. 

The  erection  of  the  north  wing,  which  was  begun  last  year,  pro- 
gresses favorably.  The  walls  are  finished,  the  greater  part  of  the 
■oof  is  on,  and  before  the  coming  winter,  the  building  will  likely  be 
enclosed.  We  shall,  in  all  probability,  make  a  part  or  the  whole 
if  this  addition  available  during  the  ensuing  year.  We  look  for- 
ward with  no  small  degree  of  pleasure  to  its  completion,  when  at 
east,  for  a  time,  we  will  have  room  for  all  applicants  without  being 
impelled  to  discharge  chronic  cases  whose  friends  may  have  no 
idequate  means  of  caring  for  them.     The  accompanying  report  of 
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the  Building  Committee  contains  fuller  details  on  this  subject,  and 
also  in  reference  to  the  carpenter  shop. 

We  are  indebted  to  the  distinguished  philanthropist,  Miss  Dor- 
athy  L.  Dix,  for  a  visit  during  the  early  part  of  this  year.  Her  sug- 
gestions as  to  the  management  of  the  Institution,  and  especially 
in  reference  to  the  plan  and  construction  of  the  new  building, 
were  both  timely  and  important. 

The  Legislature,  at  its  last  session,  made  a  special  appropriation 
of  "  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  for  the  payment  of  the  current 
expenses  of  the  Indiana  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  including  the 
salary  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  same,  from  the  first  day  of 
November,  1866,  to  the  first  day  of  April,  1867."  This  appropria- 
tion belonged  wholly  to  the  resources  of  the  closing  year ;  in  addi- 
tion to  which,  there  was  an  allowance  of  $10,772.29  due  for  cloth- 
ing furnished  the  patients  as  per  schedule  filed  with  the  Auditor  of 
State,  and  an  unexpended  balance  of  $4,850.28  from  the  year  pre- 
ceding. 

The  general  appropriation  subsequently  passed  by  the  Legisla- 
ture provided  further,  "  That  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  Indi- 
ana Hospital  for  the  Insane  for  the  year  ending  March,  1868,  inclu- 
ding the  salary  of  one  thousand  and  eight  hundred  dollars  of  the 
Superintendent,  which  salary  shall  be  in  full  for  all  services  in  con- 
nection with  said  Institution,  the  sum  of  fifty-three  thousand  dol- 
lars. For  finishing  the  back  center  building,  designed  for  bakery, 
laundry,  chapel  and  sewing  rooms,  five  thousand  dollars.  For 
painting,  repairs,  furnishing,  bedding,  &c,  the  sum  of  seven  thou- 
sand dollars.  For  building  a  carpenter's  shop,  the  sum  of  four 
thousand  dollars,  be  and  is  hereby  appropriated.  That  for  continu- 
ing the  construction  of  the  north  wing  of  the  Hospital  for  the 
Insane,  the  sum  of  sixty  thousand  dollars  is  appropriated  for  the 
year  1867."     (See  Acts  Regular  Session  1867,  pp.  6  and  19.) 

There  were  also  unexpended  balances — one  of  81,259.50  belong- 
ing to  the  back  center  building,  and  one  of  $35,000.00  belonging 
to  the  north  wing  coming  over  from  the  year  before. 

Inasmuch  as  the  above  general  appropriation  of  fifty-three  thou- 
sand dollars  for  current  expenses  was  made  for  the  year  ending 
March  31,  1868,  which  extended  five  months  beyond  this  fiscal 
year,  only  seven-twelfths  or  $30,916.66  of  it  belonged  properly  to 
ithe  resources  of  this  year,  the  balance  of  $22,083,34  being  only 
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applicable  to  the  time  intervening  the  31st  October,  1867,  and  the 
31st  March,  1868. 

From  the  foregoing  it  appears  that  the  Institution  has  had  the 
following :

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Taking  the  aggregate  amount  of  expenditures  from  the  aggre- 
gate resources  for  the  year  there  remains  a  surplus  of  $38,418.75  to 
be  carried  forward  to  the  next  year.  By  comparing  the  above 
several  items  of  the  resources,  with  the  items  of  expenditures,  it  will 
be  found  that  the  surplus  may  be  distributed  among  the  different 
funds  of  the  Institution  as  follows :

Of  the  sum  expended  under  the  item  of  "  Current  Expenses 
and  Clothing"  $10,772.29  were  paid  for  clothing  and  $54,389.49 
for  current  expenses  exclusively.  Of  this  latter  amount,  the  sum 
of  $2,403.25  was  paid  to  Mr.  John  Carlisle  in  liquidation  of  an  old 
debt  for  flour  furnished  by  him  to  the  Hospital  in  the  year  1863, 
during  the  existence  of  the  so-called  Financial  Bureau.  This 
matter  needs  a  word  of  explanation.  At  the  time  named  the 
State  held  a  judgment  against  Mr.  Carlisle  which  he  proposed  to 
pay  by  furnishing  the  Institution  with  flour.  The  proper  officers 
of  State  being  consulted  the  Board  agreed  to  his  proposition. 
Sometime  after  when  he  attempted  to  adjust  his  indebtedness  with 
the  State  the  officers  of  the  court  refused  to  offset  the  judgment 
against  Mr.  Carlisle  with  our  certificate  of  indebtedness.  The 
claim  remained  in  this  condition  until  this  year,  when  no  other  way 
being  apparent  by  which  it  could  be  liquidated,  it  was  decided  to 
pay  it  from  the  Current  Expense  Fund  of  the  Institution.  De- 
ducting this  amount,  which  is  not  justly  chargeable  to  the  current 
expenses  proper  of  this  year,  there  remains  the  sum  of  $51,986.24, 
which  is  the  nett  sum  of  current  expenses  for  the  year  for  the  In- 
stitution. 

Finally,  it  is  gratifying  to  state  that  with  the  closing  of  this 
year,  there  remains  a  surplus  in  each  of  the  several  funds  of  the 
Institution  that  removes  all  doubt  of  a  comfortable  support  for  the 
year  to  come. 

There  has  been  only  one  change  among  the  resident  officers  since 
the  last  report.     Dr.  James  F.  Cravens,  the  first  assistant  physi- 
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cian,  resigned  early  in  the  year.  His  place  was  supplied  by  the 
promotion  of  Dr.  William  W.  Hester,  the  second  assistant.  The 
vacancy  thus  occasioned  being  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Dr, 
Jonathan  J.  Wright,  late  of  Morgan  County,  Indiana. 

The  several  resident  officers  have  discharged  their  duties  faith- 
fully and  efficiently.  The  farm  has  been  as  productive  as  could 
have  been  expected  in  consideration  of  the  dryness  of  the  season. 

One  of  the  commissioners,  Dr.  John  W.  Moody,  died  at  his  resi- 
dence in  Greensburg  on  the  17th  day  of  September  last.  He  was  an 
officer  of  the  Institution  from  April  1,  1861,  to  the  time  of  his 
death.  He  was  elected  by  the  Legislature  in  the  winter  of  1861, 
again  in  1865  and  a  third  time  in  the  year  1867.  He  enjoyed  in  a 
high  degree  the  confidence  and  esteem  of  his  associates  on  the 
Board.  He  was  a  faithful  and  zealous  officer  and  continued  in  the 
active  discharge  of  his  duties  till  within  a  few  days  of  his  decease, 
which  was  sudden  and  unexpected.  The  vacancy  in  the  Board 
was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Louis  Humphreys,  of  South 
Bend. 

In  conclusion,  we  trust  that  a  kind  Providence,  which  has  been 
the  guidance  of  the  Institution  during  the  past,  may  smile  on  its 
future,  and  that  the  circle  of  its  usefulness  may  widen  with  the 
advance  of  time.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Commissioners, 

For  the  Indiana  Hospital  for  the  Insane : 

Gentlemen:  In  obedience  to  statutory  provision,  the  Nineteenth 
Annual  Report  is  herewith  presented. 

The  Institution  under  your  general  charge  has  just  closed  a  year 
of  arduous  labor,  and  to  those  having  its  immediate  oversight,  one 
of  unremitting  care.  For  the  most  part  of  the  year,  near  four 
hundred  persons  have  been  aggregated  under  one  common  roof, 
representatives  of  the  greatest  possible  contrariety  of  thought  and 
action.  Forty  to  sixty  laborers  additional  (employed  in  the 
erection  of  the  "north  wing"  of  the  Hospital)  with  the  various  im- 
plements of  their  avocations,  and  with  machinery,  have  plied  their 
daily  tasks  about  us.  Surrounded  thus,  within  an  aggregation  of 
those  moved  and  actuated  by  a  constant  desire  to  destroy,  either 
property,  self  or  others;  a  very  citidel  of  insane  impulse,  to  disas- 
ter and  casualty  imminent,  it  is  cause  of  thankfulness  and  grati- 
tude that  so  little  has  occurred  to  mar  the  harmony  or  disturb  the 
progressive  usefulness  of  the  Institution.  And  that  notwithstand- 
ing the  unprecedented  crowding  of  the  Hospital,  a  reasonable  degree 
of  health  has  been  preserved,  and  that  so  many  benighted  intellects 
have  been  restored  to  the  light  of  reason,  and  the  bosom  of  family 
and  friends. 

At  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year  we  had  remaining  in  the  Hos- 
pital one  hundred  and  thirty-three  (133)  males,  and  one  hundred 
and  forty  (140)  females,  making  a  total  of  two  hundred  and  seventy- 
three  (273.) 

During  the  year  there  were  admitted  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
four  (124)  males,  and  one  hundred  and  nine  (109)  females,  making 
a  total  of  two  hundred  and  thirty-three  (233.) 

The  whole  number  of  patients  therefore  under  treatment  during 
the  year,  was  two  hundred  and  fifty-seven  (257)  males,  and  two 
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Second.  The  western  corridor  wall  of  the  short  hall  was  con- 
tinued across  the  long  hall,  adding  the  eastern  end  of  the  long  hall 
to  the  short  hall,  thus  effecting  a  more  equal  division  of  the  capacity 
of  each. 

Third.  A  stairway  was  added  to  the  eastern  division,  for  more 
ready  egress  in  case  of  fire. 

Fourth.  Another  dining  room  was  provided  for;  the  plan  of 
crowding  together  thirty-five  or  more  patients,  as  in  the  south 
wing,  having  been  found  very  objectionable. 

Fifth.  An  arched  passage-way  was  constructed  in  the  base- 
ment between  the  outer  and  corridor  walls,  for  conveying  food  by 
a  car  from  the  center  kitchen  to  the  waiters. 

Sixth.  The  height  of  the  first  story  was  increased  one  foot  and 
three  inches,  and  the  windows  made  to  correspond  in  length  to 
those  of  the  other  stories. 

Seventh.  Elliptical  arches,  nine  feet  wide  and  ten  feet  high, 
were  introduced  opposite  the  tripple  windows  in  the  day  rooms  to 
admit  of  more  light  in  the  short  halls. 

Eighth.  The  wall  separating  the  attendant's  room  from  the 
clothes  room  (short  hall)  was  discontinued,  the  two  rooms  making 
an  ample  day-room  for  the  western  division,  with  arches  as  for 
the  other  day  rooms. 

Ninth.  A  recess  and  a  small  room  having  no  definite  use,  was 
converted  into  an  attendant's  room. 

Tenth.  Another  room,  well  lighted  and  ventilated,  was  set 
apart  for  a  clothes  room. 

Eleventh.  The  four  wire-covered  recesses  in  the  eastern  pro- 
jection, were  omitted,  the  cost  of  which  would  have  been  one 
thousand  dollars  without  adding  to  the  utility  of  the  wing.  A 
number  of  other  important  alterations,  not  necessary  to  mention  in 
detail,  a  score  in  all,  were  made. 

Due  public  notification  was  given  for  sealed  proposals  for  brick, 
lumber  and  lime.  A  contract  was  closed  with  Messrs.  Cruse  & 
Gunkle  for  two  millions  brick  at  87.75  per  thousand  delivered ;  and 
with  Messrs.  Hill  &  Wingate  for  lumber  at  $2.50  per  hundred  feet 
for  green  ash,  (clear  stuff,)  and  $2  for  green  poplar ;  and  with  Mr. 
John  E.  Falkner,  for  lime  at  thirty-two  cents  per  bushel. 

The  brick  required  by  contraet  were  over  the  usual  size,  so  that 
one  hundred  thousand  of  them  would  build  as  much  wall  as  one 
hundred  and  ten  thousand  of  the  ordinary  sized  brick.     The  gen- 
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tlemen  taking  the  contract  deserve  thanks  for  the  very  prompt  de- 
livery of  so  large  a  number  of  brick  in  so  short  a  time.  We  have 
also  been  highly  gratified  with  the  regularity  of  the  arrival  of  the 
supplies  of  lumber  and  lime.  To  the  promptness  of  the  several 
contractors,  the  industry  displayed  on  the  part  of  the  carpenters 
and  masons,  and  the  favorableness  of  the  season,  we  are  indebted 
for  the  near  enclosure  of  a  building  four  stories  high,  two  hundred 
lineal  feet  in  length,  having  an  external  admeasurement  from  a 
given  point  of  nine  hundred  feet,  and  containing  one  hundred  and 
eighty-four  rooms. 

The  walls  are  in  a  fine  state  of  preservation,  but  one  rain  suffi- 
cient to  wet  them  to  any  extent,  having  fallen  during  the  working 
season. 

Your  committee  not  wishing  to  take  the  additional  labor  upon 
themselves  of  the  immediate  superintendence  of  the  work,  offered 
to  pay  the  architect  84,000  to  continue  his  direction  of  it  to  its  com- 
pletion. Although  this  seemed  a  large  sum,  and  quite  as  much  as 
your  committee  thought  the  State  could  afford  to  pay  for  his  ser- 
vices, the  offer  was  declined.  Mr.  Curzen  was  under  obligation  to 
his  fellow  architects  not  to  work  for  less  than  an  established  rate 
per  cent,  on  the  cost  of  building  and  it  was  honorable  in  him  to  de- 
cline so  good  an  offer.  Your  committee  were  urged  by  persons  in 
other  States  of  ample  experience  in  the  construction  of  hospitals  for 
the  insane,  to  employ  capable  foremen  for  the  carpenter  and  brick 
work,  and  take  the  direction  of  the  construction  of  the  building 
themselves.  This  plan  was  adopted.  Mr.  John  Pendergast  was 
employed  for  the  former,  and  Captain  John  Fiecus  for  the  latter, 
both  of  whom  have  labored  energetically  and  efficiently  for  the  in- 
terest of  the  Institution.  The  adoption  of  this  plan  imposed  upon 
us  a  great  deal  of  care  and  labor.      The  result  is  before  you.     It 

speaks  for  itself.

BUILDING  COMMITTEE'S  REPORT 


Your  Committee  would  make  the  following  report : 
carpenter's  shop. 

The  carpenter's  shop  has  been  completed  within  the  appropria- 
tion. The  foundation  of  the  building  was  commenced  as  early  as 
the  season  would  permit.  A  brick  building  was  erected  two  sto- 
ries high,  fifty  feet  long,  and  thirty  feet  wide,  and  furnished  with 
the  following  machinery,  viz:  a  surfacing,  tongueing  and  grooving 
machine  and  rip-saw  for  first  story;  a  morticing,  tenoning  and 
moulding  machine,  a  rip-saw  and  cut-off  saw,  for  second  story. 

The  machinery  is  new  and  of  the  best  quality,  from  the  shops  of 
R.  Ball  &  Co.,  "Worcester,  Massachusetts. 

The  shop  and  machinery  will  more  than  pay  for  the  cost  of  con- 
struction and  purchase  in  expediting  and  cheapening  the  work  on 
the  north  wing,  and  when  this  is  completed,  will  be  a  valuable 
adjunct  in  keeping  up  the  repairs  of  the  buildings  of  the  Institu- 
tion. 

NORTH    WING. 

The  ground  plan,  as  drawn  and  completed  under  the  supervis- 
ion of  the  architect,  was  the  same  as  in  the  south  wing,  with  some 
exceptions,  not  interfering  materially  with  the  symmetry  of  the 
structure  as  a  whole.  (See  report  1866,  p.  24.)  The  work  on  the 
structure  was  commenced  as  early  as  the  season  would  allow.  A 
practical  knowledge  of  the  defects  of  the  south  wing  induced  your 
committee  to  make  the  following  changes,  to- wit : 

First,  and  of  most  importance,  forced  upward  ventilation,  con- 
structing therefor  proper  arched  inlets  throughout  the  entire  base- 
ment story ;  flues  therefor  terminating  in  the  belvederes,  instead  of 
downward  ventilation,  wholly  dependent  upon  rarification  of  the 
air  in  a  vent  shaft,  as  in  the  south  wing. 
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hundred  and  forty-nine  (249)  females,  making  a  total  of  five  hun- 
dred and  six  (506.)  Discharged  cured  during  the  year,  sixty-five 
(65)  males,  and  sixty  (60)  females,  total,  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  (125.)  Improved,  thirteen  (13)  males,  and  fifteen  (15)  females. 
Not  improved,  fourteen  (14)  males,  and  twelve  (12)  females.  Died, 
sixteen  (16)  males,  and  eighteen  (18)  females.  Eloped,  one  (1.) 
Not  insane,  one  (1).  Total  discharged,  two  hundred  and  fifteen 
(215.)  Remaining  in  the  Hospital  at  the  end  of  the  year,  one  hun- 
dred and  forty-seven  (147)  males,  and  one  hundred  and  forty-four 
(144)  females,  making  a  total  of  two  hundred  and  ninety-one  (291.) 
The  greatest  number  in  Hospital  at  any  one  time  was,  inclusive  of 
August  1st  and  2d,  when  there  were  three  hundred  and  thirty- 
three  (333.)  The  least  number  during  the  year  was  on  November 
1st,  when  there  were  two  hundred  and  seventy-three  (273.)  The 
smallest  number  of  males,  one  hundred  and  thirty-three  (133.)  The 
smallest  number  of  females,  one  hundred  and  forty  (140.)  The 
greatest  number  of  males,  one  hundred  and  seventy-seven  (177.) 
The  greatest  number  of  females,  one  hundred  and  fifty-six  (156.) 
Whole  number  of  applications  for  admission  during  the  year,  three 
hundred  and  forty-one  (341.)

The  larger  per  centage  of  mortality  as  compared  with  the  last 
two  years,  is  to  some  extent  attributable  to  the  longer  stay  of  the 
declining  within  the  Hospital  after  the  period  of  declension  was 
established.  It  has  been  to  some  extent  the  custom  to  discharge 
that  class  of  cases  to  their  friends,  or  to  the  county  houses ;  thus  les- 
sening the  rate  of  mortality,  and  thereby  making  room  for  recent 


266 

cases.  Half  the  number  reported  on  the  list  of  mortality  could 
have  been  thus  discharged.  Such  cases  as  must  have  been  (in  the 
absence  of  friends)  sent  to  the  county  houses,  have  been  retained 
when  possible,  in  keeping  with  the  charitable  objects  of  the  Insti- 
tution and  the  dictates  of  a  common  humanity. 

The  pressure  upon  the  Institution  for  admissions  has  been  great. 
Every  available  resource  has  been  used  for  accommodation :  filling 
the  day  rooms  with  beds,  and  the  occupancy  of  the  halls  to  a  con- 
siderable extent  also.  Still  more  than  one  hundred  comparatively 
recent  cases  have  been  refused  admission  for  want  of  room.  The 
whole  number  of  cases  treated  during  the  year,  and  the  average 
number  for  the  year,  as  well  as  the  number  cured,  exceeds  that  of 
any  previous  year. 

CENTER    KITCHEN. 

A  part  of  the  center  kitchen  building,  the  bakery,  sewing  room, 
assorting  rooms  for  clothing,  &c,  were  completed  and  ready  for 
occupancy  early  within  the  year,  and  have  added  much  to  the 
comfort  and  convenience  of  the  Hospital.  The  kitchen  and  chapel 
apartments  will  soon  be  ready  for  use. 

AIRING    COURT. 

A  third  airing  court  was  completed  in  May  last  for  the  use  of 
the  excited  female  patients,  enclosing  a  recess  within  the  south 
wing  of  the  Hospital,  a  door  having  been  cut  through  the  end  of 
the  hall  wall  of  the  first  Ward,  thus  allowing  access  to  it  at  will ; 
a  dissideratum  long  needed  for  that  class  of  cases.  This  addition 
to  our  airing  courts  enables  us  to  supply  every  patient  in  the  Hos- 
pital with  fresh  air  and  out-door  exercise. 


The  grounds  have  been  carefully  policed,  the  shrubbery  pruned, 
and  the  earth  about  it  cultivated,  and  the  spaces  north  and  south 
of  the  center  building,  and  the  borders  of  the  heart-shaped  platt  of 
ground  in  front  of  the  Hospital,  ornamented  with  flowers. 

VINEYARD. 

The  old  garden  was  broken  up  last  spring  and  planted  out  in 
grapevines:  three   hundred   of  the   "Concord"   and   fifty    of  the 
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"Hartford  Prolific"  varieties.     Notwithstanding  the  drouth,  their 
growth  was  admirable. 

ENGINE    HOUSE. 

A  brick  building  thirteen  by  twenty-four  feet  was  erected  for  an 
engine  house  (adjoining  the  boiler  house,)  made  conveniently 
accessable  by  eutting  down  a  window  into  a  door,  through  which 
steam  is  conveyed  from  the  boilers  previously  in  use.  The  struc- 
ture is  a  neat  and  hadsome  one,  and  well  adapted  to  its  present 
use. 

To  run  the  machinery  connected  with  the  corpenter  shop  an 
excellent  engine  was  purchased,  (manufactured  by  Sinker  &  Co., 
of  Indianapolis.)     It  is  all  that  could  be  desired. 


Services  in  the  chapel  have  been  regularly  maintained,  usually 
twice  on  the  Sabbath  day,  and  once  during  the  week.  My  thanks 
are  due  to  the  clergymen  of  Indianapolis,  of  almost  all  denomina- 
tions, for  appropriate  and  consolatory  sermons. 

CABINET    ORGAN. 

Miss  D.  L.  Dix,  the  philanthropist,  presented  the  Institution  with 
one  of  Mason  &  Hamlin's  cabinet  organs  five  octave,  for  the  new 
chapel.  The  instrument  is  a  fine  toned  and  handsome  one;  an 
appropriate  and  very  useful  gift  for  the  Institution.  For  this  (with 
other  lesser  donations)  and  for  untiring,  self-sacrificing  labor  for  the 
good  of  the  Institution,  especially  for  the  appropriation  for  the 
north  wing  of  the  Hospital,  is  she  entitled  to  the  lasting  gratitude 
of  our  people. 

FOURTH    OF   JULY. 

The  anniversary  of  the  nation's  independence  was  appropriately 
celebrated  by  the  assembling  in  the  grove  of  all  the  patients  that 
could  be  permitted  to  leave  the  wards  for  such  purpose,  together 
with  all  the  officers  and  most  of  the  employees  of  the  Institution. 
The  exercises  consisted  of  a  prayer  read  by  W.  M.  French ; 
music,  by  Miss  Beaty ;  reading  of  the  Declaration,  by  E.  R.  Steele ; 
Part  1.  D.  J.  1867—20 
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and  an  oration  by  Dr.  J.  J.  Wright.    After  which  an  appropriated  in- 
ner was  served  for  the  patients  and  employees  within  the  Hospital.

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REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES. 


To  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana: 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Wabash  and  Erie  Canal  respect- 
fully report,  that  the  contract  for  the  repair  and  maintenance  of  the 
navigation  of  the  canal,  made  on  the  23d  day  of  June,  1866,  with 
an  association  of  leading  citizens  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  residents 
on  the  line  of  the  canal  in  the  several  counties  of  the  Wabash 
Valley  between  Terre  Haute  and  the  State  line,  under  the  name 
of  "The  Wabash  Canal  Company,"  yet  continues  in  force,  and 
the  Trustees  are  gratified  to  state  that  they  have  manifested  great 
dilligence  and  energy  in  their  efforts  to  preserve  the  navigation  of 
the  canal,  notwithstanding  the  serious  difficulties  they  have  en- 
countered, and  that  that  portion  of  the  canal  between  Attica  and 
the  State  line  is  at  this  time  in  better  condition  than  it  has  been 
for  several  years  past.  The  Trustees  refer  to  the  report  of  the 
Chief  Engineer,  herewith  submitted,  for  a  detailed  statement  of 
the  condition  of  the  canal  at  the  close  of  navigation  for  the  year 
1868;  and  they  refer  also  to  the  contract  for  the  repair  and  main- 
tenance of  the  same,  which  is  appended  to  their  annual  report 
made  to  the  last  General  Assembly  in  January,  1867. 

The  Trustees  deem  it  proper  also  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
General  Assembly  to  the  contract  previously  made  for  the  same 
object  on  the  13th  of  May,  1859,  with  Hugh  McCulloch,  Pliny 
Hoagland  and  Alfred  P.  Edgerton  and  others,  which  will  be  found 
appended  to  the  Trustees'  Eeport  to  the  General  Assembly  of  Jan- 
uary 9,  1861,  and  the  reason  for  making  that  contract,  and  the 
later  one  of  1866,  which  will  be  found  fully  set  forth  in  the  respec- 
tive reports  of  1859  to  1867,  inclusive. 

The  Trustees  deem  it  proper  to  refer  to  their  former  reports  In 
relation  to  the  canal,  to  bring  the  subject  more  fully  and  conveni- 
ently to  the  attention  of  the  General  Assembly. 
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In  their  report  for  the  year  1858,  communicated  to  the  General 
Assembly  in  January  1859,  the  Trustees  set  forth  fully  the  history 
of  the  canal  and  its  operations  from  1850  to  1858,  inclusive,  ex- 
hibiting its  earnings  and  the  increase  of  the  same  from  year  to 
year,  showing  the  annual  increase  after  its  completion  to  Terre 
Haute,  up  to  the  period  when,  by  the  competition  of  railroads,  that 
increase  was  arrested  and  its  revenues  gradually  destroyed.  To 
this  report,  the  Trustees  especially  invite  the  attention  of  the 
General  Assembly.     The  following  is  an  extract  from  it : 

«  We  can  not  better  illustrate  this  decline  in  the  toll?,  and  the 
causes  which  produced  it,  than  by  referring  to  the  business  of  two 
of  the  most  important  collecting  offices  on  the  line  of  the  canal 
north  of  Terre  Haute.  The  yearly  receipts  of  tolls  from  incoming- 
merchandize,  from  1850  to  1853,  at  the  Fort  Wayne  office,  ranged 
from  $57,000  to  $65,000,  and  was  gradually  increasing  with  the 
growth  of  the  country  supplied  by  the  canal.  The  opening  of  the 
transverse  railroads,  touching  at  Peru,  Lafayette,  and  Terre  Haute, 
all  incorporated  after  the  passage  of  the  State  debt  act,  diverted  a 
portion  of  these  goods,  but  this  diversion  would  have  been  partly 
compensated  by  the  increased  trade  of  the  intermediate  districts 
not  traversed  by  railroads.  But  with  the  opening  of  the  railroad 
along  the  margin  of  the  canal  from  Toledo  to  Attica,  connecting 
with  the  transverse  roads  at  the  various  points,  and  competing 
everywhere  at  unreasonable  low  rates,  a  diminution  of  receipts 
from  imports  began,  running  down  the  tolls  from  this  source  alone 
to  about.  $15,000  in  1857  and  1858.  The  regular  diminution  from 
year  to  year  under  this  railroad  competition  is  shown  by  the  follow- 
ing statement  of  annual  receipts  at  the  Fort  Wayne  office,  which 
collects  little  else  than  the  tolls  on  the  incoming  good?.  We  ap- 
pend these  receipts  for  the  last  nine  years  at  Fort  Wayne :

For  the  year  1651,  receipts 66,357  00 

For  the  year  1852,  receipts 61,231  00 

For  the  year  1853,  receipts 65,923  00

For  the  year  1856,  receipts 27,747  00 

For  the  year  1857,  receipts 15,964  00 

For  the  year  1858,  receipts 15,191  00 

"  No  one  acquainted  with  the  subject  and  the  country  through 


which  this  portion  of  the  canal  passes,  can  question  the  statement 
that,  without  the  construction  of  the  Toledo,  Wabash  and  West- 
em  Railroad,  the  yearly  receipts  of  tolls,  from  imports  alone,  at  the 
Fort  Wayne  office,  by  this  time,  would  have  reached  §100,000. 
And  this  is  not  the  worst  feature  of  the  competition  permitted. 
The  diversion  of  the  incoming  freight  has  an  influence  upon  the 
canal  revenues  further  than  is  exhibited  in  the  foregoing  statement, 
in  this:  It  lessens  the  ability  of  boat  owners  to  compete  with  the 
railroad  in  the  transportation  of  the  heavy  produce  of  the  country 
to  the  lake.  Having  now  very  little  back  or  return  loading  from 
Toledo,  the  railways  having  diverted  the  merchandise,  the  whole 
expense  of  the  voyage  to  that  place  is  necessarily  borne  by  the 
charges  on  the  outgoing  cargo,  and  hence,  to  pay  expenses,  they 
are  compelled  to  charge  higher  rates  than  if  back-loading  of  mer- 
chandize could  be  relied  upon,  as  before  the  road  was  opened. 
Business  men  will  see  at  a  glance  how  completely  the  canal  reve- 
nues have  been  cut  down  at  a  single  point,  and  from  causes  over 
which  the  Trustees  could  have  no  control. 

"  The  export  or  outgoing  trade  has  suffered  equally  with  the  im- 
ports. The  receipts  at  the  Lafayette  office  from  1850  to  1858 
both  inclusive,  exhibit  the  same  adverse  influences  as  the  Fort 
Wayne  office.  Lafayette  has  been  the  largest  exporting  office  on 
the  canal,  and  the  shipments  of  wheat,  corn,  pork,  beef  and  mis- 
cellaneous articles  were  very  heavy  until  the  railroad  was  permitted 
to  take  away  its  trade. 

"  To  show  the  falling  off  of  canal  receipts  and  the  diminution  of 
export  tolls,  we  append  the  receipts  at  the  Collector's  office  at 
Lafayette,  for  the  last  nine  years : 

For  the  year  1850,  receipts $56,627  00 

For  the  year  1851,  receipts 62,148  00 

•  For  the  year  1852,  receipts 74,177  00 

For  the  year  1853,  receipts 58,413  00 

For  the  year  1854,  receipts 63,641  00 

For  the  year  1855,  receipts 44,019  00 

For  the  year  1856,  receipts 40,405  00 

For  the  year  1857,  receipts 14,124  00 

For  the  year  1858,  receipts 12,695  00 

"  Comparing  the  highest  sum  received  at  the  Fort  Wayne  office 
in  1851,  and  the  highest  received  at  the  same  office  in  1857,  and 
here  we  have  a  falling  off  of  more  than  $50,000  in  a  single  year 


after  the  railroad  was  put  in  operation.  Comparing,  in  like  man- 
ner, the  receipts  of  the  Lafayette  office  for  1852  with  the  receipts 
at  the  same  place  for  1857,  and  we  find  a  reduction  in  our  income 
for  one  season,  of  fall  $60,000,  or  8220,000  for  the  years  1857  and 
1858  at  the  offices  of  Fort  Wayne  and  Lafayette  alone.  During 
the  entire  year  of  1857,  and  previous  years,  the  canal  was  in  good 
order,  and  that  year  is  therefore  the  fairest  test  to  judge  of  the 
adverse  influences  of  this  unexpected  competition  on  canal  revenues. 

"On  the  entire  canal  from  Fort  Wayne  to  Covington,  in  1846, 
the  year  previous  to  the  canal  passing  into  the  hands  of  the  Trus- 
tees, the  receipts  were,  at  all  the  offices,  8102,424,  which,  in  1847, 
rose  to  8125,982.  In  1848  the  receipts  reached  8146,148;  in  1850, 
$157,158 ;  in  1851,  8179,282,  and  in  1852  the  receipts  reached  their 
maximum,  and  were  $193,400.  For  the  next  two  years  there  was 
a  slight  decline,  but  that  decline  was  insignificant,  partly  superin- 
duced by  local  causes,  and  by  the  transverse  railroads  tapping  the 
canal  at  the  three  points  above  named.  But  the  final  completion 
of  the  Wabash  Valley  Tioad  established  the  decline  in  canal  tolls 
which  so  seriously  affected  our  revenues.  In  1855  the  falling  off 
was  840,135;  in  1856  the  reduction  was  867,111 ;  and  in  1857  the 
falling  off  was  fully  $130,000,  as  compared  with  the  tolls  of  1852. 
This  serious  innovation  upon  our  revenues,  amounting  in  three 
years  to  the  sum  of  8237,000,  is  traceable  chiefly  to  the  establish- 
ment of  a  railroad  which  competes  with  the  canal  at  every  point  of 
shipment.  This  road  had  no  franchise  when  the  canal  trust  was 
organized.  It  is  built,  almost  literally,  on  the  embankment  of  the 
canal  transferred  to  secure  the  principal  and  interest  of  seven  and 
a  half  millions  of  State  indebtedness,  thus  destroying  the  security 
tendered  to  and  accepted  by  the  creditors  of  the  State  in  1847." 

"The  canal  ceased  to  be  self-sustaining,  and  the  Trustees  were 
compelled  to  make  a  contract  for  the  maintenance  of  its  navigation 
and  the  preservation  of  its  structures  between  Terre  Haute  and  the 
State  line,  as  exhibited  in  their  report  to  the  Governor  of  January 
9,  1S60,  from  which  time  to  the  present  the  navigation  of  that  por- 
tion of  the  canal  has  been  maintained  by  such  means.  There  can 
be  no  doubt  that,  notwithstanding  the  economy  and  energy  which 
the  contractors  have  exercised,  that  the  navigation  has  been  pre- 
served thus  far  at  a  very  serious  expense  and  burden  upon  thein, 
•over  and  above  the  revenues  derived  from  it.     No  one  can  doubt 


that  private  citizens  of  the  State  should  be  relieved  from  such  bur- 
dens to  maintain  a  public  work  of  such  importance  to  the  people 
of  so  large  a  portion  of  the  State  of  Indiana. 

"The  Trustees  again  invoke  the  attention  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly to  the  consideration  of  the  fact  that  by  the  supplemental  act 
passed  on  the  27th  day  of  January,  1847,  the  State  reserved  to  it- 
self the  right  to  redeem  the  canal  and  terminate  the  Trust,  after 
twenty  years  from  date. 

"The  time  expired  on  the  27th  of  January,  1867.  As  this  is  the 
first  General  Assembly  since  that  period,  it  is  presumed  that  the 
attention  of  your  honorable  body  will  be  directed  to  it,  and  that 
some  definite  action  will  be  taken  in  regard  to  it.  The  Trustees, 
in  this  connection,  repeat  briefly  the  views  presented  in  their  report 
submitted  to  the  General  Assembly  in  1867,  deeming  them  espe- 
cially pertinent  at  this  time. 

"  The  sole  object  for  which  the  Trust  was  created  and  has  existed, 
was  to  provide  a  security  for  the  payment  of  the  one-half  or  moiety 
of  the  public  debt  of  the  State,  as  it  then  existed,  together  with  the 
one-half  of  the  accrued  interest  thereon ;  and  for  this  purpose  the 
tolls  and  revenues  of  the  canal  and  the  canal  lands  were  pledged, 
and  to  give  effect  to  this  pledge  the  canal,  with  its  appurtenances, 
was  vested  in  three  Trustees,  two  to  be  chosen  by  the  bondholders 
and  one  by  the  State,  to  be  held  by  them  in  trust  for  the  State  and 
her  bondholders,  with  the  powers  and  duties  of  Commissioners  of 
Internal  Improvement  in  the  management  of  the  canal.  The  deed 
or  patent  made  of  the  canal  to  the  Trustees,  and  under  which  they 
hold  the  same,  (see  deed,)  is  described  in  section  8  of  the  act  of 
January  19,  1846.  It  declares  'the  same  to  be  held  by  said  Trus- 
tees in  trust  and  security  for  the  uses  and  purposes  described  in  the 
act.' 

"It  was  presumed  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  the  act  that  the 
tolls  and  revenues  of  the  canal,  and  the  means  provided  for  the 
purpose  would,  within  some  undefined  period  of  time,  discharge 
and  pay  off  both  principal  and  interest  of  that  portion  of  the  public 
debt  charged  on  the  canal,  and  it  is  obvious  from  the  provisions  of 
the  act  that  such  was  the  confident  expectation  of  the  General 
Assembly.  The  Trustees  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  the 
General  Assembly  to  the  language  of  the  12th  section  of  the  act 
of  January  19,  1S46,  which  provides  that  the  State  reserves  the 
right  of  terminating  the  Trust,  after  the  money  advanced  for  the 


completion  of  the  canal,  with  the  interest,  and  the  special  stock 
issued  for  one-half  of  the  accrued  interest  on  the  public  debt,  shall 
have  been  paid  and  refunded,  by  assuming  the  payment  of  the 
interest  on  the  moiety  of  the  principal  of  the  public  debt,  and  which, 
by  the  terms  of  that  act,  were  charged  upon  the  canal,  which  she 
might  do  at  her  pleasure. 

';  By  the  10th  section  of  the  amended  act  of  January  27,  1847, 
sections  8  and  12  of  the  act  of  1846,  above  quoted,  were  amended 
in  several  particulars,  and  among  others,  by  the  provision  declaring 
'the  Trust  hereby  created  shall  cease,  and  determine  upon  the  pay- 
ment of  the  principal  of  said  certificates,  which  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  be  paid  out  of  the  proceeds  of  said  canal,  at  any  time  after 
twenty  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  the  State  hereby  re- 
serves the  right  to  redeem  any  of  such  certificates  at  any  time  after 
twenty  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  (27th  January,.  1847,) 
and  after  the  payment  of  said  advances  as  herein  provided,  by  pay- 
ing the  legal  holder  thereof  the  principal  sum  due  thereon.' 

"By  this  section  the  State  postponed  the  right  of  redemption  till 
after  the  expiration  of  the  twenty  years  from  January  27,  1847,  the 
date  of  the  act,  and  then  the  Trust  may  be  terminated  by  the  State 
paying  the  balance  which  might  be  due,  if  any,  of  the  canal  debt. 

"  The  Trustees  invite  the  attention  of  the  General  Assembly  to 
the  subject.  It  is  evident  that  the  Trust  can  not  and  ought  not  to 
be  suffered  to  remain  in  its  present  condition. 

"  The  State  should  define  its  intentions  and  policy  in  regard  to 
the  canal  and  the  debt  charged  on  it.  The  canal  has  been  destroyed, 
so  far  as  its  revenues  and  tolls  are  concerned,  as  a  security  for  pay- 
ment of  the  original  debt,  or  any  part  of  it,  and  the  Trustees  re- 
spectfully submit  that  they  have|a  right  to  ask  of  the  State  instruc- 
tions and  directions  in  regard  to  the  same;  and  surely  the  bond- 
holders have  a  right  to  know  what  the  State  proposes  to  do  with 
the  debt  now  due  to  them. 

"  There  is  one  suggestion  which  the  Trustees  venture  to  make. 
The  canal  having  failed  as  a  security  for  the  payment  of  the  debt 
of  the  bondholders,  and  the  intention  and  expectation  of  the  State 
towards  her  creditors  defeated  in  regard  to  it,  by  the  competition 
of  railroads  authorized  by  the  State  herself,  it  may  be  worthy  of 
consideration  whether  the  State  would  consent  to  a  disposition  of 
the  canal  to  the  competing  railroads,  for  such  a  price  as  may  be 
agreed  upon,  the  amount  to  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the 


debt  charged  upon  it,  thus  securing  to  the  bondholders  a  portion  of 
the  money  intended  to  be  secured,  and  so  long  delayed,  and  thereby 
lessening  the  equitable  obligation  of  the  State  to  them.  This  is  a 
suggestion  and  not  a  recommendation. 

"  It  is  believed  that  a  considerable  sum  might  be  realized  from 
such  disposition  of  the  canal.  The  Trustees  have  no  power  to 
entertain  any  proposition  on  the  subject.  It  rests  entirely  with 
the  State,  to  whom  the  canal  belongs.  In  the  discharge  of  their 
duties,  the  Trustees  have  endeavored  to  maintain  the  navigation  of 
the  canal  against  the  powerful  antagonism  of  the  road,  and  in 
spite  of  it. 

The  importance  of  the  canal  to  the  Wabash  Valley,  and  to  a 
large  portion  of  the  people  of  the  State,  can  hardly  be  over-esti- 
mated. It  is  a  work  of  public  interest,  and  should  be  preserved, 
if  only  as  a  means  of  transportation  for  the  produce  of  the  country 
through  which  it  passes.  Nothing  has  been  done  with  the  canal 
south  of  Terre  Haute.  Its  structures  are  rapidly  going  to  decay; 
the  Trustees  refer  to  their  reports,  from  year  to  year,  to  the  General 
Assembly  and  to  the  Governor,  for  full  details  in  regard  to  the 
same. 

"  The  amount  of  the  outstanding  debt,  for  the  payment  of  which 
the  revenues  of  the  canal  were  pledged,  and  for  which  registered 
certificates  of  canal  stock  have  been  issued  up  to  1854,  is — 

Original  principal $5,882,130  00 

Interest  at  five  per  cent 3,198,192  50 

"  To  this  is  to  be  added  the  balance  of  the  bondholders'  advance 
for  the  completion  of  the  canal  which  remains  unpaid,  of  $571,130 
in  six  per  cent,  registered  certificates  of  stock,  and  also  the  arrears 
of  interest  on  the  certificates  thus  held  from  their  respective  dates 
of  issue. 

"  This  trust  is  identified  with  the  most  interesting  crisis  in  her 
history  as  a  State.  Any  one  investigating  this  history  can  not  fail 
to  inquire  why  it  is  that  a  public  work  of  such  commanding  inter- 
est as  the  Wabash  and  Erie  Canal  was  then  regarded,  and  pos- 
sessing such  elements  of  value  and  revenue,  and  on  which  so  large 
an  amount  had  been  expended  for  its  construction,  and  which,  in  its 
annual  earnings  during  the  first  years  of  its  operation,  furnished 
such  evidence  of  its  strength  and  future  promise,  should  have  been 
reduced  to  the  condition  exhibited  in  this  report.  The  answer  will 
be  found  in  the  prosperity  of  the  State ;  the  progress  which  has 
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been  made  in  her  material  wealth,  as  proved  by  the  enormous  in- 
crease in  assessable  property  and  population  during  these  twenty 
years;  caused  primarily  by  the  adjustment  of  the  State  debt  in 
1847,  on  a  basis  so  liberal  as  to  revive  the  spirit  and  energy  of  the 
people,  invite  immigration  and  settlement;  and  then  by  the  intro- 
duction of  a  railway  system  of  transportation,  which,  traversing 
every  part  of  the  State,  accommodating  every  neighborhood,  quick- 
ening every  kind  of  industry  and  giving  value  to  every  acre  of 
land,  because  its  product  was  by  this  means  brought  within  easy 
access  to  the  market.  But  this  system  inaugurated  and  fostered 
by  the  State,  which  thus  added  to  its  wealth  and  population  so 
rapidly,  was  an  antogonism  to  the  canal,  which  has  been  pledged 
for  the  payment  of  her  debt;  and  from  the  moment  that  it  began, 
its  influence  was  perceptible  on  the  revenue  of  the  canal,  and  as  it 
expanded  and  stretched  itself  to  completion,  one  of  its  main 
arteries  running  parallel  to  the  canal  and  along  the  same  valley, 
those  revenues  were  so  diverted  and  lessened  as  to  leave  the  canal 
in  the  condition  described  in  this  report  of  the  Trustees." 

In  this  connection,  the  Trustees  repeat  from  their  annual  report 
to  the  Governor,  dated  February  25,  1864 : 

"  They  conceive  it  their  duty,  however,  in  every  report  submitted 
to  the  authorities  of  the  State,  to  call  their  attention  to  the  facts, 
with  a  conviction  that  the  State  of  Indiana  will,  at  some  time, 
when  her  prosperity  will  justify  it,  and  she  shall  be  relieved  from  the 
pressure  of  impending  National  interests,  make  such  disposition 
of  the  interests  between  herself  and  her  bondholders,  as  justice 
and  equity  may  require. 

"  The  bondholders  of  the  State  gave  such  an  earnest  of  their 
good  will  towards  the  State  in  their  acceptance  of  the  terms  prof- 
fered, by  the  public  debt  acts  of  1846-47,  and  their  cordial  coope- 
ration with  the  State  in  her  efforts  to  retrieve  her  credit  and  free 
herself  from  impending  embarassment,  as  to  leave  no  doubt  that 
now,  as  then,  they  will  be  ready  to  cooperate  in  measures  which 
shall  terminate  this  Trust  on  terms  of  mutual  satisfaction.  So 
long  as  it  remains,  it  must  be  a  constant  reminder  of  obligations 
on  the  part  of  the  State,  unfulfilled,  and  of  disappointed  hopes 
and  expectations  on  the  part  of  the  bondholders." 

The  Trustees  desire  to  be  understood.  In  every  report  submit- 
ted to  the  General  Assembly  since  the  organization  of  the  Trust, 
they  have  endeavored  faithfully  to  place  before  the  public  authori- 
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ties  of  Indiana  and  the  bondholders,  a  fair  and  just  expose  of  the 
condition  of  the  property  placed  in  their  charge.  Under  the  most 
adverse  and  trying  circumstances,  it  has  been  the  aim  of  the 
Trustees  to  keep  that  property  in  such  condition  as  would  fulfil 
the  laws  under  which  the  canal  was  placed  "  in  trust  and  security" 
for  the  payment  of  a  portion  of  the  State's  indebtedness,  incurred 
prior  to  July,  1S47.  This  has  been  accomplished  to  the  extent  of 
the  means  provided  by  the  revenues  of  the  work  itself.  The  canal 
from  the  Ohio  State  line  to  Terre  Haute  is  now  in  good  condition, 
and  when  the  Spring  repairs  shall  have  been  made,  will  be  open 
for  navigation  a  distance  of  about  214  miles. 

With  the  railroad  competition  along  the  most  productive  portion 
of  the  canal,  invited  or  permitted  by  State  legislation,  it  is  impos- 
sible to  say  what  amount  of  revenues  will  accrue  from  it  during 
the  coming  year.  They  will  not  exceed  the  expense  of  the  neces- 
sary repairs. 

The  tolls  and  water  rents  for  the  year  ending  December  1,  1867, 
were  $37,160.80,  and  for  the  year  ending  December  1,  1868,  $47,- 
529.69,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  detailed  tables  appended'  to  this 
report;  all  of  which  sums,  with  a  large  amount  subscribed  by  in- 
dividual enterprise,  has  been  expended  in  the  maintenance  of 
navigation. 

CANAL    LANDS. 

Of  the  lands  in  the  Vincennes  District,  there  were  sold  during 
the  year  ending  December  1, 1867, 1,616  14-100  acres  for  the  sum 
of  $3,591.86;  and  for  the  year  ending  December  1,  1868,  2,855 
74-100  acres  for  the  sum  of  $6,713.26. 

Of  the  lands  east  of  Tippecanoe,  there  was  paid  of  the  indebt- 
edness for  the  year  ending  December,  1867,  $289.90,  and  for  the 
year  ending  December,  1868,  $2,077.75. 

Of  the  lands  west  of  Tippecanoe,  there  was  paid  for  the  year 
ending  December  1,  1867,  $361.45,  and  for  the  year  ending  ^De- 
cember 1,  1868,  $2,299.69.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  ENGINEER, 


Office  of   Chief  Engineer, 

Fort  Wayne,  December  12,  1868. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Wabash  and  Erie  Canal: 

Gentlemen — I  submit  the  following  statement  of  the  condition 
of  the  canal  at  the  close  of  the  past  year's  operations  : 

The  navigation  of  the  canal  has  been  maintained  during  the 
past  season,  through  the  agency  of  the  new  contract  made  by  the 
Trustees  in  June,  1866,  with  citizens  of  the  Wabash  Valley  repre- 
senting the  business  interest  along  the  canal  throughout  its  whole 
line.  The  general  manager  under  this  contract,  C.  W.  Colton, 
Esq.,  appears  to  have  been  vigilant  and  intelligent  in  the  perform- 
ance of  his  duties.  With  the  exception  of  a  short  period  of  low 
water  in  the  levels  dependent  on  the  summit  feeder,  in  the  fore  part 
of  August,  the  navigation  has  generally  been  good  and  subject  to 
few  interruptions  by  breaks.  But  it  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  the 
condition  of  the  canal  and  its  feeders  on  the  division  next  above 
Terre  Haute,  has  been  such  as  to  prevent  boats  reaching  that 
city. 

One  of  the  discouraging  features  bearing  upon  the  revenues  of 
the  canal,  is  the  want  of  a  sufficient  number  of  boats.  With 
more  facilities  of  transportation  at  the  proper  season,  a  larger  pro- 
portion of  the  wheat  crop  might  have  been  carried  by  the  canal 
and  the  tolls  materially  increased.  It  is  expected  that  several  boats 
will  be  built  during  the  present  winter. 

In  my  last  annual  report,  dated  December  14,  1866,  the  carrying 
away  of  125  feet  of  the  great  dam  across  the  Wabash,  at  Delphi, 
by  the  ice  freshet  of  February  26,  1866,  and  the  failure  of  al] 
efforts  for  its  repair  during  that  season,  in  consequence  of  the  early 
and  frequent  fall  floods,  were  fully  detailed.  Parties  interested 
in  the  water  power  of  this  dam,  with  commendable  enterprise,  but 
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against  the  judgment  of  the  Engineers  acquainted  with  this  river 
undertook  by  contract  to  close  the  gap  and  complete  the  dan 
during  the  winter  season  of  1866-67.  Though  this  bold  effort 
failed  by  reason  of  the  winter  floods,  yet  these  gentlemen  by  re- 
suming the  work  early  in  the  spring,  succeeded  in  completing  this 
repair  by  July,  1867.  The  dam  is  now  more  nearly  water-tight, 
and  in  better  condition  than  before  the  break.  The  entire  cost  of 
repairing  this  breach,  including  extensive  renewals  of  other  parts 
of  the  dam,  amounted  to  the  sum  of  $25,767.00,  beside  some  un- 
settled claims. 

It  will  be  observed  that  by  the  loss  of  this  dam,  the  navigation 
below  it  was  entirely  suspended  during  the  season  of  1866,  lessen- 
ing considerably  the  receipt  of  tolls. 

The  renewal  of  the  lower  slope  of  the  Deer  Creek  Dam  near 
Delphi,  suggested  in  my  last  report,  was  made  in  the  summer  of 
1867.  In  that  report  it  was  also  stated  that  the  required  repairs  of 
Wild  Cat  Dam  had  been  completed  in  part,  but  that  a  hundred  feet 
still  remained  in  an  exposed  condition,  and  that  unless  these  further 
repairs  should  be  made  before  the  spring  floods,  serious  damage 
might  be  expected.  These  repairs  were  not  made,  and  in  the 
month  of  March  ensuing,  the  upper  slope  broke  down  by  the 
weight  of  the  flood,  causing  damage  to  this  work  which  cost,  be- 
fore it  was  fully  repaired,  about  $6,000. 

During  the  past  season,  one  of  the  abutments  of  the  Delphi 
Dam,  and  one  at  Deer  Creek  Dam,  have  been  re -built,  and  in  1867, 
one  of  the  Wild  Cat  Dam  abutments  was  renewed. 

The  feeder  dam  across  the  Wabash  at  Peru  was  raised  six  inches, 
and  otherwise  repaired  during  the  last  summer.  So  also  the  long 
needed  repair  of  the  guard  lock  here,  and  the  gleaning  out  of  the 
Peru  feeder,  which,  in  thirty-three  years,  had  filled  with  sediment 
to  the  depth  of  three  feet,  have  been  accomplished  at  a  cost  of 
about  61,500. 

A  break  occurred  at  the  Coal  Creek  Dam  in  April  last,  and 
again  further  damage  was  done  by  floods  in  the  following  May. 
It  has  been  repaired,  and  the  work  is  considered  safe  for  some  time. 

The  Sugar  Creek  Dam,  which  is  relied  upon  to  furnish  a  supply 
of  water  to  Terre  Haute,  has  received  serious  damage  from  floods 
during  the  last  few  years.  Repairs  have,  from  time  to  time,  been 
made,  but  more  is  required  before  it  can  be  considered  safe. 

The  wooden  aqueduct  trunk  across  Sugar  Creek,  in  the  same 
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vicinity,  was  built  in  1854.  By  occasional  renewals  of  certain 
parts,  it  has  been  sustained  for  fourteen  years ;  but  this  trunk  is 
now  unreliable,  and  it  must  be  re-built. 

When  I  last  examined  the  Otter  Creek  Aqueduct  the  entire 
structure,  from  the  foundation,  appeared  to  be  very  much  decayed, 
and  wholly  unreliable  to  sustain  navigation  for  any  length  of  time. 

From  this  description  of  the  three  structures  last  named,  it  will 
be  seen  that  a  considerable  outlay  is  yet  to  be  made  to  give  a  relia- 
ble navigation  to  Terre  Haute. 

During  the  past  season  I  felt  called  upon  to  examine  more  crit- 
ically into  the  condition  of  the  Summit  Division,  which,  in  respect 
to  supply  of  water,  is  the  key  to  the  whole  line.  I  find  it  necessary 
to  raise  the  St.  Joseph  Dam  to  the  original  height.  During  the 
past  ten  years  it  has  settled  about  ten  inches.  In  raising  the  dam 
by  successive  layers  of  plank,  it  can  be  made  perfectly  water  tight, 
which,  on  the  summit,  is  essential.  The  guard  lock  at  the  head  of 
this  feeder  is  very  much  decayed,  and  should  be  rebuilt  and  secured 
against  damage  with  the  least  delay  possible. 

The  St.  Joseph  Feeder,  by  the  washings  and  accumulations  of 
sediment  for  thirty-four  years,  has  become  so  obstructed  that  in 
order  to  pass  the  necessary  supply  of  water  it  must  be  thoroughly 
cleaned  out  with  the  dredge,  I  have  given  the  general  manager 
the  necessary  notification  and  instructions  in  regard  to  these  several 
repairs  at  this  dam  and  feeder,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  contract.  They  are  of  the  first  importance,  and  should  not 
be  delayed. 

With  this  repair  completed,  and  the  St.  Joseph  Dam  raised  as 
proposed,  all  the  feeder  dams  between  the  State  line  and  Coal 
Creek  will  be  in  very  good  condition. 

A  principal  cause  of  the  scarcity  of  water  of  this  summit  is  the 
waste  through  the  locks  on  the  adjoining  division  in  the  State  of 
Ohio.  This  is  a  growing  evil  which  should  be  corrected  by  the 
tightening  of  these  locks,  or  the  navigation  on  this  summit  cannot 
be  satisfactorily  maintained  in  dry  seasons.  I  have  called  the  at- 
tention of  the  general  manager  to  this  subject,  and  have  suggested 
that  the  contracting  company  make  an  earnest  presentation  of  this 
matter  to  the  proper  authorities  in  Ohio. 

It  is  now  nearly  ten  years  since  the  Trustees  found  the  tolls  and 
revenues  so  much  diminished,  through  the  competition  of  the  rail- 
roads, as  to  compel  a  resort  to  the  expedient  of  keeping  the  canal 
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in  repair  through  the  agency  of  a  general  contract,  based  upon  the 
business  interests  of  the  Wabash  Valley.  These  repair  contracts, 
in  all  cases,  have  been  made  subject  to  all  the  provisions  and  con- 
ditions  of  the  acts  of  the  Legislature  creating  the  Trust,  and  defin- 
ing the  duties  and  powers  of  the  Trustees. 

This  competition  of  the  railroads  still  continues  and  becomes 
more  formidable  as  new  routes  are  opened.  The  business  of  the 
canal  as  relied  upon  by  all  parties  at  the  creation  of  the  Trust,  has 
been  mainly  destroyed  by  these  improvements.  In  the  review  of 
the  whole  case,  I  do  not  perceive  that  any  policy  could  have  been 
adopted  by  the  Trustees  more  likely  to  maintain  and  protect  the 
work,  than  that  which  has  been  pursued.

AN    ACT 

TO  ESTABLISH  A  HOUSE  OF  REFUGE  FOR  THE 
CORRECTION  AND  REFORxMATION  OF  JUVENILE 
OFFENDERS. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State,  of 
Indiana,  That  there  shall  be  established  in  this  State  an  Institution 
to  be  known    as  the  House  of  Refuge  for  Juvenile  Offenders. 

Section  2.  The  general  supervision  and  government  of  said  Ill- 
s'i  u  ion  -hall  be  vested  in  a  Board  of  Control,  to  consist  of  three 
Com  nissioners,  of  whom  two  shall  be  a  quorum,  and  who  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Sena'e.  The  members  of  said  Board  shall  hold  their  offices 
for  ihe  respective  terms  of  two,  four,  and  six  years  from  the  first  day 
of  March  186/*,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected  andqual- 
fied;  said  respective  terms  to  be  designated  in  their  appointments, 
and  thereafter  there  shall  be  one  of  said  Board  appointed  in  the 
same  manner,  every  two  years,  whose  term  of  office  shall  continue 
for  six  years,  and  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified;  and 
all  vacancies  in  said  Board  shall  be  filled  by  the  Governor,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Senate  at  the  next  succeeding  session.  Said 
Commissioners  before  entering  on  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of 
their  office,  shall  each  take  an  oath  faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties 
of  such  office,  and  shall  organize  by  electing  one  of  their  number 
as  President. 

Section  3.  The  Governor  is  hereby  empowered  to  select  and 
establish  a  site  for  said  Institution,  and  for  that  purpose  they  are 
authorized  to  receive  by  donation  or  to  purchase,  in  the  name  of 
the  State,  not  less  than  eighty  nor  more  than  three  hundred  and 
twenty  acres  of  land,  giving  preference,  other  things  being  equal,  to 
a  location  central  and  easy  of  access  from  all  parts  of  the  State; 
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and  he  shall  deposit  a  certificate  of  his  determination  together  with 
all  deeds  of  conveyance  of  such  lands  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary 
of  State. 

Section  4.  The  said  Board  of  Control  shall,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Governor,  prepare  and  adopt  a  plan  for  the  grounds,  build- 
ings and  fixtures  necessary  and  proper  for  such  an  Institution,  not 
in  their  judgment  to  exceed  in  cost  the  amount  of  money  hereinaf- 
ter appropriated,  but  if  practicable,  of  such  description  that  the 
buildings  can  be  added  to  or  enlarged  without  any  injury  to  their 
symmetry  or  usefulness;  and  may  with  the  like  approval  of  the 
Governor,  let  and  make  all  necessary  contracts  for  the  construction 
of  such  buildings  and  fixtures  and  the  improvement  of  the  grounds 
according  to  such  plan. 

Section  5.  Said  Commissioners  may,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Governor,  appoint,  a  suitable  Superintendent  of  said  Institution, 
and  all  necessary  subordinates,  not  exceeding  a  number  to  be  fixed 
by  the  Governor,  and  fix  their  salaries,  and  shall  have  power,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Governor,  to  make  and  enforce  all  such  rules, 
regulations,  ordinances,  and  by-laws,  for  the  government  and  disci- 
pline of  said  Institution  as  they  may  deem  just  and  proper. 

Section  6.  Before  entering  upon  his  duties  the  Superintendent 
shall  give  a  bond  to  the  State  of  Indiana  in  a  sum  not  less  than 
ten  thousand  dollars,  with  sureties  to  be  approved  by  said  Com- 
missioners, conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  as 
sucii  Superintendent,  and  that  he  will  faithfully  account  for  al 
moneys,  property  and  effects,  entrusted  to  him  as  such,  and  shall 
take  an  oath  faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties  of  said  office. 

Section  7.  The  Superintendent  shall  reside  at  the  Institution 
and  he  shall  have  the  charge  and  custody  of  the  buildings,  and  other 
property  of  the  Institution,  and  of  the  infants  committed  thereto, 
and  shall  govern  them  in  accordance  with  such  rules  and  regula- 
tions as  the  Board  of  Commissioners  may  prescribe,  and  shall  em- 
ploy such  methods  of  discipline  as  will,  as  far  as  possible,  reform 
their  characters,  preserve  their  health,  promote  regular  improvement 
in  their  studies,  trades  and  employments,  and  secure  to  them  fixed 
habits  of  industry,  morality  and  religion. 

Skction  8.  No  Commissioner  or  employe  of  said  Institution 
shall  be  personally,  directly  or  indirectly,  interested  in  any  contract, 
purchase  or  sale  made,  or  any  business  carried  on  in  behalf  of  or  for 
said    Institution,  and  all  contracts    purchases    or    sales,   made  in 
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violation  of  this  section,  shall  be  held  and  declared  null  and  void.,  and 
all  moneys  paid  to  such  contractor,  employe,  or  to  any  person  for 
their  benefit,  in  whole  or  in  part,  in  consideration  of  such  purchases, 
contracts  or  sales,  may  be  recovered  back  by  civil  suit  to  be  institu-* 
ted  in  the  name  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  against  such  contractor  or 
employe  or  person  acting  in  their  behalf;  and  in  addition  it  is 
hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Governor  and  the  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners, as  the  case  may  be,  upon  proof  satisfactory  of  the  faet  of 
such  interest,  to  immediately  remove  the  Commissioner,  or  employe 
delinquent  as.  aforesaid,  and  to  report  the  facts  to  the  Attorney 
General,  who  shall  take  such,  legal  steps  in  the  premises  as  he  shall 
deem  expedient. 

Section  9.  Said  Board  of  Commissioners  shall,  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  January  in  each  year,  make  to  the  Governor  a  full  and 
detailed  report  of  their  doings  as  such  Commissioners,  and  of  the 
expense  of  said  Institution,  with  such  other  information  relating 
thereto  as  may  be  interesting  or  useful  to  the  people  of  the  State, 
which  report  shall  be  communicated  by  the  Governor  to  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  at  the  next  succeeding  session  thereof. 

Section  10.  Whenever  said  Institution  shall  have  been  so  far 
completed  as  to  properly  admit  of  the  reception  of  youths  therein 
the  Governor  shall  make  due  proclamation  of  that  fact,  and  there- 
after it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  Board  of  Commissioners  to  receive 
into  their  care  and  guardianship,  infants  under  the  age  of  eighteen 
years  committed  to  their  custody,  in  either  of  the  following  modes, 
to-wit : 

1.  Infants  committed  by  any  Judge  of  a  Circuit  Court  or  Com- 
mon Pleas  Court  on  the  complaint  or  due  proof  thereof,  by  the 
parent  or  guardian  of  such  infant,  that  by  reason  of  incorrigible  or 
vicious  conduct  such  infant  has  rendered  his  or  her  control  beyond 
the  power  of  such  parent  or  guardian,  and  made  it  manifestly  requi- 
site, that  from  regard  to  the  future  welfare  such  infant,  and  for  the 
protection  of  society,  he  or  she  be  placed  under  such  guardianship, 

2.  Infants  committed  by  the  authorities  aforesaid,  where  com- 
plaint and  due  proof  have  been  made  that  such  infant  is  a  proper 
subject  for  the  guardianship  of  said  Institution,  in  consequence  of 
vagrancy,  or  of  incorrigible  or  vicious  conduct,  and  that  from  the 
moral  depravity,  or  otherwise,  of  the  parent  or  guardian  in  whose 
custody  such  infant  may  be,  such  parent  or  guardian  is  incapable 
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or  unwilling  to  exercise  the  proper  care  or  discipline1  over  such  incor- 
rigible or  virions  infant. 

3.  Infants  who  are  destitute  of  a  suitable  home  and  of  adequate 
means  of  obtaining  an  honest  living,  or  who  are  in  danger  of  being 
brought  up  to  lead  an  idle  and  immoral  life,  and  who  may  be  com- 
mitted to  the  guardianship  of  said  Institution  by  the  Trustees  of 
the  township  where  such  infant  resides,  or  by  ihe  mother,  when  the 
father  is  dead  or  has  abandoned  his  family,  or  is  a  habitual  drunk- 
ard, or  does  not  provide  for  their  support. 

Section  11.  Any  infant,  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  who  sh  ill, 
under  existing  laws,  or  those  hereafter- enacted,  be  liable  to  confine- 
ment in  ihe  jail  of  any  county,  or  in  the  penitentiary  of  the  State, 
may  at  the  discretion  of  the  Court  or  Jury  trying  the  case, be  placed 
in  such  Institution,  un'iil  of  legal  age  under  the  exclusive  contiol 
and  guardianship  of  the  Commissioners  of  said  Institution:  Provi- 
ded, That  any  such  infant  may  be  discharged  at  any  time  before 
he  or  she  arrives  at  legal  age,  as  other  infants  are,  under  this  act; 
and  the  Court  or  Jury  may  send  said  infant  lor  a  shorter  period  than 
their  arrival  at  legal  age.  . 

Suction  12  If  any  accusation  of  the  commission  of  any  crime 
or  misdemeanor  shall  be  made  against  any  infant  under  the  age  of 
sixteen  years,  before  any  Grand  Jury,  and  the  charge  appears  to  be 
supported  by  the  evidence  sufficient  to  put  the  accused  upon  atrial, 
the  Giand  Jurors  may,  in  their  discretion,  instead  of  finding  an 
indictment  again.-t  the  accused,  return  to  the  Court  that  it  appears 
to  them  that  ihe  accused  is  a  suitable  person  to  be  committed  to  the 
guardianship  of  said  Institution,  and  the  Ci-urt  may  thereupon  order 
such  commitment,  if  satisfied  from  evidence  that  such  commitment 
ought  to  be  made,  which  hearing  may  be  waived  by  the  parent  or 
guardian  of  such  minor. 

Section  13  If  any  infant  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  shall 
be  arraigned  or  trial  in  any  Court  having  criminal  jurisdiction,  on 
a  charge  ol  any  violation  of  any  criminal  law  of  this  State,  the 
Judge  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  accused,  arrest  at  any  stage  of 
the  cause,  any  further  proceedings  on  the  part  of  the  prosecution, 
and  com  nil  the  accused  to  the  guardianship  of  the  Institution. 

Suction  14.  All  infants  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years  who  may 
be  accused  of  any  offense  punishable  by  imprisonment,  shall,  with 
a  view  tci  he  ju  slion  whether  tiny  ought  to  be  committed  to  said 
Institution,  be  <nii  led  to  a  private  examination  and  trial,  before  the 
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Judge  of  a  Circuit  or  Common  Pleas  Court  of  the  proper  Circuit 
or  District,  to  which  only  the  parties  to  the  case  and  the  parent  or 
guardian  of  the  accused  shall  be  admitted  unless  one  of  the  parents, 
the  guardian  or  other  legal  representative  of  the  infant,  demand  a 
public  trial,  in  which  case  all  proceedings  shall  be  in  the  usual 
manner. 

Section  15.  Before  conveying  infants  to  said  Institution,  the  per- 
son or  persons  having  charge  of  said  infants,  shall  ascertain  from 
the  Superintendent  whether  they  can  be  received,  and  if  they  can- 
not be  received  into  said  Institution,  the  cases  of  such  infants  shall 
be  disposed  of  as  if  this  act  had  never  been  passed  and  no  proceed- 
ings taken  under  it. 

Section  16.  In  all  cases  when  an  infant  is  committed  to  the 
instruction  and  discipline  of  said  Institution,  the  person  executing 
such  commitment  shall  furnish  to  the  Superintendent  a  true  state- 
ment in  writing  of  the  name  and  age  of  such  infant,  and  the  reason 
for  executing  such  commitment. 

Section  17.  In  all  cases  where  the  commitment  is  executed  by 
an  official  person,  whose  proceedings  are  usually  evidenced  by  a 
record,  or  where  the  occasion  of  the  commitment  is  a  criminal  charge 
against  the  infant,  no  other  record  shall  be  made  unless  demanded 
by  the  infant,  his  parent  or  guardian,  than  that  in  substance  such 
infant  (naming  him)  who,  on  a  day  therein  named,  was  of  the  age 

of  years,  having  been  brought  before  such  court  or  officer,  and 

it  having  been  ascertained  by  the  testimony  of  the  witnesses  that 
such  infant  was  a  suitable  person  to  be  committed  to  the  instruction 
and  discipline  of  said  Institution,  therefore  such  infant  was  ordered 
to  be  committed  to  said  Institution. 

Section  18.  No  commitment  of  an  infant  to  said  Institution  shall 
be  for  a  shorter  period  than  until  such  infant  shall  be  reformed  or 
attain  the  age  of  twenty-one  years;  Provided,  however,  that  the 
Commissioners  of  said  Institution  may,  by  their  general  rules  pro- 
vide, that  infants,  for  whatever  cause  committed,  may  at  any  time 
be  discharged  by  the  Superintendent  with  the  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Commissioners.  The  Superintendent  shall  have  power  to  place 
any  infant  committed  to  said  Institution,  during  his  minority,  at 
any  employment  for  account  of  the  Institution,  or  otherwise,  and 
cause  him  to  be  instructed  in  such  branches  of  useful  knowledge  as 
he  may  think  proper,  and  he  shall  have  power  to  bind  out  such 
mfant,  with  his  consent,  as  an  apprentice  during  his  minority,  and 
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may  execute  indentures  of  apprenticeship  for  such  infant,  which 
shall  have  the  like  force  and  effect  as  other  indentures  of  appren- 
ticeship made  under  the  laws  of  this  State.  But  every  indenture 
so  made  shall  be  reported  by  such  Superintendent  to  the  Commis- 
sioners at  the  next  meeting  thereafter,  and  shall  be  of  no  validity 
unless  approved  by  them,  which  approval  shall  be  indorsed  on  such 
indenture,  and  a  record  of  such  approval  made  in  the  minutes  of 
the  business  transactions  of  said  Commissioners.  And  in  case  any 
infant  so  apprenticed  shall  prove  untrustworthy  and  unre formed, 
the  Superintendent  may  permit  such  infant  to  be  returned  to  said 
Institution,  to  be  held  in  the  same  manner  as  before  such  appren- 
ticeship, whereupon  the  indentures  of  such  infant  shall  be  cancelled  ; 
and  if  such  infant  shall  have  an  unsuitable  master  or  home,  the 
Superintendent  may,  with  the  approval  of  said  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners, take  him  back  into  said  Institution,  with  or  without  the 
consent  of  the  person  to  whom  he  was  apprenticed,  and  thereupon 
the  indentures  shall  be  cancelled.  All  indentures  so  made  shall  be 
filed  and  kept  in  said  Institution,  and  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to 
file  or  record  them  in  any  other  office  or  place,  but  the  master  of 
any  infant  so  apprenticed  shall,  on  request,  be  entitled  to  receive  a 
copy  of  his  indenture. 

Section  19.  Any  fugitive  from  said  Institution,  or  from  appren- 
ticeship under  such  indentures,  may  be  arrested  and  returned  to 
said  Institution  or  to  his  master  by  any  officer  or  citizen,  on  the 
written  older  or  request  of  the  Superintendent,  directed  to  such  offi- 
cer or  citizen,  after  a  hearing  and  judgment  of  return  by  a  Justice 
of  the  Peace  in  the  county  where  the  arrest  shall  be  made. 

Section  20.  Said  Board  of  Commissioners  shall,  with  the  appro- 
val of  the  Governor,  estimate  and  determine,  as  near  as  may  be, 
the  actual  expense  per  annum  of  keeping  and  taking  care  of  such 
infant  committed  to  said  Institution,  not  including  the  use  of  the 
grounds  and  buildings,  and  shall  include  a  statement  of  such  esti- 
mated price  in  each  annual  report.  One-half  of  the  price  of  keep- 
ing the  infants,  according  to  such  estimate,  together  with  the  entire 
cost  of  conveying  each  infant  to  the  Institution,  shall  be  paid  by 
the  county  from  which  such  infant  may  be  committed  to  said  Insti- 
tution by  his  or  her  parent  or  guardian,  the  cost  of  keeping  such 
infant,  including  the  cost  of  transportation  to  the  Institution,  shall 
be  wholly  paid  by  such  parent  or  guardian,  unless,  for  good  cause, 
said  Board  of  Commissioners  shall  otherwise  order  and  direct,  in 
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which  case  such  expenses,  including  cost  of  transportation,  shall  be 
borne  by  the  State  and  proper  county,  in  the  above  named  propor- 
tions. The  expenses  which  any  county  may  be  liable  to  pay  on 
account  of  any  infant  committed  to  said  Institution,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of 
such  county  into  the  State  Treasury,  on  a  certified  and  detailed 
statement  as  to  the  amount  due  therefor  from  such  county,  being 
furnished  to  the  Auditor  of  the  county  by  said  Superintendent;  but 
in  no  case  shall  the  amount  charged  to  any  county  for  the  keeping 
of  any  infant,  exceed  one-half  of  the  estimated  cost  to  the  State  of 
his  or  her  support,  exclusive  of  the  use  of  the  permanent  property 
of  the  Institution.  The  cost  of  conveying  infants  to  the  Institution 
shall  in  no  case  be  paid  by  the  State. 

Section  21.  No  order  shall  be  made  charging  any  county  with 
one-half  of  the  cost  of  keeping  in  the  Institution  any  infant  com- 
mitted by  his  or  her  parent  or  guardian,  unless  a  certificate  in  wri- 
ting is  first  produced,  signed  by  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Com- 
missioners of  such  county,  or  by  the  Auditor  of  such  county,  set- 
setting  forth  that  the  case  is  one  in  which  the  expenses  should  be 
charged  to  the  State  and  county,  and  also  setting  forth  the  reasons 
for  their  being  charged. 

Section  22.  If  any  parent,  guardian  or  master  to  whom  an 
infant  has  been  apprenticed,  or  any  person  occupying  the  position 
of  parent,  protector  or  guardian  in  fact,  or  any  relation  by  blood  or 
marriage,  not  more  remote  than  first  cousin  to  such  infanl,  shall 
feel  aggrieved  by  the  commitment  of  any  infant  to  said  Institution, 
he  may  make  written  application  'to  the  Board  of  Commissioners 
of  the  Institution  for  the  discharge  of  such  infant,  which  application 
shall  be  filed  with  the  Superintendent,  who  shall  inform  the  Com- 
missioners thereof,  and  the  same  shall  be  heard  and  determined  by 
said  Commissioners  at  such  time  as  they  shall  appoint  for  that 
purpose,  not  later  than  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Board.  Such 
application  shall  state  the  grounds  of  the  applicant's  claim  to  the 
custody  of  the  infant,  and  the  reasons  for  claiming  such  custody. 
Within  ten  days  after  the  hearing  of  such  application,  the  Com- 
missioners shall  make  and  announce  their  decision  thereon,  and  if 
they  shall  be  of  the  opinion  that  the  welfare  of  such  infant  would 
be  promoted  by  granting  the  application,  they  shall  make  an  order 
to  that  effect ;  otherwise  they  shall  deny  the  application.  The  appli- 
cant may,  upon  the  denial  of  his  application,  by  first  giving  security

for  the  payment  of  all  costs,  (the  security  to  be  approved  by  the 
Clerk  of  the  proper  court),  commence  an  action  in  the  Circuit  Court 
or  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the  county  in  which  the  Institution 
may  be  situated,  for  the  recovery  of  the  custody  of  such  infant 
against  the  Commissioners  of  said  Institution  ;  and  the  complaint 
in  said  action  shall  state  the  fact  and  manner  of  his  commitment  to 
said  Institution,  and  the  making  of  the  plaintiff's  application  to  the 
Commissioners  for  the  custody  of  such  infant,  and  the  overruling 
of  such  application  by  said  Commissioners,  as  well  as  the  ground 
upon  which  the  plaintiff  relies  for  the  recovery  of  the  custody  of  such 
infant.  Said  action  shall  be  prosecuted  in  like  manner  as  other 
civil  actions,  and  the  cost  thereof  shall  be  paid  by  the  plaintiff, 
without  reference  to  the  result  of  the  action,  unless  the  Court  shall 
state  in  the  judgment  that  the  refusal  of  the  Commissioners  to  grant 
the  application  of  the  plaintiff  was  plainly  unreasonable,  or  that  the 
original  commitment  was  manifestly  improper  and  unnecessary. 

Section  23.  Whenever  any  infant  under  the  age  of  twenty-one 
years  shall  be  sentenced  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  to 
imprisonment  in  any  county  jail  or  penitentiary  of  this  State,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  Governor,  on  the  application  of  such  infant, 
his  or  her  parent  or  guardian,  to  commute  his  or  her  punishment, 
by  substituting  therefore  the  commitment  of  such  infant  to  the  Insti- 
tution created  by  this  act  during  the  minority  of  such  infant,  unless 
sooner  discharged  by  the  Commissioners  of  said  Institution  under 
the  regulations  hereinbefore  provided  for. 

Section  24.  Said  Commissioners  shall  each  be  allowed  for  their 
services  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  payable  quar- 
terlv,  on  the  warrant  of  the  Governor,  out  of  the  Treasury  of  the 
State,  and  no  traveling  expenses  or  other  allowances  shall  be  paid 
to  said  Commissioners  or  any  of  them. 

Section  25.  For  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  appropriated,  to 
be  paid  out  of  the  State  Treasury  to  said  Board  of  Commissioners, 
upon  the  warrant  of  the  Governor,  in  such  sums  and  at  such  times 
as  he  may  deem  necessary  and  proper.  And  in  order  to  enable  the 
Governor  to  act  intelligently  in  drawing  such  warrants,  the  Super- 
intendent shall  file  with  him  monlhly  accounts  current  of  all  the 
receipts  and  expenditures  of  said  Institution  during  the  preceding 
month,  and  an  estimate  of  the  probable  receipts  and  expenditures 
for  the   month  following,   which  report  shall  be   also  copied  and 
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retained  in  the  books  of  the  Institution,  and  shall  be  from  time  to 
time  examined  and  corrected,  if  found  incorrect,  by  said  Commis- 
sioners, and  shall,  if  deemed  by  him  expedient,  be  communicated 
by  the  Governor  to  ihe  General  Assembly. 

Suction  26.  Whereas,  the  State  owns  the  following  described 
tract  of  land,  to-wit :  "  All  lhat  part  of  the  south-ea^t  quarter  of  sec- 
tion one,  in  township  fifteen  north,  range  two  east,  contained  in  the 
following  boundaries:  Beginning  in  the  Rockville  road,  at  the  south- 
west corner  of  said  quarter  section;  running  thence  north,  forty 
chains  and  twemy-five  links,  to  ihe  center  of  said  section;  thence 
east  along  the  north  line  of  said  quarter  section,  twrenty-one  chains 
and  forty-five  links;  thence  south  twenty  chains;  thence  east,  six 
chains  and  seventy-five  links;  thence  south  twenty  chains  and 
twenty-five  links  to  ihe  south  line  of  said  section  ;  1  hence  west  along 
said  south  line  in  said  Rockville  road,  twenty-eight  chains  and 
twenty  links,  to  the  place  of  beginning;  containing  one  hundred 
acres."  The  Governor  and  said  Commissioners  are  hereby  auihor- 
ized  to  sell  the  same  for  cash  or  on  credit,  and  apply  the  proceeds 
thereof  towards  the  purchase  of  other  grounds  and  the  erection  of 
suitable  buildings  for  the  Institution,  and,  upon  full  payment  of  the 
purchase  money  in  such  case,  the  Governor  is  authorized,  in  the 
name  of  the  State,  to  execute  a  deed  to  the  purchaser,  attested  by 
the  Secretary  and  seal  of  the  State. 

Section  27.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Board  of  Control  to  pro- 
vide teachers  and  instruct  infants  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years  in 
the  principles  of  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic. 

Section  28.  An  emergency  exists  for  the  immediate  taking  effect 
of  this  act,  the  same  shall  therefore  take  effect  and  be  in  force  n\.m 
and  after  its  passage.

FIRST     ANNUAL     REPORT 

OF    THE 

BOARD  OF  CONTROL  OF  THE  INDIANA  HOUSE  OF  REFUGE, 
MADE    TO  THE  GOVERNOR,  JANUARY  1,  1868. 


To  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  Indiana  : 

As  required  by  section  9  of  the  "  Act  to  establish  a  House  of 
Refuge  for  the  correction  and  reformation  of  juvenile  offenders," 
the  Commissioners  beg  leave  to  present  their  first  annual  report. 

The  Board  met  at  the  Governor's  office  at  Indianapolis,  on  the 
twenty-third  of  April  last,  and,  after  having  subscribed  to  an  oath 
or  affirmation,  faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties  or  their  office, 
organized  by  electing  Charles  F.  Coffin,  .president. 

Alter  full  consideration  and  personal  examination  of  the  merits 
of  various  institutions  for  the  reformation  of  juvenile  offenders,  the 
Board  unanimously  adopted  what  is  known  as  the  "family  system," 
and  after  the  Governor  "selected  and  established  the  site  for  said 
Institution,"  the  Board,  with  his  approval,  adopted  a  plan  for  the 
grounds  and  buildings,  with  a  view  to  the  ultimate  execution  of  one 
main  and  ten  family  buildings,  besides  the  necessary  shops  and 
other  buildings,  intended  to  accommodate  about  five  hundred  boys. 

Having  reference  to  the  means  at  their  disposal,  the  Board  after 
due  advertisement,  proceeded  in  July  last,  to  let  a  contract  for  three 
family  houses,  38  *  56  feet,  two  stories  high,  with  basement — the 
basement  being  8  feet,  and  the  stories  respectively  10  and  11  feet 
in  height.     And  also,  one  shop  40  n  80  feet,  two  stories  high,  with 
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basement,  so  divided  that  one  half  of  it  can  be  used,  until  the  erec- 
tion of  the  main  building  for  a  kitchen,  dining  room,  and  chapel, 
and  a  milk  house  20  x  30  feet,  with  basement, — and  a  bake-house 
20  *  30  feet.  The  whole  to  be  completed  by  the  first  of  January, 
18(38,  for  $28,776. 

The  contractors,  (Hart  &  Matthews),  have  thus  far  satisfactorily 
fulfilled  their  engagement,  and  the  work  is  about  completed. 

The  Board  have  also  had  a  barn  built,  for  the  accommodation  of 
the  Institution,  and  a  bridge  across  White  Lick,  to  render  the  access 
to  the  buildings  more  easy  and  convenient. 

A  fence  around  the  grounds  intended  for  the  buildings,  including 
about  twenty-one  acres,  is  in  process  of  erection,  and  other  neces- 
sary work  is  in  progress. 

It  has  been  the  design  of  the  Board  to  leave  all  such  work  as  can 
be  conveniently  done  by  the  boys,  until  they  are  received. 

The  Board  have  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor,  appointed 
Francis  B.  Ainsworth,  (late  an  Elder  Brother  in  the  Ohio  Reform 
School  at  Lancaster),  as  Superintendent  at  a  salary  of  $900  per 
year,  who  has  filed  the  requisite  bond  and  entered  upon  the  dis- 
charge of  his  duties. 

They  have  also  adopted  such  rules,  &c,  for  the  government  of 
the  Institution,  as  seemed  necessary  for  a  commencement,  leaving 
for  another  time  the  adoption  of  such  further  by-laws,  ordinances, 
&c,  as  experience  may  demonstrate  to  be  proper. 

The  buildings  now  erected,  will  be  in  readiness  by  the  first  of 
January  for  receiving  a  few  boys,  the  number  to  be  gradually 
increased  to  one  hundred. 

The  Board  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor,  estimate  the 
annual  expense  of  keeping  and  taking  care  of  an  infant,  committed 
to  the  Institution  at  $130. 

It  is  of  course  impossible  without  actual  experience,  to  make 
this  estimate,  (as  required  by  section  20),  with  much  certainty  ;  but 
the  Board  have  endeavored  to  do  it  as  correctly  as  possible  with 
the  facts  before  them. 

Under  the  authority  granted  in  section  26,  the  Commissioners 
united  with  the  Governor  in  selling  the  tract  of  land  therein  des- 
cribed, after  advertising  the  same  for  ten  days,  to  the  highest  bidder 
for  $7,500. 

The  total  amount  drawn  from  the  State  Treasury,  by  order  of

the  Governor,  at  the  request  of  the   Commissioners,  to  this  date  is 
$29,672  25.

PROCLAMATION  BY  THE  GOVERNOR, 


Executive  Department,  I 
Indianapolis,  January  1,  1868.      \ 

In  pursuance  of  the  requirements  of  section  10  of  an  act  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  approved  March  8, 1867, 
entitled  "  An  Act  to  establish  a  House  of  Eefuge  for  the  coirecticn 
and  reformation  of  juvenile  offenders,"  I,  Conrad  Baker,  Lieuten- 
ant Governor  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  acting  as  Governor  thereof, 
do  hereby  announce  and  proclaim  that  the  Institution  contemplated 
by  said  act  having  been  heretofore  located  near  Plain  field,  in  Hen- 
dricks county,  is  now  so  nearly  completed  as  to  properly  admit,  of 
the  reception  of  youths  who  may  be  committed  to  its  guardianship 
under  the  provisions  of  said  act. 

According  to  the  plan  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Commissioners, 
to  whose  management  the  institution  is  entrusted,  it  will  much  more 
largely  partake  of  the  nature  of  an  Industrial  Reform  School  than 
of  a  juvenile  prison,  and  this  being  the  case,  the  success  of  the  enter- 
prise will  depend  greatly  upon  its  starting  under  favorable  auspices 
and  conditions. 

After  the  Institution  is  fairly  in  operation,  and  families  of  infants 
are  formed  and  under  good  discipline,  it  will  be  much  easier  to 
work  in  boys  of  an  older  and  worse  class,  than  it  would  be  to  form 
and  reduce  to  proper  discipline  families  and  classes  composed  entirely 
or  principally  of  such  material  in  the  outset. 

The  experience  of  similar  institutions  in  other  States  has  proved 
that  boys  over  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  cannot  be  received  with 
profit  to  themselves  or  the  Institution.  Yet  the  act  under  which 
our  House  of  Refuge  is  organized,  prescribes  eighteen  years  as  the 
maximum  age  at  which  infants  may  be  received. 

Part  1,— D.  J.  1867—8 
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The  evil  to  be  feared  from  the  sending  of  boys  of  such  advanced 
age  will  probably  be  aggravated  by  the  fact  that  the  friends  of  those 
accused  of  crime  will  be  tempted  to  represent  the  accused  as  being 
younger  than  they  really  are,  to  save  them  from  the  county  jail  or 
penitentiary,  by  having  them  sent  to  this  Institution. 

It  is  hoped  that  all  good  citizens  who  desire  to  see  this  Institu- 
tion successfully  perform  its  mission,  will  use  all  proper  means  to 
discourage  and  prevent  the  committal  of   boys  of  an  improper  age  . 
to  its  guardianship;  and  to  this  end  the  cooperation  of  those  entrus- 
ted with  the  administration  of  the  law  is  especially  solicited. 

It  wiil  be  observed  that  by  the  11th  section  of  the  act,  infants 
under  the  age  of  eighteen  years  may  be  sentenced  upon  regular  trial 
to  the  House  of  Refuge,  instead  of  being  sentenced  to  the  peniten- 
tiary or  county  jail.  It  is  hoped  that  no  infant  will  be  sentenced  to 
the  House,  of  Refuge  under  this  section  for  the  following  reasons,  viz  : 

1.  It  will  leave  a  record  of  conviction  of  crime  to  confront  him 
in  after  years,  and  to  discourage  him  in  his  efforts  to  deserve  and 
obtain  the  confidence  of  his  fellow  men;  and  there  is  certainly  no 
necessity  for  such  a  conviction,  as  he  may  be  as  effectually  commit- 
ted to  the  guardianship  of  the  Institution  under  the  provisions  of 
the  lO.'h,  12th,  13. h  and  14th  sections  of  the  act  without  any  such 
record  being  made  against  him. 

2.  By  the  provisions  of  the  16th  section  of  the  act  no  infant  can 
be  conveyed  to  the  Institution  until  it  is  ascertained  from  the  Super- 
intendent whe'her  he  can  be  received  or  not;  and  if  he  can  not  be 
received  into  the  Institution  the  case  of  such  infant  is  1o  be  disposed 
of  as  if  the  act  had  never  been  passed  and  as  if  no  proceedings  had 
been  taken  under  it. 

Now  if  an  infant  should  be  regularly  tried  and  sentenced  to  the 
House  of  Refuge,  and  it  should  be  afterwards  ascertained  that  he 
could  not  be  received  in  the  Institution,  he  could  not  be  tried  again 
for  the  same  offense,  and  his  discharge  would  be  a  necessity. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  twentieth  section  of  the  act  the 
expense  of  keeping  and  taking  care  of  such  infant,  (including  sub- 
sistence and  clothing),  has  been  estimated  at  one  hundred  and 
thirty  dollars  per  annum. 

The  act  provides  that  one-half  of  the  expense  of  keeping  each 
infant  shall  be  paid  by  the  State,  and  the  other  half  by  the  county 
from  which  he  is  sent ;  except  where  the  infant  is  sent  at  the  instance 
of  his  parent  or  guardiun,  in  which  case  the  parent  or  the  infant,  if 
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able,  must  pay  the  expenses,  and  in  the  last  named  case  the  charge 
will  be  one  hui.dred  ;snd  fifiy  dollars. 

Where  the  infant  is  sent  at  ihe  public  expei.se,  ihr  charge  ;o  ihe 
county  from  which  lie  may  come  can  not  exceed  half  the  amount  of 
the  aforesaid  estimate  or  sixty-five  dollars  per  annum. 

The  necessary  forms  to  be  observed  in  making  applications  for 
admission  into  this  Institution  will  be  sent  without  delay  to  the 
Auditor  of  each  county  in  the  State.

REGULATIONS 

ADOPTED    BY    THE 

BOARD  OF  CONTROL  OF  THE  INDIANA  HOUSE  OF  REFUGE, 

FOR    THE    ADMISSION    OF    INFANTS    TO    THE    GTARDIANSHIP 
OF    SAID    INSTITUTION. 


Section  1.  The  act  establishing  said  Institution  as  construed  by 
the  Board  of  Control,  provides  for  the  admission  of  infants  under 
the  age  of  eighteen  years  in  the  following  eases  and  under  the  fol- 
lowing circumstances,  viz: 

First— By  the  sentence  of  a  competent  Court,  upon  a  regular 
trial  upon  indictment  or  information  under  the  11th  section  of  the 
act. 

Second. — Where  an  infant  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years  is  in 
a  County  Jail  or  the  State  Prison,  and  his  punishment  is  commu- 
ted by  the  Governor  by  substituting  his  commitment  to  this  Insti- 
tution under  the  provisions  of  the  23d  section  of  the  act. 

Third. —  When  the  Judge  of  a  Circuit  or  Common  Pleas  Court 
shall  in  term  time  or  vacation,  upon  complaint  of  the  parent  or 
guardian  of  the  infant  and  upon  due  proof,  commit  him  under  the 
specification  of  the  10th  section  of  the  act. 

Fourth. —  When  such  Judge  shall  in  term  time  or  vacation  on 
complaint  of  any  other  person  than  the  parent,  guardian  or  Town- 
ship Trustee,  commit  such  infant  under  the  second  specification  of 
said  10 1 h  section* 

Fifth. —  When  such  Judge  shall  in  term  time  or  vacation  on  com- 
plaint of  the  Township  Trustee,  or  on  complaint  of  the  mo  her  of 
the  infant  commit  hitn  under  the  third  specification  ot  said  lOt'i 
section. 
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Section  2.  Before  any  infant  shall  be  conveyed  to  the  House  of 
Refuge,  the  person  or  officer  having  him  in  charge  shall  address  to 
the  Superintendent;  of  the  Institution  a  letter  of  application  for  the 
admission  of  such  infant  into  the  Institution,  and  said  infant  shall 
not  be  sent  to  the  Institution  until  a  reply  has  been  returned  by  the 
Superintendent  stating  that  he  can  be  received ;  said  letter  of 
application  shall  conform  in  substance  to  the  requirements  of  section 
six  hereof. 

Section  3.  When  the  infant  is  regularly  tried  on  information 
and  indictment,  and  sentenced  to  the  House  of  Refuge,  a  copy  of 
the  judgment  of  conviction,  certified  by  the  cleik  under  the  seal  of 
the  Court,  will  constitute  the  commitment  in  such  case  ;  but  such 
infant  must  not  be  forwarded  until  the  officer  having  him  in  charge 
has  ascertained  trom  the   Superintendent  that  he  can  be  received. 

Section  4.  When  the  infant  is  confined  in  a  County  Jail  or  Pen- 
itentiary in  this  State,  and  his  punishment  is  commuted  by  the 
Governor  by  substituting  therefor  his  committal  to  the  House  of 
Refuge,  the  document  by  which  the  commutation  is  made  will  con- 
stitute the  certificate  of  admission  in  such  case. 

Section  5.  In  all  other  cases  in  which  the  admission  of  an  infant 
into  the  Institution  is  sought,  the  farms  of  commitment  or  certifi- 
cates of  admission  hereto  appended  shall  be  substantially  followed. 

Skction  6.  The  letter  of  application  for  admission  into  the  Insti- 
tution must  be  signed  by  the  person  or  officer  having  the  infant  in 
charge,  and  must  state  the  following  particulars,  viz: 

1.  The  full  name  of  the  infant,  his  age,  and  if  possible  the  day 
and  year  of  his  birth. 

2.  The  father's  name,  and  whether  dead  or  living,  and  if  living 
his  place  of  residence ;  also  the  mother's  name,  and  whether  dead 
or  living  and  if  living  her  place  of  residence;  also  the  occupation 
of  the  parents. 

3.  Whether  the  boy  has  any  other  near  relatives  than  his  parents 
and  where  ihey  reside. 

4.  Whether  he  can  read,  write  and  cypher,  or  do  either,  and  what 
schools  he  has  attended,  if  any. 

5.  What  business,  if  any,  he  has  been  employed  in. 

6.  Of  what  offenses  he  has  been  accused  and  how  long  it  is 
believed  that  he  has  been  addicted  to  the  commission  of  such 
offenses. 

7.  By  what  officer  ox  authority  he  is  ordered  to  be  committed  to 
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the  House  of  Refuge,  whether  upon  the  complaint  of  the  parent, 
guardian,  Township  Trustee,  or  upen  the  complaint  of  some  oilier 
person,  and  if  he  is  committed  under  the  provisions  of  the  lOtli  sec- 
tion; state  under  which  of  the  specifications  of  that  section  he  is 
committed. 

7.  Whether  he  is  to  be  sent  at  the  public  expense  or  at  the  expense 
of  the  parent  or  guardian. 

Section  7.  The  boy  whose  admission  is  sought,  must  be  exam- 
ined by  a  respectable  medical  practitioner,  who  will  certify  as  to  his 
health  according  to  the  following  form,  viz: 

Has  the  boy  perfect  vision? 

Has  he  the  use  of  all  his  limbs? 

Is  he  of  sound  intellect  ? 

Has  he  sufficient  bodily  strength  to  receive  instruction? 

Has  he  any  tendency  to  scrofula  or  consumption? 

Is  he  perfectly  free  from  any  cutaneous  disorder? 

Is  he  subject  to  epileptic  or  other  fits? 

Has  he  had  the  small-pox  or  cow-pox? 

Has  he  been  vaccinnated? 

I  hereby  certify  that  I  have  examined ,  application 

for  whose  admission  to  the  House  of  Refuge  is  about  to  be  made, 
and  that  the  above  answers  to  the  foregoing  questions  are  to  the 
best  of  my  knowledge,  judgment  and  belief,  correctly  made.

Note  to  Section  Seven. — Defects  of  sight,  intellect  or  bodily  structure,  ten- 
dencies to  fits,  scrofulous  or  consumptive  disorders,  &c,  prevent  the  young  persons 
laboring  under  them  from  learning  any  of  the  means  of  a  livelihood  in  which  they 
can  be  instructed. 

It  is  therefore  necessary  to  strictly  guard  against  the  admission  of  and  boys  so 
affected,  and,  in  the  event  of  any,  subject  to  these  mental  or  bodily  defects,  being 
by  oversight  or  otherwise  admitted,  they  must  be  dismissed. 
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Section  8.  The  following  form  of  commitment  shall  be  substan- 
tially followed,  making  such  changes  as  the  circumstances  may 
require  to  adapt  it  to  each  case :

SUPERINTENDENT 


PUBLIC  INSTETJCTION. 


To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  : 

A  useful  and  interesting  field  of  labor  has  invited  my  predecessor 
to  resign  his  official  connection  with  this  office.  By  entering  it, 
he  has  only  diverted  his  talents  and  active  energy  to  a  more  per- 
manent field  of  service  to  the  State.  His  useful  and  earnest  exer- 
tions to  promote  and  elevate  the  educational  standard  of  our  com- 
mon schools,  and  his  success  in  perfecting  the  business  relations  of 
this  office  with  the  several  county  offices  with  which  it  is  brought 
into  financial  relations,  will  leave  a  lasting  evidence  of  his  faithful 
service  and  ability.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  his  experience  and 
personal  observation  for  the  last  two  years  can  not  be  adequately 
presented  in  this  report. 
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By  this  providence  I  find  myself  invested  with  official  obliga- 
tions that  need  the  aid  of  experience.  The  topics  that  claim  a  full 
and  able  discussion  will,  therefore,  many  of  them,  be  briefly  no- 
ticed, hoping  that  under  more  favorable  circumstances,  I  may,  on  a 
future  occasion,  reach  more  satisfactory  results. 

That  the  Free  School  system  of  America  is  the  safeguard  of  our 
liberties  has  been  confirmed  by  the  experience  of  two  hundred 
years.  Its  institution  by  the  colony  of  Massachusetts  in  1640, 
when  they  required  a  school  house  and  teacher  for  every  fifty 
house-holders,  and  the  message  of  Governor  Berkley  to  the  Legis- 
lature of  Virginia,  near  the  same  period,  in  which  he  says,  "  I  thank 
God  that  there  are  no  free  schools  nor  printing,  and  I  hope  we 
shall  not  have  them  these  hundred  years,"  are  the  representative 
ideas  of  civil  and  religious  liberty  on  the  one  hand,  and  of  aristoc- 
racy on  the  other. 

The  liberty-loving  American  colonist  early  conceived  the  idea 
that  the  most  successful  method  of  resisting  tyranny,  is  to  imbue 
the  minds  of  the  whole  people  with  a  true  and  intelligent,  love  of 
liberty.  This,  of  itself,  would  create  a  necessity  for  free  govern- 
ment. Governments  move  most  safely  by  the  impetus  of  true  and 
loyal  men  rather  than  by  force  of  law.  These  colonists,  driven 
from  homes  in  other  lands  for  conscience  and  freedom's  sake,  felt 
that  all  men  are  essentially  equal  before  the  law,  that  noble  blood 
is  found  only  in  harmony  with  noble  minds  and  hearts,  and  that 
the  power  of  rulers  must  be  derived  from  the  people.  They  con- 
ceived that  no  earthly  power  can  absolve  man  from  his  allegiance 
to  his  Creator,  and  "  that  knowledge  and  learning  generally  diffused 
through  a  community  are  essential  for  the  freedom  and  happiness 
of  any  government,"  and  that  the  orphan  and  friendless,  as  well  as 
the  more  fortunate  child,  are  the  wards  of  the  State. 

The  world  had  long  been  in  darkness,  and  governments  had  been 
more  accustomed  to  study  into  the  means  of  securing  the  recogni- 
tion of  their  prerogatives  than  in  searching  for  their  obligation  and 
duties  according  to  the  Divine  Law.     The  history  of  the  Reforma- 
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tion  is  a  history  of  the  restoration  of  civil  liberty.  In  the  disen- 
thrallment  of  the  human  mind,  men  saw  that  the  elements  of  power 
were  not  in  the  union  of  church  and  state,  but  in  patriotism  and 
loyalty  developed  under  the  influence  of  that  intelligence  which  ie 
tolerant  and  appreciative,  and  which  accords  to  every  man  his  nat- 
ural right  to  life,  liberty  and  the  pursuit  of  happiness. 

Of  these  moral  and  political  elements  were  formed  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  American  Republic.  In  this  admirable  production  of 
human  wisdom  are  recognized  and  blended  all  those  agencies  which 
conspire  to  make  us  a  great  and  happy  people.  Every  class  of 
loyal  men  can  repose  in  safety  under  its  aegis,  and  commerce,  sci- 
ence and  art  can  keep  the  busy  world  astir  in  all  the  forms  of  in- 
dustry which  increase  wealth,  comfort  and  happiness. 

In  contemplating  this  political,  religious  and  social  policy,  for  it 
comprehends  all  in  one,  we  are  impressed  with  the  freedom  it  gives 
in  the  complete  development  of  both  mind  and  heart. 

It  aims  at  a  perfect  union  the  establishment  of  justice,  domestic 
tranquillity,  the  common  defense,  the  general  welfare,  and  the  bless- 
ings of  liberty  to  ourselves  and  posterity.  For  a  people  to  main- 
tain and  transmit  to  other  generations  these  elements  of  power  and 
greatness,  we  must  of  necessity  be  an  intelligent  as  well  as  a  free 
people.  But  the  world  has  taught  us  the  fact  that  virtue  is  no  less 
needful  than  knowledge,  and  in  the  Constitution  of  our  own  State 
we  have  the  truths  clearly  recognized  that  "  knowledge  and  learn- 
ing generally  diffused  throughout  a  community,  being  essential  to 
the  preservation  of  a  free  government,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
General  Assembly  to  encourage,  by  all  suitable  means,  moral,  in- 
tellectual, scientific  and  agricultural  improvement,  and  to  provide 
by  law,  for  a  general  and  uniform  system  of  common  schools> 
wherein  tuition  shall  be  without  charge,  and  equally  open  to  all." 

The  General  Assembly  of  Indiana  appear  to  have  had  an  appre 
ciation  of  these  obligations,  and  have  shown  that  the  great  and 
first  requirement  of  a  sovereign   and  free    people  is  to   recognize 
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and  inculcate  moral  culture  as  esssentialto  the  preservation  of  a  free 
government. 

In  the  provision  of  means  for  the  diffusion  of  learning  among 
th9  masses,  the  great,  duty  that  underlies  all  others  is  to  secure  that 
spirit  of  loyalty  which  obeys  law  not  only  because  of  its  wrath  for 
disobedience,  but  for  the  far  higher  and  nobler  motive,  for  il  con- 
science'1 sake.'1  "  It  is  not  the  State  that  makes  the  Christian,  it  is 
rather  the  Christian  that  makes  the  State."  As  we  inspire  our 
youth  with  a  high  regard  for  moral  obligation,  law  will  have  a 
majesty  and  power  that  will  give  security  to  wealth  and  industry. 
As  the  masses  are  brought  under  this  influence,  it  is  felt  in  our 
national  councils,  and  the  State  and  Church  have  a  cooperative 
and  reciprocal  work  that  preserves  and  sustains  our  scientific  and 
literary,  our  civil  and  religious  institutions,  and  gives  stability  to 
our  nation. 

The  General  Assembly  in  1865  incorporated  into  our  School 
Law  a  provision  requiring  that  "  The  Bible  shall  not  be  excluded 
from  the  public  schools  of  the  State."  They  spoke  nobly  for  their 
heads  and  hearts.  A  sovereign  State  has  given  its  insignia  to- 
the  Divine  Law.  It  marks  the  progress  of  Christian  civilization, 
and  indicates  that  toleration  and  mutual  confidence  have  taken 
the  place  of  jealousy  and  suspicion.  Il  shows  that  the  teachers 
of  the  common  schools  of  our  State  have  reached  that  standard 
which  indicates  large  and  liberal  views;  that  they  are  guarded  by 
prudence,  and  guided  by  that  Christian  patriotism  which  seeks  to 
inculcate  those  cardinal  and  catholic  principles  which  teach  obedi- 
ence to  God  and  duty  to  man.  The  Bible  is  the  universal  law 
book  of  the  world,  and  was  given  by  inspiration  of  God  with  the 
injunction  that  it  should  be  taught  diligently  to  the  children. 

The  general  mutual  confidence  and  cooperation  of  Christians  of 
every  denomination  in  the  Sabbath  School,  Bible  Society,  Reform- 
atory Associations,  and  in  works  of  benevolence,  have  had  a  happy 
effect  on  the  Common  School,  the  Academy,  the  College  and  the 
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University,  and  experience  will  show  that  this  provision  of  our 
School  Law  has  encouraged  and  greatly  aided  conscientious  teach- 
ers in  the  performance  of  a  duty  which  otherwise  would  have  been 
difficult.  "We  may  also  feel  the  assurance  that  God  will  bless  a 
State  that  honors  His  Laws. 

I  need  not  here  dwell  on  the  importance  of  "  Intellectual,  Scien- 
tific and  Agricultural  Improvement."  On  these  rest  our  power  and 
greatness  as  a  State.  When  each  man  is  a  sovereign,  and  is 
responsible  for  the  proper  exercise  of  franchise  in  the  selection 
of  representative  legislators,  and  executors  of  law,  both  civil  and 
religious  liberty  are  in  jeopardy  when  his  mind  has  not  been  pre- 
pared by  culture,  thought  and  general  intelligence,  for  the  proper 
exercise  of  this  trust.  Men  must  understand  their  rights  to  defend 
and  preserve  them.  They  must  be  able  to  comprehend  the  beauty, 
excellency,  and  superior  worth  of  our  free  institutions,  that  patri- 
otism may  be  directed  by  proper  incentives,  and  the  peaceful  arts 
be  so  sustained  that  commerce  can  find  its  proper  channels,  and  all 
the  sources  of  industry  and  wealth  may  be  so  opened  and  devel- 
oped, that  the  field  may  yield  its  proper  harvest,  the  wilderness  be 
transformed  into  a  garden,  and  the  continent  become  belted  with 
iron  tracks  for  that  internal  communication  which  binds  the  parts 
of  our  State  and  nation  into  one,  and  makes  us  a  great,  free  and 
happy  people.  By  this  same  educational  preparation  we  are  able 
to  sustain  that  fraternal  relationship  with  foreign  nations  that  will 
secure  peace  by  mutual  interests.  "  War's  a  game,  which,  were 
their  subjects  wise,  kings  would  not  play  at." 

The  general  condition  of  our  Common  School  system,  as  well  as 
the  efficient  work  of  many  Academies  and  Colleges,  sustained  and 
endowed  by 'denominational  liberality,  gives  satisfactory  assurance 
that  an  earnest  feeling  pervades  the  minds  of  our  people — and  that 
the  State  has  a  large  work  going  on,  apart  from  its  immediate 
provision. 

"  To  provide  by  law  for  a  general  and  uniform  system  of  common' 
schools,"  evidently  should  be  taken  to  mean  more  than  the  funds 
necessary  for  supporting  them,  and  the  uniformity  of  the  time  of  their 
continuance.  A  uniform  system  of  common  schools  should  imply  a 
regular  gradation  in  the  course  of  study  from  the  Primary,  through 
the  Intermediate  or  Grammar  to  the  High  School,  and  all  with  a 
view  to  a  system  of  professional  work  that  will  look  to  a  sufficient 
preparatory  course  in  all  respects  for  the  College  and  University. 
D.  J.— R.  S.  P.  I.— 2. 
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I  find  that  our  common  schools  have  their  model  systems  in  every 
city  and  incorporated  town,  made  out  and  adopted  by  local  author- 
ities, and  varying  with  the  opinions  of  those,  who,  for  the  time  being, 
are  the  controlling  minds  of  their  respective  centres  of  labor.  I 
conceive  a  properly  graded  course  of  study  is  a  very  important  ob- 
ject to  be  reached.  The  Primary  School  should  be  made  an  effi- 
cient preparatory  course  for  the  Grammar  School,  and  that  in  turn 
for  the  High  School,  and  the  High  School  should  secure  an  honora- 
ble and  sufficient  preparation  for  entrance  into  the  regular  classes 
in  a  College  course.  Our  schools  will  then  do  their  work  with  an 
efficiency  that  will  meet  the  approval  of  the  best  standards. 

COUNTY  AND  STATE  TEACHERS'  ASSOCIATIONS 

have  had  an  excellent  influence  in  hastening  our  success.  We  can 
number  many  efficient,  earnest,  poublic  spirited  teachers  in  our 
State  who  have,  during  the  past  year,  appropriated  much  time  to 
this  practical  work.  Some  of  them  are  superintendents  and  teach- 
ers of  city  and  graded  schools,  some  are  principals  of  academies 
built  up  by  their  own  professional  energy,  and  some  are  professors 
of  our  colleges  and  universities.  It  is  a  pleasing  feature  of  educa- 
tion in  our  State  to  find  an  increasing  professional  fraternity  in  the 
work,  and  a  warm  support  from  every  field  of  labor,  for  the  Com- 
mon  School. 

Many  teachers  have  been  attracted  to  our  State  from  normal 
and  training  schools  of  other  States,  and  the  best  methods  of  the 
theory  and  art  of  teaching  have  been  exhibited,  and  at  once  dis- 
covered and  adopted  by  those  who  give  their  attendance  at  State 
and  County  Institutes,  and  thus  channels  for  learning  the  best 
methods  and  incentives  for  professional  success  are  rapidly  elevat- 
ing the  character  and  usefulness  of  our  schools.  But  there  is  no 
instrumentality  in  our  educational  machinery  more  necessary  and 
effective  than 

SCHOOL  EXAMINERS. 

County  Commissioners  can  not  serve  the  cause  better  than  by 
the  employment  of  the  most  efficient  men  as  School  Examiners. 
For  such  to  engage  in  the  work  for  three  dollars  per  day  would, 
too  often,  be  attended  with  sacrifice.  The  entire  time  of  one  man 
is  not  too  much  for  the  work  demanded  in  a  majority  of  counties. 
The  incident  travel  must  involve  expense.  Your  good  judgment 
will  discover  what  additional  renumeration  should  be  made. 
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The  County  Examiner  should  be  properly  a  County  Superin- 
tendent. To  be  able  to  judge  of  ihe  practical  qualities  of  Teach- 
ers, he  should  spend  enough  time  with  them  in  their  schools  to 
know  that  their  work  is  professionally  done.  He  should  be  also 
familiar  with  their  social  and  moral  character,  and  by  personal  ob- 
servation, their  capacity  to  govern.  Such  knowledge  will  be  found 
of  much  utility  in  determining  their  claims  for  license  to  teach,  and 
what  recommendations  they  merit. 

Competition  has  made  our  text  books  generally  so  nearly  in  the 
same  grade  of  excellence,  that  their  difference  in  quality  will  rarely 
warrant  a  change,  yet  circumstances  may  sometimes  render  it  de- 
sirable. The  novelty  and  striking  features  of  a  new  book  often 
have  a  fascination  that  secures  an  exchange,  before  its  teaching 
qualities  are  known,  and  a  worse  is  often  taken  for  a  better.  This 
work  can  not  be  done  well  by  any  one  man,  or  set  of  men,  for  the 
entire  State.  It  will  require  prudence  and  judgement  for  each 
locality.  The  educational  experience  and  capacity  of  an  Examiner 
or  County  Superintendent  may  be  consulted  by  Trustees  and 
Teachers,  and  by  such  counsel  and  cooperation  changes,  if  desira- 
ble, may  be  prudently,  deliberately  and  wisely  made,  and  needless 
expense  avoided. 

A  large  and  important  work  for  this  officer  will  be  found  in  the 
examination  and  supervision  of  Township  Libraries,  in  educating 
the  public  mind  by  appropriate  lectures,  that  the  importance  of  a 
liberal  and  cheerful  support  may  be  given  to  our  public  schools, 
and  that  neighborhoods  may  rise  above  all  those  local  jealousies 
and  rival  interests  which  too  often  damage  their  success.  Other 
States  in  reaching  satisfactory  results  in  the  perfecting  of  their 
Common  School  systems,  have  found  that  efficient  County  Super- 
intendents have  proven  a  most  effectual  and  indispensable  instru- 
mentality. We  may  also  look  forward,  with  pleasing  anticipations, 
to  the  time  when  the  Common  Schools  of  Indiana  shall  receive 
the  long-anticipated  aid  in  the  professional  training  furnished  by  our 

STATE    NORMAL    SCHOOL    AT    TERRE    HAUTE. 

Should  the  Board  of  Trustees  be  supplied  with  necessary  means 
it  may  be  put  into  successful  operation  next  autumn.  The  edifice 
in  construction  will  be  a  lasting  monument  to  the  wisdom  and 
economy  of  the  State.  I  say  wisdom  and  economy,  for  adequate 
expenditure  in  a  building  of  adaptation,  permanence  and  proper 
architectural  design,  and  apparatus   and  other  suitable  furnishing 
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for  the  efficient  training  of  professional  teachers,  will  duplicate  itself 
in  saving  expense  to  the  State  for  crime,  pauperism,  and  incompe- 
tency in  business  life  that  are  the  effects  of  defective  education. 

Such  an  edifice  must,  to  answer  its  ends,  be  expensive.  A  com- 
plete Normal  School  requires  three  separate  departments: 

1.  A  Normal  School  proper  for  teaching  not  only  Theory  and 
and  Art,  but  to  instruct  Student  Teachers,  by  the  best  methods,  in 
the  sciences  to  be  taught. 

2.  A  Model  High  School,  in  which  are  exhibited  the  best  grades 
of  scholarship  and  model  methods  of  order,  classification  &c.  of  a 
'«  City  High  School." 

3.  A  Primary  Training  School,  in  which  the  Student  Teacher 
is  thoroughly  and  practically  trained  in  actual  school  duty.  It 
is  made  up  of  pupils  ranging  from  the  lowest  grade  to  the  Inter- 
mediate or  Grammar  School.  The  graduate  of  the  Normal  School 
is  thus  thoroughly  prepared  by  Theory,  Art  and  Practical  School 
life  for  any  department  of  service  in  our  Public  Schools, 

Each  of  these  departments  must  be  separate  yet  in  close  proxim- 
ity, and  a  building  to  afford  adequate  accommodation  requires- 
many  well-ventilated,  healthful,  neat  and  convenient  apartments, 
having  in  capacity  a  proper  ratio  to  each  other.  The  demand  for 
such  institutions  will  increase  with  our  population ;  and  perman- 
ence, and  due  regard  to  architectural  design  can  not.  be  well  over- 
looked, especially  in  an  edific  dedicated  to  model  training  in  science 
literature  and  the  art  of  teaching. 

Our  sister  States,  as  well  as  all  the  civilized  states  of  Europe, 
have  learned  by  experience  the  economy  of  Normal  Schools.  In 
1834  Massachusetts,  induced  by  a  desire  to  receive  the  fullest  equiv- 
alent for  her  liberal  expenditure  for  instruction  in  her  public  schools, 
commenced  her  Normal  School  experiment.  She  stands  before  the 
world  a  pioneer,  and  her  suecess  has  inspired  other  States  with  de- 
sires to  profit  by  it.  While  she  has  less  than  one-fourth  our  terri- 
tory, and  a  population  less  than  ours,  she  has  in  successful  opera- 
tion four  Normal  Schools.  New  York,  after  several  years  experi- 
ence with  two,  has  now  ordered  four.  Pennsylvania  has  adopted  a 
a  system  which  it  will  require  twelve  to  complete.  Wisconsin  has 
a  Normal  School  Fund  of  near  $1,000,000,  and  proposes  to  establish 
four.  Canada  has  some  of  the  best  in  America.  Connecticut  and 
New  Jersey  have  each  a  superior  institution.  Illinois  has  a  mode' 
Normal  School  which  has  cost  in  the  most  favorable  time  for  build 
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Webster,  Henry  Barnard  and  Emerson  have  given  their  #arm  and 
decided  support  to  this  system  as  1he  true  base  work  of  the  Public 
School  System.  Lord  Brougham  has  advocated  it  in  the  English 
Parliament  Our  educators  abroad  give  uniform  reports  in  its 
favor  wherever  tried  in  Europe,,  I  give  the  following  statistical 
report  from  tfee  Vermont  Board  of  Education,  showing  the  experi- 
ence of  different  States  and  Countries,  and  the  relations  of  Normal 
Schools  to  Population  and  Area  :

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The  above  is  taken  from  European  reports  for  1851.  No^doubt 
important  modifications  have  since  occurred,  especially  in  Amer- 
ica. Every  year  marks  great  advances  in  this  direction.  The  ex- 
perience is  everywhere  favorable.  Economy  and  success  both  de^ 
fend  the  claims  of  Normal  Schools  as  a  State  provision.  Either  a 
State  must  do  this  work  for  itself,  or  depend  on  Denominations  or 
Individual  Enterprise.  But  denominations  nor  individuals  can  do 
so  large  a  work  at  low  cost  without  sinking  capital  largely,  in  pre- 
paration, and  sustaining  it  by  endowment.  It  is  peculiarly  a  State 
ivork,  and  needs  to  be  done  ivelL  In  State  Educational  Reports,, 
the  most  satisfactory  results  are  everywhere  found,  and  the  work 
of  Education  is  rapidly  reaching  a  higher  and  more  professional 
standard.  The  art  of  rendering  the  student's  life  happy,  as  well 
as  developing  the  intellectual  powers  in  the  most  practical  way,, 
and  cultivating  in  the  heart  the  love  of  truth,  virtue  and  duty,  are- 
fast  making  needless  the  pains  and  penalties  of  the  rod. 

Need  I  appeal  to  your  generous  liberality,  that  the  completion, 
of  our  State  Building  may  be  hastened,  when  thousands  of  the 
present  and  coming  generations  will  confer  on  you  their  choicest 
benedictions.  Our  six  hundred  thousand  children  and  ten  thou- 
sand six  hundred  and  ninety-two  teachers  are  a  host.  The  work 
of  education  must,  for  them,  be  done  soon,  if  ever.  We  have  al- 
ready moved  slowly,  because  progress  is  dependent  on  means- 
Whenever  the  Board  of  Trustees  have  funds  at  command,  they 
will  not  only  take  measures  speedily  to  complete  the  building,  but 
also  to  digest  and  perfect  a  course  of  study,  secure  an  efficient 
Faculty,  and  put  the  Institution,  at  the  earliest  practicable  period,, 
into  successful  operation. 

The  last,  and  crowning  con-dition  in  the  fundamental  elements  of 
our  Eucational  Systam,  requires-  that  "■  Tuition  shall  be  withou) 
charge  and  equally  open  to  all."  Our  Educational  Fund  is  now 
more  than  eight  millions  of  dollars  ($8,000,000).  It  is  made  up  of 
the—

All  these  funds  have  been  blended  for  one  common  object, 
"Common  School  Education,  and  for  "Schools  equally  open  to 
all."  We  cannot  avoid  the  grave  consideration  that  there  is  a 
large  colored  population  in  the  State  who  have  hitherto  submitted 
patiently  to  the  ordeal  of  adverse  public  sentiment  and  the  force 
of  our  statutes,  in  being  denied  participation  in  the  benefits  of  our 
Public  School  Funds,  while  at  the  same  time  no  bar  can  be  dis- 
covered to  their  natural  and  constitutional  right  to  them.  By  the 
grants  of  Congress,  whence  mainly  we  derive  these  funds,  no  ex- 
clusion is  made.  They  were  evidently  designed  for  the  citizens  of 
the  State  without  regard  to  color.  Whatever  additions  our  States 
may  have  made,  they  are  still  known  as  one  "Common  School 
Fund."  But  whatever  distinctions  may  have  been  made  in  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  citizens  by  our  laws,  they  have  been  set 
aside  by  the  emendations  of  our  National  Constitution  and  the 
"Civil  Rights  Bill."  All  citizens  are  now  equal  before  the  law. 
Colored  citizens,  while  hitherto  deprived  of  their  natural  and  con- 
stitutional rights,  have  been  subject  to  the  Special  School  tax  for 
Township  purposes  in  common  with  white  citizens,  and  have  thus 
paid  their  proportion  of  expenses  for  building  school  houses  for 
white  children.  After  being  denied  all  privilege  to  the  School 
Funds  and  thus  taxed,  they  have  been  under  the  necessity  of  levy- 
ing on  themselves  an  additional  tax  to  build  their  own  school 
houses,  and  for  the  entire  cost  of  their  tuition.  The  historian  will 
find  this  a  dark  chapter  in  our  history. 

Whatever  elements  of  ignorance  and  incompetency  the  popula- 
tion of  a  State  may  contain,  is  so  much  that  may  damage  its 
prosperity  and  safety.  How  can  we  inspire  these  people  with 
gratitude  and  patriotism,  and  win  them  to  the  support  of  law  and 
virtue,  when  we  repel  them  by  cold  indifference  and  deny  them 
their  natural  and  constitutional  rights? 

Feeling  the  importance  of  this  subject,  and  knowing  that  there 
is  a  deeply-seated  prejudice  in  the  minds  of  many  citizens,  to  be 
surmounted  in  admitting  the  justice  of  their  claims,  and  that  we 
should  cherish  a  decent  respect  for  the  opinions  of  others,  however 
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much  we  may  esteem  them  wrong,  yet  prejudice,  not  based  on 
conscienciousness,  may  sometimes  be  required  to  bend,  to  make  a 
pathway  for  duty,  justice  and  humanity. 

In  order  that  a  safe  and  satisfactory  decision  may  be  reached,  I 
have  made  inquiry  of  the  Superintendents  of  Public  Instruction  of 
what  we  have  usually  known  as  the  Free  Slates,  for  their  usages 
and  laws  pertaining  to  the  rights  and  privileges  of  these  people. 
We  may  discover  from  their  responses  the  ultimate  solution  of  this 
hitherto  vexed  question.  Indiana  and  Illinois  are  alone  north  of 
Mason  and  Dixon's  line.  The  more  deeply  we  look  into  this  subject, 
the  more  important  it  becomes.  The  Son  of  God,  when  he  clothed 
himself  in  flesh,  took  neither  the  Caucassian  nor  African  type,  but 
a  medium  between  them,  the  Mongolian.  He  purchased  rights 
and  privileges,  and  made  atonement  for  every  kindred,  nation, 
tongue  and  people,  without  distinction.  While  we  concede  to 
others  their  just  rights,  we  need  not  surrender  any  to  which  we  are 
entitled.  By  doing  jus; ice  we  only  strengthen  the  support  of  the 
State. 

The  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  for  the  State  of  Ver- 
mont writes  : 

Dear  Sir: — I  am  happy  to  say  that  the  Negro  in  Vermont  is 
under  no  disabilities,  nor  has  he  ever  been.     Neither  constitution 
nor  statute  recognizes  any  distinctions  based  upon  race  or  color.

For  Massachusetts : 

Dear  Sir: — Your  interrogatories  of  the  12th  instant  are  all 
answered  in  one  brief  statement — that  in  Massachusetts  there  is 
no  distinction  between  white  and  colored  citizens  in  respect  to  any 
right  or  privilege  conferred  by  law.  They  are  literally  and  truly 
equal  before  the  law,  in  all  respects — Suffrage,  Education,  &c,  &c. 
The  only  distinction  is  in  social  treatment.

From  Rhode  Island : 

Dear  Sir: — The  laws  of  Rhode  Island  make  no  distinction  be- 
tween the  white  and  colored  citizens, — except  intermarriage  is  pro- 
hibited.    The  colored  man  enjoys  all  the  civil  and  religious  rights 
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which  the  white  man  does,  and  the  colored  child  is  admitted  free, 
and  without  any  restriction  whatever,  into  all  our  Public  Schools 
of  every  grade,  in  accordance  with  justice  and  an  enlightened  pub- 
lic sentiment.

From  New  York:  — 

Sir: — By  the  laws  of  this  State,  colored  children  of  school  age 
are  entitled  to  attend  the  common  schools  of  the  districts  in  which 
they  reside,  except  in  those  cities  and  districts  incorporated  by  spe- 
cial acts  of  the  Legislature,  where  separate  schools  have  been  es- 
tablished for  them.  Colored  children  of  school  age  draw  public- 
money  the  same  as  other  children  of  school  age.

From  New  Jersey : 

Sir: — Colored  children  are  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  the  Pub- 
lic School  Fund,  and  are  admitted  into  the  Free  or  Public  Schools.

From  Pennsylvania : 

Dear  Sir : — Negroes  are  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  the  Public 
School  Fund.  In  every  district  in  this  State  in  which  there  are 
twenty  or  more  negro  or  mulatto  children  so  located  that  they  can 
conveniently  attend  school  at  one  place,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  direc- 
tors to  build  a  school  house  and  keep  up  a  school  for  the  accom- 
modation of  such  children.  If  this  be  done,  the  directors  can 
not  be  compelled  to  admit  the  children  into  the  other  schools  of 
the  district.  In  all  other  cases  they  must  be  admitted  into  the 
public  schools.  Yours  truly,

From  Ohio : 

My  Dear  Sir: — All  male  citizens  over  twenty-one  years  of  age, 
and  who  have  "«  preponderance  of  white  blood"  are  entitled  to 
vote.  Citizens  not  having  a  preponderance  of  white  blood  are  not 
entitled  to  vote.     Colored  youth  of  legal  school  age,  i.  e.,  between

the  ages  of  five  and  twenty-one  years,  are  entitled  to  the  privileges 
of  the  Public  School  Fund.  Colored  youth  cannot  of  legal  right 
claim  admittance  to  our  Common  Schools  for  white  youth.  The 
local  school  authorities  may,  however,  admit  the  colored  youth  to 
the  Common  Schools  for  white  youth,  and  as  a  matter  of  fact  in 
the  larger  part  of  the  Stat?,  the  colored  youth  are  admitted  on 
equal  terms  with  the  white  youth  to  the  common  or  public  schools.

For 
fifteen  years  colored  men  (and  women  even  if  liable  to  taxation) 
have  been  legal  voters  in  school  meetings  on  the  same  terms  as 
white  men.  Colored  children  have  always  been  included  in  our 
school  census,  and  public  money  apportioned  upon  them  as  upon 
others.

From  Chicago  : 

My  Dear  Sir : — For  one  year,  1864-1865,  the  experiment  of  a 
separate  colored  school  was  tried.  The  school  was  disorderly  and 
much  trouble  existed  in  the  vicinity  of  the  school.  The  Legisla- 
ture in  1864-5,  abolished  this  school,  and  since  that  time  colored 
children  have  been  admitted  to  the  public  sehools  on  an  equality 
with  other  children.  Not  a  word  of  complaint  has  come,  with  per- 
haps one  or  two  individual  exceptions,  arising  from  seating  pupils, 
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a  matter  which  is  easily  remedied.  Colored  children  are  admitted 
to  our  High  School.  One  graduated  last  year.  Others  will  grad- 
uate this  year.  All  difficulty  with  the  children  of  color  has  disap- 
peared, except  such  as  may  be  common  to  all  children  who  have 
had  no  better  advantages  than  themselves.  "We  certainly  have  less 
frequent  complaints  than  in  the  separate  system.

Dear  Sir : — Colored  people  are  permitted  to  vote  in  this  State 
under  the  same  limitations  and  restrictions  which  regulate  the  exer- 
cise of  the  franchise  by  white  citizens.  The  children  of  colored 
people  are  admitted  into  the  public  schools  and  share  in  all  the 
privileges  accorded  to  white  children.  Neither  the  Constitution 
nor  the  Statutes  make  any  difference  between  white  and  colored 
children.  I  do  not  know  of  a  separate  school  for  the  latter — no 
one  from  which  they  are  excluded  anywhere  in  this  State.

Col- 
ored citizens  of  Iowa  are  entitled  to  vote,  to  hold  office,  hold  pro- 
perty, are  a  part  of  the  militia,  and  are  entitled  to  the  benefits  of 
our  public  school  system  on  the  same  footing  with  white  citizens.

From  Missouri : 

Dsar  Sir: — The  colored  youth  are  entitled  to  all  the  benefits  of 
the  Public  School  Funds  of  the  State.  The  Article  on  Educatiou 
in  the  State  Constitution  is  a  model  of  liberal  and  wise  statesman- 
ship. The  School  Law  provides  for  the  establishment  of  separate 
schools  for  colored  children  in  every  locality  wherein  the  number 
exceeds  fifteen.  This  is  done  in  deference  to  the  deep  prejudice 
existing  in  the  minds  of  the  loyal  and  disloyal  against  the  educa- 
tion of  the  colored  and  white  youth  in  the  same  schools.  Except 
this,  their  schools  are  to  be  paid,  conducted  and  superintended  the 
same  as  other  schools.  In  a  few  years  I  am  satisfied  the  prejudice 
will  be  so  far  obliterated  that  no  opposition  will  be  made  to  the 
mixed  schools  where  the  number  of  colored  children  is  too  small 
for  a  good  separate  school.

TOWNSHIP  LIBRARIES. 

By  the  last  report  of  my  predecessor  to  the  General  Assembly, 
a  suggestion  was  made,  for  reasons  there  given,  that  there  be  a  tem- 
porary suspension  of  orders  for  an  annual  assessment  of  taxes  for 
replenishing  Township  Libraries.  By  authority  of  that  body,  sec- 
tion 131  of  School  Laws,  authorizing  collection  of  tax  for  that  pur- 
pose, was  repealed. 

I  am  aware  that  in  many  localities  Township  Libraries  may  not 
be  sufficiently  read.  The  reading  taste  of  different  localities  may 
not  be  the  same.  In  many  places  these  libraries  are  esteemed  a 
great  acquisition,  and  the  volumes  will  show  that  they  have  been 
in  active  service.  It  is  greatly  to  the  interest  of  the  State  to  cul- 
tivate a  desire  for  substantial,  useful,  practical  literature.  The  press 
is  teeming  with  much  that  is  highly  entertaining  as  well  as  desira- 
ble. Science  and  art  are  constantly  making  new  contributions  to 
learning.  Biography,  travel,  and  the  advance  of  civilization  all 
tend  to  awaken  thought  and  serve  as  a  desirable  antidote  to  the 
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light,  cheap,  fictitious  and  often  demoralizing  literature  which  is 
everywhere  spread  out  before  the  reader  in  the  rail  car,  the  news 
stalls,  and  too  often  on  the  counter  of  the  book  store. 

I  would  suggest,  as  a  safe  medium  between  a  too  liberal  expen- 
diture, by  an  annual  appropriation  of  funds  for  this  purpose,  and  a 
total  discontinuance  of  this. mode  of  encouraging  a  general  taste 
for  useful  reading,  the  propriety  of  making  an  assessment  of  one- 
fifth  of  one  mill  on  each  dollar,  every  fourth  year,  for  the  purpose 
of  replenishing  libraries,  and  that  the  first  assessment  be  made  for 
1869.  Additions  will  thus  be  made  at  suitable  intervals,  The 
new  books,  also,  will  serve  to  enhance  an  interest  in  the  old,  and 
will  periodically  awaken  a  desire  for  general  reading. 

If  Trustees  were  required,  when  their  term  of  service  expires,  to 
tarnish  their  successors  with  a  catalogue  of  the  books  in  their  res- 
pective Township  Libraries,  and  to  account  for  such  as  are  missing, 
when  such  catalogue  may  be  found  deficient,  when  compared 
with  the  one  for  which  receipt  has  been  made,  and  if  County  Ex. 
aminers  were  required  by  law  to  examine  into  the  condition  of  such 
libraries  and  embrace  in  their  reports  an  account  of  their  state  of 
preservation,  circulation,  &c,  I  presume  more  satisfactory  results 
may  be  anticipated  in  this  interesting  branch  of  our  Common 
School  system. 

STATISTICS. 

Below  is  presented  a  table  of  comparative  statistics,  as  required 
by  section  123  of  the  School  Law.  It  shows  that  while  the  amount 
expended  for  tuition  has  increased  since  last  year  something  more 
than  one-sixth  ;  the  increase  in  the  average  length  of  schools  has 
been  a  little  less  than  one-tenth.  The  number  of  schools  taught 
was  one  hundred  and  seventy-four  greater  than  in  1867;  and  the 
average  attendance  in  the  schools  was  seventeen  thousand  one  hun- 
dred and  eighteen  greater,  and  there  were  six  hundred  and  forty-five 
more  teachers  employed.  The  monthly  cost  of  tuition  per  pupil 
has  increased  two  cents,  which  has  increased  the  aggregate  of  ex- 
penses twenty-five  thousand  dollars  in  round  numbers-— a  sum  suffi- 
cient to  keep  our  schools  open  a  little  more  than  one  day. 

These  facts,  as  far  as  they  indidate  the  condition  of  our  schools, 
show  that  their  advance  has  kept  pace  only  with  our  increase  of 
means.  The  increase  of  expenses  has  not  been  sufficient  sensibly 
to  shorten  our  school  term  as  compared  with  the  increase  of  work. 
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The  increase  in  the  value  of  school  property,  amounting  to  more 
than  three  quarters  of  a  million  dollars  since  1867,  may,  at  first 
sight,  seem  surprising.  But  if  we  consider  that  the  increase  is 
almost  entirely  in  the  value  of  the  realty,  and  that  within  the  last 
year  many  of  the  most  costly  school  buildings  in  the  State  have 
been  completed,  and  that  their  value  is  now  for  the  first  time  inclu- 
ded in  the  estimate,  we  shall  find  less  cause  for  surprise.  The  re- 
ports show  that  the  increase  from  the  value  of  new  school  houses 
erected,  is  more  than  $ 587.000.00,  and  that  several  houses  were 
built,  the  cost  of  which  is  not  included  in  this  sum.  It  is  safe  to 
assume  that  the  increase  from  this  source  alone  is  8600,000.00. 
The  increase  in  the  value  of  school  apparatus  is  reported  to  be 
about  $22,000.00.  The  remainder  of  the  increase  probably  arises 
from  the  increase  in  the  value  of  the  real  property  heretofore  held 
and  from  the  value  of  grounds  upon  which  new  houses  were  erect- 
ed not  included  in  the  reported  cost  of  the  houses.

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FINANCIAL  STATISTICS. 

The  following  table  presents  in  the  first  column  an  itemized 
statement  of  School  Revenue,  as  it  appears  on  the  Record  of  this 
office  for  the  closing  year.  In  the  second,  the  aggregate  from  each 
of  the  four  sources,  recognized  by  law,  viz:  Tax  Interest,  Licenses 
to  retail  intoxicating  liquors,  and  unclaimed  fees;  also  the  aggre- 
gate amounts  estimated  to  be  paid  by  delinquent  counties. 

Tax  and  Interest  may  be  regarded  as  certain  sources  of  revenue, 
since  they  cannot  fail  except  through  legislation.  Liquor  Licenses 
and  unclaimed  fees  are  uncertain,  as  they  depend  upon  contingen- 
cies which  may  never  occur.  The  estimates  for  deliuquent 
counties  are  made  up  chiefly  from  the  certain  sources,  and  for 
practical 'purposes,  may  be  considered  wholly  so:

The  prospect  of  a  larger  increase  of  School  Revenue,  without 
increased  taxation,  is  not  flattering.  At  present,  the  addition  of 
one  million  dollars  to  the  tax  list  of  the  State,  would  add  to  the 
School  Revenue,  $1,600,  less  delinquencies.  In  like  manner,  an 
addition  of  ten  millions  would  add  $16,000.  In  this  ratio  only, 
can  the  revenue  from  tax  now  increase.  It  is,  therefore,  plain  that 
our  School  Revenue  from  this  source,  cannot  be  greatly  augmented 
in  any  one  year. 
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The  Sinking  Fund  will  yet  yield  to  the  Common  School  Fund 
one  million  dollars,  which  with  bonds  already  issued  on  which  no 
interest  has  yet  accrued,  will  increase  the  Revenue  from  interest 
about  seventy-five  thousand  dollars. 

The  Common  School  Revenue  is  increased  by  additions  to  the 
fond  from  fines  and  forfeitures,  about  two  thousand  dollars  ($2- 
000,)  per  annum,  and  we  may  reasonably  expect  an  average  annual 
increase  of  Congressional  Township  Revenue  of  about  one  thou- 
sand dollars  ($1,000)  for  a  few  years. 

These  comprise  all  the  reliable  sources  of  increase  of  School 
Revenue.  The  additions  from  the  Sinking  Fund  will  probably  all 
be  realized  within  three  years.  During  this  time  our  increase  of 
revenue  will  perhaps  be  equal  to  the  increase  of  our  population— 
after  this  we  must  either  increase  the  State  tax  for  tuition,  or  rely 
upon  local  taxation  for  the  support  of  our  School  System. 

By  an  expenditure  of  $1,474,000,  the  schools  throughout  the 
State  have  been  kept  in  operation  for  an  average  of  eighty-seven 
days, — or  a  little  less  than  four  and  a  half  months. 

In  1867  the  General  Assembly  provided  that  Cities,  Incorporated 
Towns,  and  Townships,  might  levy  a  tax  not  exceeding  twenty-five 
cents  on  one  hundred  dollars,  for  the  purpose  of  continuing  their 
schools  to  a  greater  period  than  the  time  here  specified.  The  sta- 
tistics reported  to  this  office  do  not  embrace  information  on  such 
taxation,  but  we  believe  from  such  accounts  as  we  have  obtained, 
that  our  most  prosperous  cities  are  extending  their  schools  to  ten 
months  in  the  year  by  a  special  assessment  of  from  ten  to  fif- 
teen cents  on  one  hundred  dollars.  In  smaller  Towns  and  in 
Townships  it  will  require  a  higher  rate,  varying  as  the  population 
and  wealth  may  modify  it. 

This  provision  of  the  Law  which  gives  the  Cities,  Incorporated 
Towns  and  Townships  the  right  to  self  impose  a  tax,  when  their 
educational  interest  will  warrant  it,  has  had  a  most  happy  effect 
throughout  the  State.  No  tax  is  so  cheerfully  paid  as  the  sehool 
tax.  No  better  evidence  can  be  given  of  the  patriotism,  sagacity 
and  intelligence  of  our  people,  than  is  discovered  in  their  uncom- 
plaining submission  to  this  provision  of  the  Law.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  success  of  our  cities  will  exert  a  salutary  influence  on  our 
Incorporated  Towns  and  rural  districts,  until  the  true  economy  of 
education  by  the  co-operation  of  all,  shall  work  ou^  as  its  complet ; 
result — a  uniform  system  of  Popular  Education  for  ten  months  ;u 
D.  J.— R.  S.  P.  I.— 3 
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the  year,  accessible  to  every  son  and  daughter  of  suitable  age,  in 
the  Slate.  We  may  feel  the  assurance  that  if  we  do  not  reach  the 
results  contemplated  by  the  law,  it  will  be  the  fault  of  the  people 
and  not  of  the  Statutes. 

By  Sec.  12,  of  School  Laws,  "the  Trustees  of  the  several  Town- 
ships,  towns  and  cities  shall  have  power  to  levy  a  special  tax,  in 
their  respective  townships,  towns  or  cities,  for  the  constmction,  rent- 
ing, or  repairing  of  school-houses,  providing  furniture,  school  appara- 
tus and  fuel  therefor,  &c,  *  but  no  tax  shall  exceed  the  sum 
of  twenty-five  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  of  taxable  prop- 
erty and  fifty  cents  on  each  poll  in  any  one  year,  and  the  income 
from  said  tax  shall  be  denominated  the  special  school  revenue  &c." 
It  is  found  in  many  Townships  that  this  tax  will  not  raise  enough 
money  to  meet  current  expenses  of  their  schools,  and  yield  an  ad- 
ditional fund  sufficient  for  building  purposes.  1  would  suggest  the 
propriety  of  increasing  this  limit  to  fifty  cents  on  the  one  hundred 
dollars  for  the  benefit  of  such  Townships. 

During  the  past  year,  a  greater  number  of  Examiners  than  here- 
tofore have  made  reports  free  from  errors  apparent  on  the  face,  and 
Examiners'  report.3  generally  indicate  that  the  great  majority  of 
trustees  have  made  consistent",  if  not  correct  reports,  which  renders 
our  statistics  more  than  ususually  accurate.  The  aggregate  of 
discrepancies  has  been  greatly  reduced,  and  there  is  evidence  of 
greater  care  generally  in  making  reports,  than  heretofore  exercised. 
Still  the  general  results  above  presented  must  be  taken  as  ap- 
proximations to,  rather  than  strict  accuracy.  Items  either  omitted 
or  erroneously  reported,  are  still  so  numerous  and  so  various  that 
it  is  doubtful  whether  any  items  of  the  general  result  are  strictly 
correct.  As  approximations,  they  are  no  doubt  sufficiently  close 
fcr  practical  purposes,  but  as  they  are  based  upon  imperfect  data, 
they  can  be  strictly  correct  only  by  accident. 

Examiners  usually  account  for  the  errors  referred  to  by  stating' 
that  trustees  frequently  have  to  make  up  their  reports  from  the 
Tecords  and  accounts  of  their  predecessors  which  arc  often  so  im- 
perfectly kept,  that  correct  reports  cannot  be  made  from  them. 
This  explanation,  however,  I  am  informed,  is  insufficient,  as  the 
errors  occur  as  well  in  relation  to  matters  not  taken  from  the 
trustees'  record,  as  in  those  taken  from  that  source,  and  are  made 
by  trustees  who  have  served  several  consecutive  terms,  as  well  as 
by  those  who  are  serving  their  first  terms;    besides,  there  is  a  clas* 
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of  errors  peculiar  to  Examiners*  reports  which  may  occur,  though 
trustees'  reports  should  be  uniformly  correct.  The  explanation 
given  therefore,  does  not  fully  account  for  the  error.-. 

The  errors  arise  partly  from  defect  of  law,  and  partly  from 
failure  of  administration.  Experience  shows  that  when  trustees 
and  Examiners  unite  in  an  effort  to  secure  correct  reports,  perfect 
accuracy  is  attainable.  But  it  seems  scarcely  to  admit  of  a  doubt 
that  under  the  present  law,  perfect  accuracy  cannot  be  exacted 
from  careless  and  unwilling  trustees  and  Examiners. 

The  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  seems  to  have  only 
advisory  powers  in  the  matter,  and  the  law  provides  no  penalty  for 
the  neglect  or  refusal  of  the  Examiner  to  obey  his  directions,  while 
new  Trustees  can  generally  shelter  themselves  from  liability  for 
failure  to  make  correct  reports,  under  the  plea  that  it  is  impossible 
to  do  so  from  the  record  of  their  predecessors. 

A  partial  remedy  may  be  found  in  an  amendment  to  the  law, 
providing  that  trustees  shall  keep  their  records  and  accounts  upon 
forms  prescribed  by  Law,  making  it  the  duty  of  the  Examiner  to 
see  that  trustees  keep  their  records  as  required,  and  providing  a 
penalty  for  failure  of  Examiners  to  discharge  this  duty  or  make 
correct  reports  in  the  manner  prescribed.  This  it  is  believed  will 
make  it  possible  to  administer  the  law  so  as  to  secure  accuracy. 
It  will  make  trustees  and  Examiners  alike  responsible,  and  while  it 
will  work  no  hardship  to  the  willing  and  diligent,  it  will  furnish  a 
stimulus  to  the  unwilling  and  negligent. 

It  is  conceded  that  for  accuracy  of  statistics,  we  must  at  last  de- 
pend upon  the  proper  administration  of  the  Law,  but  the  defect 
in  the  administration  of  the  present  law,  arises  from,  or  at  least  is 
excused  by,  a  defect  in  the  law  itself.  The  object  of  the  proposed 
amendment  is  to  charge  some  officer  with  the  correct  administra- 
tion of  the  law,  ami  make  him  responsible  for  it,  and  thu3  ena- 
ble the  Superintendent  to  exercise  such  control  over  the  school 
statistics  of  the  State  as  may  be  necessary  to  secure  accuracy  and 
promptness. 

Can  we  secure  the  efficient  admistration  of  the  law  under  which 
our  statistics  are  required  without  the  provision  here  suggested? 
Hitherto  we  have  not.  At  least  the  manifest  errors  in  our  statisti- 
cal reports  have  been  almost  innumerable,  and  this,  I  am  informed, 
notwithstanding  the  most  strenuous  efforts  of  the  Superintendent 
to  secure  accuracy ;  and  there  is  little  reason  to  hope  we  shall  be 
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able  to  do  better  in  the  future  than  we  have  already  done.  It  is 
not  to  be  expected  that  all  Examiners  and  trustees  will  at  once  be- 
come earnest  and  diligent  to  secure  accurate  statistics.  Under  the 
best  law  some  will  be  found  indifferent  and  negligent,  and  the 
errors  and  omissions  of  such,  if  left  to  themselves,  will  always  be 
sufficient  to  render  the  most  carefully  prepared  system  inefficient. 
By  increasing  the  responsibility,  labor  and  pay  of  the  County  Ex- 
aminer, so  that  he  can  afford  to  devote  appropriate  time  and  atten- 
tion to  the  whole  educational  interests  of  the  county  as  suggested 
elsewhere  in  this  report,  we  will  find  perhaps  the  surest  remedy. 

AMENDMENTS  TO  SCHOOL  LAWS. 

Our  School  Law,  as  a  whole,  is  an  excellent  system  for  the  man- 
agement of  Public  Schools.  It  is  better  to  submit  to  some  imper- 
fections than  to  introduce  needless  alterations.  Changes  in  modes 
of  administration  are  undesirable.  But  when  the  present  School 
Law  was  pending  for  adoption,  its  friends  were  unable,  for  want  of 
time,  to  mature  and  introduce  amendments  that,  from  examination? 
were  found  necessary.  At  the  last  session,  the  adjournment  took 
place  before  the  Bill  could  come  upon  its  passage,  that  was  in- 
tended to  remedy  the  defects  suggested  by  experience.  The  busi- 
ness of  this  office,  and  the  Conventions  of  County  Examiners  for 
1866-7  and  8,  and  other  School  officers,  have  suggested  emenda- 
tions which  have  been  noted.  Your  good  judgment  will  discover 
the  merits  of  such  as  will  be  offered  for  your  approval. 

GENERAL  CONDITION  OF  SCHOOL  FUNDS. 

I  need  not  here  add  anything  to  the  information  communicated 
in  the  last  biennial  Report  of  my  predecessor,  to  which  I  refer  you, 
or  to  what  is  incidentally  stated  elsewhere  in  this  Report,  except 
that  from  examination  made  in  reference  to  Escheated  Estates.  I 
find  it  is  difficult  to  ascertain  whether  any  such  fund  legally  exists- 
There  is  nominally  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  $16,702.42,  re- 
ported from  the  counties  as  Escheated  Funds,  but  nothing  is  found 
in  the  Records,  which  will  show  whether  it  has  really  escheated  or 
not.  The  whole  may  be  on  deposit  under  a  misnomer.  Womld  it 
not  be  well  to  provide  by  law  for  its  active  service  for  the  benefit 
of  Public  Schools,  until  it  can  find  legal  claimants,  and  also  to 
specify  some  date  after  which  claims  shall  not  be  allowed,  that  it 
may  properly  escheat  to  the  State?

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INDIANA.  INSTITUTE  FOR  THE  EDUCATION  OF 
THE  BLIND. 

This  Institution,  under  the  charge  of  Messrs.  Andrew  Wallace' 
John  Beard  and  John  S.  Spann  as  Trustees,  and  Wm.  H.  Church- 
man as  Superintendent,  would  appear  to  have  been  conducted  dur- 
ing the  past  year  with  its  wonted  degree  of  efficiency  and  jfros- 
perity. 

From  the  Twenty-Second  Annual  Report  of  the  Trustees  and 
Superintendent,  I  have,  in  advance  of  its  publication,  been  per- 
mitted to  gather  the  following  items  of  interest: 

The  number  of  pupils  enrolled  during  the  year  ending  October 
31,  was  one  hundred  and  twenty-six;  males,  fifty-seven;  females, 
sixty-nine.  Of  this  number,  twenty-one  left  as  graduates  either  of 
the  School  or  Work  Department,  and  eight  others  were  removed 
for  various  reasons,  leaving  ninety-seven  in  attendance  at  the 
commencement  of  the  current  fiscal  year — November  1. 

Thirteen  of  the  graduates  were  young  men,  who  had  obtained  a 
thorough  knowledge  of  the  broom-making  business,  with  one  par- 
tial exception,  and  several  of  them  had  learned  other  branches  of 
handicraft.  Most,  if  not  all  of  them,  were  understood  to  be  prose- 
cuting their  trades  with  success,  and  thus  rendering  available,  as  a 
means  of  self-maintenance,  the  skill  acquired  through  careful  train- 
ing in  the  Institution  shops. 

The  whole  number  of  pupils  received  into  the  Institution  since 
its  foundation  in  1847,  is  exhibited  in  the  following  classified  ab- 
stract :

The  Literary,  Musical  and  Industrial  Departments  of  the  Insti- 
tution have  been  successfully  conducted  during  the  year,  with  no 
material  change  in  their  organization  or  system  of  management, 
and  the  pupils  have  made  commendable  progress  in  all. 
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BRANCHES    TAUGHT. 

The  course  of  study  adopted  for  the  several  divisions  during  the 
current  session,  is  as  follows : 

Division  A.  Orthography,  Reading,  Arithmetic,  Object  Lessons, 
and  Memorizing  Selected  Compositions.

ography and  Memorizing. 

Division  C.  Orthography  with  definitions,  Reading,  Writing, 
Arithmetic,  Geograpy,  Grammar,  History  and  Memorizing. 

Division  D.  Definitions,  Writing  with  grooved  card  and  pencil, 
improved  board  and  Braille  slate,  Algebra,  Mental  Philosophy, 
Rhetoric,  Composition  and  English  Literature,  embracing  criticism 
and  memorizing,  and  Music. 

INSTRUCTION    IN    HANDICRAFT. 

Manufacture  of  Brooms,  Brushes,  Chairs  seated  with  cane,  Rag 
Carpeting,  Manilla  Door-mats;  Bead,  Needle  and  Tidy-work,  Tat- 
ting and  Knitting. 

The  report  sets  forth  the  lack  of  capacity  in  the  present  buildings 
for  the  accommodation  of  all  the  blind  children  in  the  State  who 
are  applying  for  admission,  and  urges  upon  the  Legislature  the  ne- 
cessity of  an  immediate  enlargement  of  the  principal  edifice,  plans 
for  which  are  submitted  therewith. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  leave  to  commend  this  interesting  Institu- 
tion to  the  fostering  care  of  the  Legislature  and  the  people  of  the 
State,  as  a  constituent  part  of  our  system  of  public  Instruction.

In  a  few 
years,  this  Home  for  the  child,  bred  in  poverty  and  crime,  for  the 
friendless  children  of  the  State,  will  assume  the  appearance  of 
comfort,  taste  and  happiness.     May  our  homeless  and  friendless 
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daughters  be  remembered  with  the  sons.  Let  us  send  the  angels 
of  Mercy  and  Love  to  the  destitute,  the  wayward  and  erring,  that 
they  may  be  snatched  timely  from  the  schools  of  vice  and  crime, 
and  trained  into  men  and  women  that  will  honor  both  the  Church 
and  the  State. 

INDIANA  HOUSE    OF  REFUGE. 

Plainfield,  Ind.,  Dec.  9,  1868. 
B.  C.  HobbSj  Superintendent  Public  Instruction : 

Dear  Sir: — The  "House  of  Refuge  for  Juvenile  Offenders"  is 
located  on  a  farm  of  223  acres,  fourteen  miles  west  of  Indianapo- 
lis, on  the  Terre  Haute  Railroad,  three-fourths  of  a  mile  south  of 
the  village  of  Plainfield.  Since  the  purchase  of  the  farm  in  the 
Spring  of  1867,  there  have  been  erected  on  it,  three  family  buildings 
38  x  56,  with  two  stories  and  basement,  each  calculated  to  accom- 
modate fifty  boys,  and  two  teachers.  Only  two  of  these  buildings 
are  at  present  being  occupied  by  the  boys,  the  other  being  used  for 
the  temporary  residence  of  the  Superintendent  and  his  family,  and 
the  domestics  of  the  Institution. 

In  addition  to  the  family  buildings  there  is  a  shop  40  x  80  feet, 
with  two  stories  and  basement,  a  milk  house  and  bake  shop,  each 
20  x  30.  The  cost  of  the  buildings  is  nearly  830,000.  These 
buildings  are  situated  on  a  beautiful  plateau,  sufficiently  elevated 
to  be  healthy,  in  convenient  proximity  to  three  beautiful  living 
springs  which  furnish  the  institution  with  an  abundance  of  pure 
wholesome  water.  On  the  first  of  the  current  year  the  buildings 
were  ready  for  occupancy,  which  fact  was  made  public  by  a  proc- 
lamation from  His  Excellency  the  Governor.  The  first  inmate  was 
received  on  the  28th  of  January,  and  on  the  30th  of  the  same 
month  10  were  sent  us  from  the  Northern  Penitentiary  and  4  from 
the  city  of  Indianapolis.  There  are  now  in  attendance  108  boys, 
divided  into  two  families,  54  in  each  family  building,  and  each 
family  is  divided  in  two  classes,  all  of  whom  attend  school  one  half 
of  each  day,  and  detailed  for  work  cither  on  the  farm,  in  shops  or  in 
the  domestic  department,  the  other  half. 

The  mode  of  instruction  is  that  of  the  common  school  plan. 
The  boys  are  not  advanced.  The  most  of  them  can  read  print 
quite   intelligibly  and  nearly  all  the  larger  boys  can   write  and 
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cipher  some.     Nearly  all  take  a  deep  interest  in  their  studies  and 
seem  anxious  to  improve  their  advantages.

EDUCATION  IN  STATE  PRISONS. 

I  subjoin  a  letter  from  each  of  the  Chaplains  of  our  State  Prisons. 
They  give  a  full  and  explicit  account  of  their  condition  as  reform- 
atory Institutions.  One  of  the  objects  of  our  penal  code  should  be 
to  transform  the  criminal  into  the  obedient  and  honorable  citizen. 
We  must  aim  at  this  to  accomplish  it.  The  prisoner  will  be  dis- 
missed from  his  service  probably  none  the  better  citizen  unless  he 
has  learned  that  the  Lawmaker,  the  Magistrate,  the  Judge  and 
Citizen  desire  his  future  good  as  well  as  obedience  to  the  laws. 
Many  find  their  way  to  the  House  of  Correction,  because  their 
homes  have  been  friendless.  They  have  gone  the  downward  road 
to  crime  not  so  much  because  they  have  a  more  than  ordinary 
natural  tendency  to  it,  but  because  Ihey  had  none  to  warn  and  be- 
friend them.  If  we  can  inspire  them  with  a  desire  for  higher  life 
and  fit  them  for  it,  we  have  made  prison  life  not  only  a  terror  to 
evil  doers,  but  "  the  praise  of  them  that  do  well.  Your  just  ap- 
preciation of  their  Intellectual  and  Moral  claims,  may  we  not  hope, 
will  give  a  generous  and  adequate  response  to  the  calls  made  upon 
you  for  suitable  Libraries,  and  also  for  appropriate  Literary  and 
Scientific  education — so  much  at  least  as  will  fit  them  for  the 
transactions  of  common  business  life. 

The  classification  of  Prisoners  according  to  age  and  merit  as  well 
as  sex,  would  greatly  aid  in  the  successful  prosecution  of  this  work. 
"  Tell  me  the  company  you  keep  and  I  will  tell  you  who  you  are,"  is 
an  adage  that  has  its  application  even  in  prison  life.  The  great  in- 
centive to  reform  is  found  in  a  desire  for  a  better  and  higher  life^ 
As  we  afford  such  motives  by  virtuous  emulation,  and  meritorious 
grades  of  honor,  based  on  industrial,  intellectual  and  moral  pro- 
ficiency, hope  and  faith  become  active  in  the  prisoner's  mind,  and 
a  better  life  becomes  not  ©nly  to  him  desirable,  but  possible. 
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INDIANA  STATE  PRISON  SOUTH. 

Jeffersonville,  December  1st,  1868. 
Rev.  B.  C.  Hobbs,  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction : 

Dear  Brother: — Yours  of  the  28th  ultimo  came  to  hand,  and  in 
reply  thereto  would  say,  that  the  law  providing  for  the  mental  cul- 
ture of  the  convicts  is  not  carried  out  at  present,  at  least,  not  ac- 
cording to  the  letter.  We  have  no  organized  school,  circumstances 
rendering  it  quite  impracticable,  yet  the  intellectual  training  of  the 
prisoners  is  not  overlooked.  All  who  desire  it  are  furnished  with 
school  books,  slates,  and  writing  books,  which  they  use  in  their 
cells.  In  the  winter  months  not  unfrequently  two  are  placed  in  the 
same  cell,  and  one  is  often  found  to  be  the  better  scholar,  by  whom 
the  other  is  greatly  assisted  in  his  efforts  to  learn,  and  in  this  way 
many  make  rapid  proficiency  in  the  elementary  branches. 

And  beside  this,  all  who  are  disposed  to  attend  Sabbath  School, 
which  meets  regularly  every  Sabbath  morning,  may  and  do  derive 
much  benefit  from  the  instruction  there  given,  as  we  have  in  the 
school  several  classes  in  spelling.  I  can  not  give  the  precise  num- 
ber, but  I  know  of  many  who,  when  they  came  here,  scarce  knew 
their  alphabet,  are  now  passsable  readers.  In  short,  we  are  doing 
the  best  we  can  under  the  circumstances  in  this  department  of 
our  work. 

You  inquire,  "  Can  instruction  in  science  and  literature  be  con- 
ducted advantageously."  If  by  that  you  refer  to  the  more  ad- 
vanced studies,  I  reply  in  the  negative,  unless  we  could  have  a  reg- 
ular school,  and  even  then  it  would  be  of  questionable  utility,  be- 
cause of  the  large  proportion  of  prisoners  in  great  need  of  being 
taught  in  the  first  principles  of  a  common  education,  who,  I  opine^ 
are  to  be  made  a  speciality  in  receiving  instruction  as  indicated  by 
the  spirit  of  the  law  providing  for  the  education  of  the  convicts, 
the  object  not  being  to  make  ripe  scholars,  but  to  enlighten  the 
more  ignorant,  with  the  view  to  their  ultimate  reformation. 

You  ask,  "  What  is  the  condition  and  number  of  volumes  in  the' 
Library,  and  how  used?"  It  might  be  said  we  have  no  Library „ 
the  books  having  been  in  use  so  long,  many  are  so  mutilated  as  to 
be  of  little  service.  Such  is  our  deficiency  with  regard  to  a  Library 
that  nothing  short  of  a  new  and  well  selected  supply  of  good  books 
will  meet  this  demand.     And  for  this  purpose,  the  Directors  of  the 

D.  J.— R.  S.  P.  I.— 4. 
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Prison,  the  Warden  and  myself,  propose  making  application  to  the 
Legislature  this  winter  for  an  appropriation  of  a  thousand  dollars 
with  which  to  purchase  a  good  Library,  and  we  would  respectfully 
ask  the  aid  of  your  influence. 

Perhaps  in  your  official  capacity  you  may  render  us  great  service 
in  this  respect,  as  the  law  gives  you  the  supervision  of  Township 
Libraries,  and  includes  the  State  Prisons  as  beneficiaries  thereof. 
Although  such  a  Library  in  some  respects  might  not  suit  us,  being 
adapted  to  juvenile  minds,  yet  if  you  could  send  such  a  Library 
we  would  be  glad  to  get  it,  as  it  no  doubt  would  be  much  better 
than  none. 

I  should  be  gratified  to  have  a  visit  from  you,  that  you  may  see 
for  yourself  how  we  are  situated  with  regard  to  our  facilities  for 
the  mental  improvement  of  the  convicts,  and  thereby  be  better  able 
to  devise  means  for  our  advantage  in  this  respect.

Michigan  City,  Indiana,  Nov.  23d,  1868. 
B.  C.  Hobbs: 

Dear  Friend: — Your  letter  of  inquiry  reached  me  duly,  and  I 
hasten  to  answer. 

There  are  now  in  the  Northern  State's  Prison  three  hundred  and 
twenty  convicts.  Many  of  them  are  young  men,  sentenced  for  a 
few  years,  who  could  be  instructed  in  science  and  letters  if  we  had 
the  books  and  apparatus.  But  of  these  we  are  entirely  destitute. 
The  only  Library  ever  furnished  was  the  old  Larrabee  Township 
Library,  and  that  is  nearly  worn  out.  There  is  not  even  a  supply 
of  Bibles  to  do  what  the  law  requires  of  the  Moral  Instructor — to 
furnish  every  man  with  a  copy. 

The  American  Bible  Society  does  not  consent  to  donate  to  the 
State,  and  the  Directors  hesitate  to  appropriate  funds  for  books 
without  further  legislative  authority.

TEACHERS'  STATE  CERTIFICATES. 


By  the  provisions  of  the  School  Law  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion are  authorized  to  examine  applicants  for  State  Certificates  of 
"Eminent  Scholarship  and  Professional  Ability,"  and  upon  satis- 
factory examination,  to  grant  them  appropriate  credentials,  "  which 
shall  entitle  the  holder  to  teach  in  any  of  the  schools  of  the  State, 
without  further  examination,  and  shall  also  be  valid  during  the  life 
time  of  the  said  holder,  unless  revoked  by  said  Board." 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board,  June  27th,  1865,  the  following  was 
agreed  upon  as  the  standard  of  qualification  for  such  certificate: 

I.  Satisfactory  evidence  of  undoubted  Moral  Character,  certi- 
fied by  Boards  of  Trustees,  by  Teachers  of  high  standing,  from 
Ministers  of  the  Gospel,  or  from  other  reliable  persons  known  to 
the  Board.  In  case  the  applicant  is  personally  known  to  a  member 
or  to  members  of  the  Board,  such  Certificate  will  not  be  required. 

II.  Professional  Ability. 

1.  Thirty-six  months  of  successful  teaching  or  superintending, — 
ten  months  of  which  time  shall  have  been  spent  in  this  State. 

2.  A  high  degree  of  proficiency  in  the  Theory  and  Practice  of 
Teaching. 

III.  Scholarship. 

1.  An  accurate  and  a  comprehensive  knowledge  of  the  six 
branches  required  by  Law. 

2.  Physiology  and  History  of  the  United  States. 

3.  Elementary  Algebra,  Geometry  through  the  first  three  books, 
and  first  principles  of  Natural  Philosophy. 

4.  Physical  Geometry,  and  First  Lessons  in  Botany. 

5.  Elements  of  Rhetoric,  Mental  and  Moral  Science. 

6.  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  Constitution  of  Indiana 
and  School  Laws  of  Indiana. 

The  following  Text  Books  are  recommended  as  giving  about  the 
course  desired. 

Cutter's,  or  Lambert's  Physiology;  Quackenbos,  Goodrich,  or 
Wilson's  Common  School  History  of  the  United  States. 
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Algebra, — Robinson's,  or  Ray's  Elementary 

Geometry, — Robinson,  Davies,  or  Loomis'. 

Philosophy, — Quackenbos  or  Wells',  through  the  subject  of 
Acoustics. 

Physical  Geography, — the  equivalent  of  Allen  and  Shaw's  Com- 
prehensive Geography. 

Botany, — Wood's  Object  Lessons  in  Botany,  or  Gray's  How 
Plants  Grow. 

Rhetoric, —  Quackenbos,  Part  Second. 

Mental  Philosophy, — Upham's  Abridged. 

Moral  Science, — Wayland. 

Constitution  of  the  United  States, — Mansfield's  Political  Manual. 

Each  applicant  is  expected  to  read  a  Paper  on  some  practical 
subject  pertaining  to  Education,  not  exceeding  ten  minutes  in 
length. 

Form  of  the  certificate  as  follows: 

"Satisfactory  evidence  of  good   Moral   Character,  of  Eminent 

Scholarship  and  of  Professional  Ability,  being  had,  the  Bearer 

,  is  hereby  authorized  to  teach  in  any  of  the  Common 

Schools  of  this  State." 

Each  applicant  shall,  previous  to  examination,  pay  to  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  Board  five  dollars. 

The  following  persons  have,  in  compliance  with  the  above  requi- 
sitions, been  examined  by  the  Board,  and  awarded  appropriate 
State  Certificates : 

Thomas  Charles,  William  A.  Bell,  H.  S.  McRae,  Charles  Hew- 
ett,  Hiram  J.  McComber,  Ebenezer  Tucker,  Sarah  Paxton,  and 
Miss  A.  A.  Clement. 

In  summing  up  the  munificent  School  Fund  of  Indiana,  her

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COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT. 


To  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana : 

In  compliance  with  the  law  defining  their  duties,  the  under- 
signed, Commissioners  of  the  "  Indiana  Hospital  for  the  Insane," 
respectfully  submit  to  your  Honorable  Body  their  report  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  October  31,  1868. 

CONDITION    AND    MANAGEMENT    OF   THE    HOSPITAL. 

During  the  past  year,  the  condition  of  the  Institution  has  been 
such  as  should  lead  to  a  sincere  acknowledgment  of  the  merciful 
dealings  of  an  overruling  Providence  in  preserving  the  officers  and 
the  unfortunate  inmates  from  accident  and  calamity,  or  any  unu- 
sual visitation  from  epidemic  diseases. 

The  general  management  of  the  hospital,  and  the  results  of  that 
management  in  the  number  of  patients  treated  within  its  wards, 
we  believe  will  compare  favorably  with  any  similar  institution  in 
the  country.  It  must  be  gratifying  to  every  citizen  of  our  State 
that,  with  its  rapid  advancement  in  wealth  and  population,  there 
has  been,  through  the  wise  and  beneficent  action  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, provision  made  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  a  portion  of  that 
most  unfortunate  class,  the  helpless  insane. 

EXTENSION    OF     THE    HOSPITAL. 

The  work  upon  the  north  wing  is  in  a  very  satisfactory  state  of 
progression.  The  eastern  half  of  this  wing  will  be  in  readiness  for 
the  reception  of  patients  by  the  first  of  January,  1869,  when  an 
appropriation  will  be  required  for  furnishing  and  subsisting  it. 
The  western  half  is  also  rapidly  approaching  completion. 
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When  the  entire  wing  shall  have  been  placed  in  condition  for 
occupancy,  the  capacity  of  the  Hospital  will  have  been  increased 
more  than  two-thirds. 

The  center  chapel  building  is  finished.  It  is  an  excellent  struc- 
ture, substantially  built,  and  well  suited  for  the  purposes  for  which 
it  was  designed. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  unexpended  balance  of  the  ap- 
propriation made  for  the  north  wing  will  be  exhausted  by  the  time 
the  eastern  section  is  made  fit  for  use,  and  that,  an  additional  ap- 
propriation will  be  necessary  to  complete  the  western  half,  and  pro- 
vide appliances  for  heating,  ventilating,  supplying  water,  etc.  In 
the  after  part  of  this  report  will  be  found  an  estimate  of  needed 
expenditures  in  this  behalf. 

But  when  the  north  wing  shall  have  been  completed,  only  a 
partial  provision  for  the  reception  and  treatment  of  the  insane  in 
this  State  will  have  been  made,  leaving  to  the  world's  cold  charity, 
a  large  majority  of  that  class  known  as  "incurables,"  the  most  un- 
fortunate of  all,  and  having  the  strongest  claims  upon  the  public 
for  asylum  accommodation.  In  the  appropriation  for  this  addi- 
tion to  the  Hospital,  the  sum  of  $35,000  was  set  apart  for  the  ben- 
efit of  "incurable  insane"  which  will  be  only  adequate  for  an 
average  of    about  fifty  of  such  patients. 

The  ratio  of  the  insane  in  this  country  is  estimated  at  one  in  every 
eight  hundred  and  twenty-four  of  the  population.  In  the  five 
western  States,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Iowa,  Michigan,  and  Wisconsin, 
the  number  is  rated  at  15.327,  while  the  hospital  and  asylum  ca- 
pacity in  those  states  is  sufficient  for  from  2,000  to  2,500.  Indiana, 
it  would  appear  by  the  above,  has  within  her  limits  from  1,800  to 
2,000  insane  citizens. 

The  facts  here  presented  are  urgently  suggestive  of  the  necessity 
of  increased  facilities  for  the  care  and  protection  of  these  helpless 
and,  in  very  many  instances,  hopeless  beings. 

While  on  this  subject,  we  would  respectfully  present  for  your 
consideration  the  plan  of  distributing  patients  in  small  buildings, 
or  "cottages,"  in  connection  with  our  Hospital  as  now  constructed 
and  arranged.  A  like  system  has  lately  been  somewhat  extensively 
adopted  by  institutions  in  Great  Britain  and  in  some  other 
European  countries,  and  has  given  such  general  satisfaction  that 
"Cottage  Asylums"  are  likely  to  measureably  supercede  all  others. 
As  an  illustration,  we  would  refer  to  the  Melbourne  (Australia) 


Lunatic  Asylum,  in  which  this  mode  of  treatment  has  been  in 
successful  operation  for  eight  years.  The  following  is  an  outline 
of  its  construction  and  management: 

The  grounds  embrace  six  hundred  and  twenty  acres,  in  which 
are  erected  thirty  "cottages,"  severally  capable  of  accommodating 
twelve  patients.  Each  "cottage"  has  a  flower  and  a  vegetable 
garden,  which  the  patients  take  great  delight  in  cultivating,  and  is 
under  the  charge  of  an  attendant  or  nurse,  whose  duty  it  is  to  over- 
look the  patients,  see  that  they  take  their  sleep  and  meals  with  reg- 
ularity, attend  to  their  personal  cleanliness  and  comfort,  report  their 
condition  twice  a  day  to  the  Superintendent,  accompany  them  in 
their  walks,  supervise  them  in  their  amusements,  etc.  Great  free- 
dom is  permitted;  there  are  no  bars  on  the  windows,  no  bolts  or 
locks  on  the  doors ;  there  are  no  sombre,  jail-like  walls  on  the  out- 
side, but  an  uninterrupted  view  of  the  surrounding  country,  with 
houses  scattered  here  and  there.  The  grounds  are  enclosed  with  a 
simple  three-rail  fence,  through  or  over  which  any  person  could 
pass,  yet  escapes  are  rarely  attempted,  and,  when  they  do  occur, 
the  patients  frequently  return  of  their  own  accord.  From  various 
parts  of  the  grounds,  the  general  public  can  be  seen  passing  to  and 
fro.  There  is  no  appearance  of  restraint — the  object  being  to  make 
the  patients  feel  their  exclusion  as  little  as  possible ;  they  have,  at 
least,  nominal  freedom,  and  the  attendants  endeavor  to  make  them 
Understand  that  much  confidence  is  placed  in  them,  and  experi- 
ence has  demonstrated  that  this  trust  is  seldom  betrayed. 

For  patients  whose  type  of  insanity  is  violent,  other  suitable 
buildings  are  provided,  in  which  trfe  absolutely  necessary  restraint, 
and  no  more,  is  prescribed.  As  their  health,  mental  and  physical 
becomes  improved,  they  are  transferred  to  buildings  where  less 
restraint  is  imposed,  until  finally,  they  also  become  inmates  of  the 
"cottages."  Such,  in  brief,  is  the  "cottage"  plan  of  asylums  for 
the  insane. 

If,  upon  investigation,  this  system  should  meet  your  approval, 
we  would  suggest  that  a  few  isolated  buildings,  could,  at  small 
cost,  be  erected  upon  the  grounds  belonging  to  and  adjoining  the 
present  hospital  structure,  and  the  system  thoroughly  tested;  then, 
if  satisfactory,  more  "  cottages"  could  be  built,  until,  at  last,  suffi- 
cient room  is  secured  for  the  care  and  protection  of  every  insane 
person  within  the  limits  of  the  State.  We  believe  that  the  carry- 
ing out  of  the  scheme  set  forth  above  would  prove  both  effective 


and  satisfactory,  and  afford  the  needed  and  proper  shelter,  attend- 
ance, and  supervision  for  hundreds  who  now  "run  at  large,  home- 
less, houseless  wanderers,  a  pest  and  terror  to  community;  or  who 
are  confined  in  jails  and  poor-houses,  to  associate  with  felons  and 
outcasts  of  society." 

GAS  WORKS. 

The  Hospital  for  the  Insane  is  the  only  ono  of  the  three  State 
Benevolent  Institutions  located  at  the  capital,  that  now  remains 
unprovided  with  gas,  and  yet  to  no  one  of  them  is  such  a  supply 
more  important.  At  present,  there  are  nearly  four  hundred  persons 
in  and  about  the  Hospital.  In  the  corridors  of  its  wards,  as  well 
as  in  all  other  portions  of  the  building,  coal  oil  lamps  are  now 
employed.  Of  course  many  of  these  lamps  are  within  the  reach 
of  the  patients,  who,  under  momentary  excitement,  might  seize  and 
break  one,  and  thus  not  only  endanger  the  entire  building,  but  also 
the  lives  of  many  of  the  inmates.  Recent  fires  which  have  occurred 
in  similar  institutions  in  other  States  admonish  us  that  every  possible 
cause  of  this  nature  should  be  excluded.  A  fire  in  a  Hospital  for 
the  Insane  is  ever  attended  with  a  largely  increased  risk  of  life,  on 
account  of  the  great  number  of  persons  crowded  together,  as  well 
as  from  the  inability  of  the  patients  to  correctly  reason.  The 
method  of  lighting  now  in  use  at  the  Hospital  has  long  been  just 
cause  for  solicitude  on  the  part  of  its  managers  and  friends. 

For  the  purpose  of  making  the  change  which  true  prudence  has 
long  demanded,  we  have  procured  from  Mr.  H.  Stacey,  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company,  an 
estimate  of  the  cost  of  erecting  coal  gas  works,  having  a  holder  of 
10,000  cubic  feet  capacity,  together  with  the  necessary  house-pipes 
and  gas  fixtures.  His  figures  for  the  works  amount  to  $ 5,500,  and 
for  the  pipes  and  fixtures  to  $1,500,  making  an  aggregate  of  $7,000; 
for  which  we  ask  an  appropriation.  Mr.  Stacey  is  a  practical 
builder  of  gas  works,  and  assures  us  that  the  above  estimate  is  low 


The  repairs  that  have  been  made  within  the  past  year  will  be 
ound  fully  set  forth  in  the  report  of  the  Superintendent.  These 
fmprovements  were  all  absolutely  required.  They  have  added 
much  to  the  comfort  of  the  Hospital  and  to  the  convenience  of  its 
management. 
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The  boilers  employed  for  heating  the  south  wing  have  been  in 
use  for  twelve  years,  are  leaking,  and  are  to  some  extent  unsafe. 
They  will  have  to  be  replaced  with  new  ones,  for  the  purchase  of 
which  provision  should  be  at  once  made. 

CHANGE   IN  THE  SUPERINTENDENC V. 

During  the  month  of  October  last,  the  then  Superintendent  ten- 
dered his  resignation,  to  take  effect  the  second  Tuesday  in  Novem- 
ber, the  date  of  holding  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Commissioners.  The  resignation  was  accepted,  and  Orpheus 
Everts,  M.  D.,  of  Michigan  City  was  appointed  Superintendent  for 
the  period  of  four  years,  or  until  the  second  Tuesday  of  November. 
1872. 

Dr.  Everts  is  well  and  favorably  known  throughout  this  State 
and  the  West,  as  a  gentleman  of  superior  talents  and  thorough 
education,  and  as  possessing  high  professional  and  administrative 
abilities.  We  have  all  confidence  that  he  will  prove  fully  compe- 
tent, and  will  fill  the  requirements  of  the  position  in  every  particular. 

Dr.  Lockhart,  the  retiring  Superintendent,  a  physician  of  more 
than  ordinary  ability,  having  devoted  his  entire  energies  to  the  In- 
stitution during  the  year,  is  justly  entitled  to  the  gratitude  of  its 
friends  throughout  the  State. 

The  other  officers  have  also  discharged  their  arduous  duties  faith- 
fully. Our  best  wishes  attend,  in  their  new  field  of  labor,  such  of 
them  as  retire  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

SUBSISTENCE. 

As  a  specimen  of  the  whole  year's  living,  we  present  below  a 
table,  showing  the  kinds,  quantities,  and  cost  of  the  food  consumed 
during  the  month  of  October.  This  table  indicates  that,  upon  the 
average,  each  person  in  the  house  received,  daily,  of  flour  14.608 
oz.;  of  beef,  9.936  oz.;  of  sugar,  1.088  oz.;  of  coffee,  0.752  oz.; 
of  tea,  0.096  oz.;  butter,  1.838  oz.,  and  of  molasses,  fruits,  veg- 
etables, rice,  hominy,  condiments,  etc.,  to  the  value  of  80.073; 
the  whole  costing  for  each  person  $0,258  per  day,  $1,806  per  week, 
and  87.965  per  month.  The  average  number  of  persons  subsisted 
during  the  month  was  367,  at  an  aggregate  expense  of  82,923.92. 

These  several  quantities  when  compared  with  the  Army  Ration, 
or  any  other  established  standard  of  diet,  will  be  found  at  least  33 
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per  cent,  lower.  About  seventy-five  of  the  persons  subsisted  were 
stout,  healthy  employes,  requiring  a  full,  strong  diet.  From  the 
same  source  of  supply  the  table  of  the  officers  had  to  be  furnished. 
Now,  whatever  more  than  the  average  was  given  to  the  employes, 
proportionately  lessened  the  quantity  for  each  patient.  Taking, 
then,  everything  into  consideration,  the  supply  of  food  during  the 
month,  and,  consequently,  during  the  whole  year,  was  not  far  in 
excess  of  one-half  of  the  Army  Ration. 

While,  as  we  are  informed,  this  allowance  of  food  is  slightly 
fuller  than  that  given  in  some  European  hospitals,  and  equal  to 
that  issued  by  some  in  this  country,  still  we  think  it  should  be 
made  more  ample  both  in  quantities  and  variety.  It  is  generally 
recognized  by  all  understanding  their  care  and  treatment,  that  the 
insane  should  be  plentifully  fed  with  good  animal  and  vegetable 
diet,  without  which  the  percentage  of  recoveries  must  be  consid- 
erably diminished. 

The  last  Legislature  appropriated  the  sum  of  $53,000  per  annum 
for  current  expenses,  which  is  at  the  rate  of  $4,416.66  per  month. 
We  respectfully  ask  you  to  consider  what  necessarily  had  to  be 
paid  monthly  under  this  item  of  "Current  Expenses,"  and  then  judge 
of  the  sufficiency  of  this  appropriation.  For  instance,  for  the  first 
item,  take  the  sum  expended  for  subsistence  during  the  month  of 
October,  as  above  cited;  then,  in  addition,  take  the  monthly 
amount  paid  as  salaries  of  officers,  and  make  an  approximate  esti- 
mate for  average  amounts  paid  as  wages  of  employes,  and  for 
fuel,  medicines,  table-ware,  soap,  starch,  brushes,  brooms,  coal  oil, 
etc.,  all  of  which  can  be  closely  calculated,  and  we  shall  have  about 
as  follows :

an  excess  of  nearly  $900  over  the  monthly  pro  rata  of  the  $53,000 
appropriation ;  and  yet  this  expenditure  could  not  have  been  ma- 
terially lessened  without  reducing  the  supply  of  food. 
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In  view  of  these  facts  it  most  be  apparent  that  the  amount  of 
appropriations  for  current  expenses  for  the  last  two  years  has  been 
meagre  if  not  inadequate  to  the  wants  of  the  Institution/ 

We  call  your  attention  to  the  subjoined  tabular  statement,  it 
being  borne  in  mind  that  to  supply  even  the  quantities  designated 
therein,  and  meet  other  necessary  demands,  required  considerably 
more  than  was  appropriated  for  those  purposes  :

We  have  dealt  somewhat  lengthily  upon  this  subject,  believing 
it  has  not,  heretofore,  been  fully  understood  or  appreciated. 

FINANCES. 

During  the  last  two  years,  the  main  articles  of  subsistence  have 
been  as  high  in  price  as  at  any  time  in  the  history  of  the  institu- 
tion ;  in  this  same  period  the  aggregate  number  of  patients  was 
greater,  while  the  appropriations  for  the  current  expenses  was  less 
by  more  than  $10,000  than  for  the  years  1865  and  1866.  There 
is,  notwithstanding  these  facts,  an  unexpended  balance  of  the  cur- 
rent expense  fnnd  at  the  close  of  the  year.

Comparing  the  foregoing  several  aggregates  of  resources  with 
the  corresponding  aggregates  of  expenditures,  it  will  be  seen  that 
there  are  balances  at  the  close  of  the  year  on  the  several  accounts 
in  favor  of  the  institution,  as  follows:

There  still  remains  for  the  support  of  the  Hospital,  for  the  time 
intervening  the  31st  October,  1868,  and  the  31st  March,  1869,  the 
sums  of  $1,142  01  (surplus  of  the  current  expense  fund)  and 
$22,083  34  (the  balance  of  the  general  appropriation  made  for 
said  purpose.) 

We  would  respectfully  recommend  an  immediate  special  appro- 
priation of  $12,000  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  the  wards  of  the 
North  Wing,  now  ready  for  use,  and  subsisting  the  same  until  the 
31st  of  March  next.  We  make  this  recommendation  because  of 
the  urgent  desire  of  the  friends  of  many  of  the  insane  to  have  them 
admitted  without  delay. 

Owing  to  the  enlargement  of  the  Hospital,  the  average  number 
of  its  inmates,  including  employes,  during  the  next  two  years,  will 
probably  exceed  six  hundred. 
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For  the  ensuing  two  years,  we  estimate  that  the  following 
general  appropriations  will  be  necessary,  in  addition  to  the  special 
appropriation  above  recommended.

All  the  above  estimates  have  been  carefully  made,  and  cannot 
be   diminished  without  stinting  the   patients,  or  endangering  the 
completion  of  the  building. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  amount  asked  for  to  finish  the 
North  Wing  is  -$23,000  less  than  the  estimate  of  the  architect,  as 
submitted  two  years  ago. 

In  conclusion,  we  ask,  on  behalf  of  the  institution,  a  continuance 
on  the  part  of  your  honorable  body  of  such  a  just  and  enlightened 
liberality  as  shall  promote  the  laudable  objects  for  which  the  "  In- 
diana Hospital  for  the  Insane"  was  established  and  has  been  con- 
ducted.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Commissioners: 

In  compliance  with  the  statute  governing  the  Indiana  Hospital 
for  the  Insane,  the  undersigned  herewith  submits  his  fourth,  and  for 
the  Institution  the  twentieth  annual  report. 

In  the  discharge  of  this  duty,  he  has  the  satisfaction  of  congrat- 
ulating the  friends  of  this  noble  charity  upon  the  large  number  of 
patients  cared  for  in  Hospital  during  the  year;  upon  the  number 
restored,  in  the  full  enjoyment  of  health,  to  their  friends  and  to 
society;  and  upon  the  nearness  to  completion  of  the  north  wing  of 
the  Hospital,  that  much  needed  enlargement  of  its  field  of  useful- 
ness. 

At  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year  he  had,  remaining  in  the  Insti- 
tution, 147  males,  and  144  females;  making  a  total  of  291.  During 
the  year  we  admitted  136  males,  and  132  females. 

The  whole  number  of  patients,  therefore,  under  treatment  during 
the  year,  was  283  males,  and  276  females;    making  a  total  of  559. 

Discharged  cured,  during  the  year,  75  males,  and  62  females; 
total  137.  Improved,  22  males,  and  22  females.  Unimproved,  28 
males,  and  24  females.  Died,  20  males,  and  15  females.  Total 
discharged,  137.  Remaining  in  the  Hospital  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  141  males,  and  150  females ;  making  a  total  of  291.

OVERCROWDING. 

The  oft  told  story  of  "  overcrowding  "  must  be  repeated.  Within 
a  fortnight  after  the  close  of  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  the  sleeping 
apartments,  including  the  day  rooms,  and  to  some  extent  the  halls, 
were  all  occupied  by  patients.  Beds  have  frequently  been  impro- 
vised for  a  pressing  admission,  when  there  was  not  a  vacant  one  in 
the  house.  The  occupation  of  the  north  wing,  when  completed, 
with  rooms  already  in  use,  will  only  accommodate  about  one-third 
of  the  insane  of  the  State.  The  remaining  two-thirds  must  remain 
with  their  friends,  or  run  at  large,  or  be  retained  in  jails  and  poor- 
houses,  as  at  present.  Four  Hospitals,  having  a  capacity  for 
250  patients  each,  are  yet  required  to  care  for  our  insane. 
Other  States  have  made  such  liberal  provision.  Should  not  ours? 
It  is,  in  my  judgment,  the  plain  duty  of  our  Legislators  to  direct 
the  State,  and  adopt  such  measures  as  will  insure  the  erection  of 
another  Asylum,  at  no  distant  day,  in  the  most  populous  quarter 
of  the  State.  The  room  is  wanted  for  the  present  wants  of  that 
most  pitiable  class  of  our  fellow-citizens,  besides  the  increasing 
demand  for  it  as  population  increases. 

DISCIPLINE. 

If  the  same  patients  could  be  properly  retained  throughout  the 
entire  year,  their  management  would  be  attended  with  little  labor, 
compared  with  the  plan  necessarily  adopted  here  of  treating  all  the 
recent  cases  seeking  admission.  Thus  the  officers  and  attendants 
must  acquaint  themselves,  during  the  year,  with  the  dispositions 
and  peculiarities  of  more  than  five  hundred  persons,  male  and 
female,  that  they  may  be  properly  associated  and  controlled. 
Chronic  cases  are  much  more  readily  controlled  than  acute  or  recent 
ones.  The  habit  of  being  controlled,  as  well  as  the  less  active  form 
of  disease  under  which  they  labor,  makes  their  case  comparatively 
easy.    The  law  of  kindness,  expressed  in  charity  for  the  afllicted,  and 
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a  large  exercise  of  patience  with  their  peculiarities,  natural  and 
delusional,  is  inseparable  from  an  amelioration  of  their  condition 
or  their  proper  control.  To  properly  restrain  the  excited  and  the 
vicious,  is  no  easy  task.  No  amount  of  watchfulness  or  tact,  either 
natural  or  acquired,  on  the  part  of  the  attendant,  is  equal  to  every 
emergency.  It  is  at  times  a  work  of  no  small  magnitude  to  keep  with- 
in bounds  a  strong  man  or  woman,  whom  frenzy  has  made  desperate. 
When  such  patients  take  a  homicidal  paroxysm,  they  are  as  so  many 
wild  beasts,  "  with  method  in  their  madness."  To  every  one  con- 
nected with  the  specialty,  the  management  and  control  of  the 
homicidal  and  suicidal  insane  is  a  constant  source  of  solicitude. 
As  much  care  and  vigilance  has  been  bestowed  upon  all  classes  of 
patients  during  my  connection  with  the  institution  as  could  have 
been,  under  the  circumstances,  expected.  I  may  say,  in  truth,  that 
these  duties  have  generally  been  discharaged  with  humanity  and 
fidelity. 

MORAL    TREATMENT. 

Readings,  magic  lantern  entertainments,  gymnastics,  and,  for  a 
limited  number  of  patients  in  this  Hospital,  because  of  the  acute 
character  of  a  large  proportion  of  them,  dancing,  are  beneficial. 
''Work  with  the  hands,"  however,  is  here,  as  at  other  similar  Insti- 
tutions, justly  entitled  to  the  highest  value  as  a  moral  curative  agent. 
During  no  former  year  has  there  been  as  much  manual  labor  per- 
formed in  the  ironing  room,  sewing  room,  in  the  halls,  and  kitchen, 
on  the  farm,  in  the  garden,  and  particularly  in  assisting  in  the  work 
of  repairing,  and  the  removal  of  rubbish,  so  extensively  carried  out 
within  the  Hospital  and  its  connections. 

MEDICAL    TREATMENT. 

The  cases  admitted  to  this  Hospital  being  almost  exclusively 
recent  ones,  there  is  a  greater  demand  for  medical  treatment,  than 
in  Institutions  having  a  large  proportion  of  chronic  cases.  During 
the  earlier  part  of  the  treatment,  cathartics,  arterial  sedatives, 
nervines  are  used  to  a  limited  extent. 

A  weakened  and  depraved  condition  of  the  digestive  organs  is 
very  general  with  our  insane,  tending  as  a  result  toward  diminution 
of  the  vital  energies  and  exhaustion  of  nervous  power. 

The  major  part  of  the  treatment  found  most  beneficial,  is  tonics, 
alterants,  bathing,  with  nutritious  diet.     Of  the  five  hundred  and 
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fifty-nine  patients,  within  the  Institution  daring the year,  more  than 
four  hundred  have  been  under  treatment. 

What  is  mental  derangement?  The  meager  and  unsatisfactory 
state  of  our  knowledge  of  insanity  is  set  forth  in  answer  to  this 
inquiry  from  a  recent  work  of  an  eminent  English  author  as  follows: 
"In  what  does  mental  derangement  consist?  Is  it  an  affection 
of  the  moral,  intellectual,  emotional  or  perceptive  faculties,  and  are 
the  reason,  judgment,  memory,  or  imagination  most  implicated  in 
the  malady  ?  Is  there  a  type  of  insanity  manifesting  itself  more  in 
conduct,  than  in  the  ideas?  What  is  the  nature,  and  where  the 
seat  of  the  alienation  of  the  mind?  In  which  of  the  mental  facul- 
ties does  the  disease  commence  its  vageries,  and  where  is  the  precise 
position  in  the  brain  of  the  latent  insane  nidus  or  germ?  Is  there 
any  theory  of  insanity  yet  propounded  from  the  bench,  taught  in 
the  schools,  or  registered  in  our  text  books,  which  will  bear  the  test 
of  metaphysical  analysis,  or  stand  the  ordeal  of  strict  medical  or 
legal  critisism.  Distinguished  philosophers,  experienced  physicians, 
accurate  and  profound  logicians,  have  vainly  attempted  to  dis- 
cover the  nature  of  this  disease,  with  a  view  to  possessing  a  key  to 
its  accurate  definition." — Winslow  on  the  Brain  and  Mind.  Amer. 
Ed.  pp.  37  and  -39. 

"  In  many  instances  it  may  be  difficult  to  distinguish  between 
normal  and  healthy  mental  irregularities  of  thought,  passion,  appe- 
tite, and  those  deviations  from  natural  conditions  of  the  mind,  both 
in  its  intellectual  and  moral  manifestations,  clearly  bringing  those 
so  affected  within  the  legitimate  domain  of  pathology.  Yet 
there  are  unfailing  diagnostic  symptoms,  by  means  of  which  the 
experienced  physician  may  detect  these  forms  of  mental  disorder 
with  sufficient  exactness,  precision  and  distinctness  to  justify  the 
conclusion  that  they  result  from  diseased  cerebral  conditions. 
Morbid  mental  disorder  exists  to  a  fearful  extent  in  real  life,  and  as 
it  is  unhappily  on  the  increase,  it  behooves  the  members  of  the 
medical  profession  as  guardians  of  the  public  health,  as  philosophers 
engaged  in  the  loftiest  and  most  ennobling  of  human  enquiries,  as 
practical  physicians  called  upon  to  unravel  the  mysterious  and  com- 
plicated phenomena  of  disease,  and  administer  relief  to  human  suf- 
fering, fearlessly  to  grapple  with  an  evil  which  is  sapping  the 
happiness  of  families,  and  to  extert  their  utmost  ability  to  dissem- 
inate sound  principles  of  pathology  and  therapeutics  upon  a  matter

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so  intimately  associated,  and  so  closely  interwoven  with  the  mental 
and  social  well  being  of  the  human  race." — Ibid.  p.  105. 

No  one  should  be  ignorant  of  the  fact,  that  insanity  is  not  a  dis- 
ease of  the  mind  by  itself,  that  it  "is  impossible  for  thought  in  the 
abstract  to  be  diseased,"  that  disordered  brains  only  give  forth  dis- 
eased manifestations,  that  unhealthy  conditions  of  the  vital  organs 
revert  upon  the  brain,  and  finally  enshroud  it  in  darkness,  that  all 
excesses  are  bad,  that  the  general  tone  of  the  system  should  be 
maintained,  and  especially  that  no  avocation,  no  object,  should  be 
so  persistently  pursued,  no  grief  or  sorrow  so  unremittingly  indulged, 
as  to  interfere  with  the  natural  refreshment  for  both  body  and  mind 
found  alone  in  life's  restorer  sleep.  "God's  almoner  to  the  human 
race  is  sleep." 

TOBACCO,    INTEMPERANCE* 

The  vulgar  American  habit  of  chewing,  or  smoking,  or  both 
chewing  and  smoking  tobacco  to  excess  is  so  often  a  concomitant 
of  insanity  as  to  leave  the  impression  that  it  is  a  cause  also,  Two* 
thirds  of  the  male  patients,  on  coming  to  the  Hospital,  have  their 
pockets  loaded  with  this  narcotic  and  stimulant,  the  excessive  use 
of  which  rasps,  excites,  and  finally  exhausts  the  nervous  system. 
Then  comes  the  desire  for  alcoholic  stimulants,  to  supply  strength 
for  the  sense  of  weakness  and  depression  that  follows.  Every  one 
who  has  at  all  used  tobacco,  has  felt  this  craving  for  stimulants 
after  its  use.  I  doubt  not  but  that  a  certain  number  of  persons 
having  susceptible  nervous  systems,  may  and  do  use  tobacco,  and 
alcoholic  stimulants  until  the  brain  becomes  morbidly  irritable; 
then  if  loss  of  sleep,  (a  very  probable  result,)  be  superadded,  insan- 
ity will  sooner  or  later  follow. 

Such  patients  are  benefitted  readily  and  rapidly,  by  at  once 
leaving  off  the  use  entirely  of  tobacco.  No  bad  effects  have  fol- 
lowed the  immediate  cessation  of  its  use,  in  a  single  case,  so  far 
as  I  have  been  able  to  determine. 

Youthful  vices  are  a  source,  oftentimes,  of  insanity.  Of  this 
class  there  are  many  persons  of  fine  natural' endowments,  hope- 
lessly consigned  to  insane  asylums  for  life.  No  remedial  measures 
have  yet  been  devised  adequate  to  redeem  a  large  number  of  this 
class  of  cases  from  the  lowest  and  most  bestial  existence.  Occa- 
sionally one  is  restored,  just  as  a  shipwrecked  mariner  may  crawl 
ashore,  while  the  ship's  crew  goes  down.  When  the  vital  forces 
are  exhausted,  a  slow  fever  sets  in,  attended  with  diarrhea,  and 
death  soon  follows. 
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RECENT  CASES. 

It  is  a  matter  of  public  interest,  that  it  be  generally  known,  that 
recent  cases  are  always  admitted  for  treatment.  Many  patients 
are  brought  to  the  Hospital  as  a  last  resort,  when  they  should  have 
been  brought  early,  as  rhe  chances  for  recovery  are  greater  among 
strangers  than  among  friends.  Besides  the  Hospital  affords  greater 
facilities  for  their  care  and  management,  and  its  officers  are  better 
acquainted  with  the  peculiarities  of  insanity  and  its  treatment 
than  those  tending  only  isolated  cases. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

Division  of  long  halls. —  The  long  halls  connected  with  the  lodge 
rooms  in  the  rear,  have  been  divided.  Thirty-live  to  forty-four  pa- 
tients were  formerly  associated  together  in  one  hall,  thirty  of  whom 
dined  together,  the  remainder  being  conducted  to  another  hall  at 
meal  hours.  The  noise  and  confusion  in  these  "long  haUs"  was  a 
bar  to  improvement,  if  not  positively  injurious.  A  nearly  equal 
division  has  been  effected,  by  means  of  a  partition  wall  running 
across  the  hall  near  its  center,  the  eastern  end  of  which,  and  the 
former  so  called  short  hall,  making  one  ward,  and  the  western  end, 
including  the  lodge  rooms,  making  another  hall;  the  two  rooms  in 
the  northwestern  corner,  western  division,  being  converted  into  a 
dormitory,  and  the  old  bath  room,  clothes  room  and  passage  for 
stairway,  being  converted  into  another;  the  latter  two  dormitories 
being  the  best,  all  things  considered,  in  the  Institution. 

The  rooms  formerly  occupied  as  dormitories  were  converted  into 
dining  rooms,  the  room  beneath  them  occupied  as  a  carpenter's 
shop,  being  in  use  as  a  waiter,  or  elevator  room.  This  division  in 
these  halls  made  practicable  a  proper  association  of  the  patients 
within  them.  The  more  excitable  and  less  cleanly  were  associated 
in  the  rear,  and  the  quieter  and  more  cleanly  in  the  front  halls,  very 
much  to  the  comfort  of  the  latter.  Those  in  the  rear  also  have 
been  better  cared  for;  there  being  but  three  allotted  to  the  whole 
number  under  the  former  arrangement,  whereas,  four  are  now  em- 
ployed for  the  same  number  of  patients. 

DINING    ROOM. 

The  room  formerly  occupied  as  a  store-room,  in  the  rear  of  the 
center  building,  has  been  converted  into  a  kitchen  for  the  center 
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building.  An  underground  drain  therefrom,  enters  the  sewerage  of 
the  center  kitchen  building,  just  across  the  court  in  its  rear.  The 
rooms  formerly  occupied  as  a  kitchen  are  in  use  as  store  rooms. 
The  open  drain  in  front  of  the  hospital  having  thereby  been  dis- 
pensed with.  Besides,  this  arrangement  places  the  kitchen  in  the 
rear  instead  of  the  front  of  the  Hospital. 

The  partition  wall  separating  the  space  above  the  present  kitchen? 
formerly  used  as  a  bed  room  and  clothing  room  for  patients,  was 
removed,  and  the  room  thus  made  converted  into  a  dining  room, 
having  an  elevator,  presses,  and  the  usual  conveniences.  The 
former  dining  room  has  been  in  use  as  a  library  room  sitice  these 
changes  were  made,  the  public  parlor  being  freed  from  the  book 
presses,  and  fitted  up  with  new  and  elegant  wall  paper,  and  for  the 
windows,  new  and-  beautiful  folding  shutters,  the  floor  newly  car- 
peted, and  the  room  heated  by  a  radiator  beneath,  with  lock-regis- 
ter instead  of  the  old  unsightly  stove.  The  room  formerly  occu- 
pied as  a  chape]  has  been  divided  by  a  partition  wall  into  two 
rooms,  both  of  which  have  been  re-papered,  re-painted,  etc.  One 
of  them  is  now  in  use  as  Second  Assistant  Physician's  room,  having 
been  furnished  with  new  and  neat  furniture,  an  open  coal  grate, 
mantel,  etc. 

The  connection  to  the  center  kitchen,  reading  room  and  chapel, 
from  the  center  building,  has  been  completed  and  in  use  for  several 
months.  It  is  both  convenient  and  handsome.  A  new  cooking 
range,  manufactured  by  J.  Van  &  Son,  Cincinnati,  has  been  in  use 
for  the  greater  part  of  the  year.  •  The  only  novelty  in  its  structure  is 
that  of  a  wrater-back  to  each  one  of  its  fire-places,  by  means  of 
which  a  large  tank  on  the  right,  and  a  steam  table  on  the  left,  are 
heated  to  boiling  through  gas  pipe  connections.  The  range  is  a 
good  one,  probably  the  best  pattern  in  use. 


The  boilers  were  all  overhauled  during  the  past  summer,  exten- 
sive repairs  made,  so  that  they  are  considered  safe,  with  proper  care, 
for  this  winter's  use.  They  have  been  in  use  eleven  or  twelve  years, 
and  ought  to  be  replaced  by  new  tubular  boilers  next  year. 

VENTILATION. 

The  downward  ventilation  from  the  soil  pipes,  commenced  by 
my  immediate  predecessor,  Dr.  J.  H.  Woodburn,  has  been  further 
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improved  by  removing  the  traps  from  the  privies  in  the  "short 
halls"  and  lodges,  twelve  ft)  number,  and  putting  a  trap  in  the 
brick  sewers,  at  a  point  just  beyond  where  they  come  together, 
thus  shutting  up  the  open  mouth  of  the  sewer.  Formerly  the  venti- 
lation duets,  connecting  the  privies  from  the  north  and  south  wings 
to  the  smoke  stack,  terminated  at  the  base  of  the  latter,  the  "draft  " 
through  the  bricking  being  some  ten  feet  higher  than  the  point  of 
entrance.  The  door  leading  from  the  covered  space  at  the  ends  of 
the  duets  was  closed,  the  walls  of  this  space  extended  up  to  the 
inlet  of  the  bricking  from  the  furnaces,  Ihus  connecting  the  privies 
directly  with  the  draft  in  the  stack.  As  a  result  we  have  an  in- 
creased downward  draft.  The  atmosphere  in  the  halls,  however, 
will  never  be  purer  without  additional  ventilation,  the  foul  breaths, 
acid  execrations,  and  want  of  personal  cleanliness  on  the  part  of  the 
insane,  rapidly  renders  the  air  of  the  halls  impure. 


The  new  chapel  erected  two  years  ago,  but  not  in  use  for  want 
of  a  necessary  connection,  has  been  in  use  for  the  last  half  of  the 
year.  It  is  neat  and  commodious,  and  every  way  adapted  to  the 
present  and  future  wants  of  the  Institution. 


The  worn  out,  worthless  Worthing! on  pump  has  been  replaced 
by  two  new  ones,  Earie's  patent;  one  for  supplying  the  boilers,  the 
other  for  pumping  cold  water  into  the  tanks  for  supplying  the  wards. 
The  latter  one  is  capable  of  forcing  into  the  building  more  than 
one  hundred  gallons  of  water  per  minute.  No  improvement  about 
the  Institution  has  added  so  much  to  the  comfort  and  usefulness  of 
the  house  as  these  pumps. 

NEW    WELL. 

Another  well  was  sunken  in  the  engine  room,  during  the  year, 
and  can  be  used  at  any  time  when  the  ordinary  supply  falls  short. 
The  large  well,  however,  has  been  equal  in  its  supply  of  water,  to 
all  the  wants  of  the  Institution,  including  mortar  making  for  the 
plastering  of  the  North  Wing. 
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FOOD    CONNECTIONS. 

Brick  arches  have  been  constructed,  leading  from  the  cellar  be- 
neath the  center  kitchen,  to  the  North  and  South  Wings,  in  which 
a  railroad  track  is  soon  to  be  laid,  that  the  food  may  be  con- 
veniently conveyed  to  the  elevators,  free  from  exposure  to  dust,  rain 
or  snow.  These  passage  ways  are  each  about  one  hundred  feet  in 
length,  and  are  supplied  with  eight  vault  lights  at  proper  distances. 
The  one  for  the  South  Wing  was  paid  for  from  the  repair  fund, 
the  greatest  one  expenditure  made  therefrom.  The  one  for  the 
North  Wing  has  supplied  the  additional  purpose  of  furnishing 
means  of  connection  for  a  branch  steam  supply  and  return  for  the 
North  Wing,  thus  saving  the  necessity  of  building  one  at  consid- 
erable expense. 

HORSE    RACK. 

The  unsightly  horse  rack,  so  long  immediately  in  front  of  the 
center  building,  has  been  removed  to  a  new  site  to  I  he  north  of  the 
Hospital  buildings,  and  gravel  roads  constructed  thereto. 

CtRASS    plat. 

On  the  old  site  of  the  horse  rack  a  circular  grass  plat  has  been 
constructed,  surrounded  by  a  belt  and  an  upright  tier  of  stone. 
This  improvement  is  an  ornamental  and  a  permanent  one. 

wants  or  tiii;  institution. 

First,  and  of  greatest  need,  the  means  of  supplying  the  Institu- 
tion with  gas,  instead  of  the  kerosene  oil  now  in  use.  The  danger 
attending  the  use  of  this  oil  in  this  citadel  of  insane  impulse,  needs 
only  to  be  mentioned  to  be  felt,  besides  it  adds  much  to  the  labor 
of  keeping  the  hall  cleanly,  as  leaks  and  spillings,  now  and  then, 
must  and  will  occur.  Secondly,  a  wash  house  should  be  at  once 
erected,  and  suitable  machinery  placed  therein.  The  hand  labor 
necessary  to  wash  and  iron  for  five  hundred  patients,  and  for  the 
help  of  the  Institution,  cannot  be  well  nor  profitably  performed ; 
besides,  there  is  a  considerable  saving  in  favor  of  machine  rather 
than  hand  labor.  Again,  clothing  is  subjected  to  greater  strain 
in  both  washing  and  wringing  by  hand  than  by  properly  constructed 
machinery. 
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SNCLOSING  WALL. 

Until  such  time  as  the  State  finances  will  admit  of  the  building 
of  a  substantial  stone  or  brick  wall,  enclosing  ten  or  more  acres, 
a  board  fence  should  be  erected,  which,  with  occasional  repairs, 
will  answer  the  present  needs  of  the  Hospital. 

Such  a  fence  or  wall  would  add  considerably  to  the  sanitary  con- 
dition of  the  Institution,  by  favoring  mental  quiet  on  the  part  of 
many  patients  who  need  to  be  at  work  in  the  open  air,  who,  with- 
out such  means  of  restraint,  are  likely  to  elope,  thereby  adding  to 
their  own  and  the  disquiet  of  those  who  remain. 

CRIMINAL    INSANK. 

This  class  of  patients  should  be  separately  provided  for,  either 
in  a  building  properly  constructed  at  the  State  Penitentiary,  or 
elsewhere.  Their  true  character  is  sooner  understood  than  one 
would  believe.  Their  influence  is  pernicious  in  the  extreme.  To 
the  wavering  and  unsteady  intellect,  the  impression  is  received 
from  their  presence  that  the  asylum  is  a  place  for  punishment,  and 
not  for  kind  and  judicious  treatment,  to  say  nothing  of  the  con- 
stant danger  of  their  adding  other  victims  to  their  homicidal  pro- 
pensities. 

LODGE    ROOMS. 

The  lodge  rooms  in  the  south  wing  should  be  supplied  at  once 
with  hoppers,  and  spring  valves  for  water  supply,  of  the  Norris 
&  Tasker  pattern,  without  which  no  foresight  nor  care  can  pre- 
vent noisome  odors  therein. 

During  my  connection  with  the  Institution,  there  have  been  un- 
der treatment  and  in  its  care,  17th  fiscal  year,  473  patients;  18th 
fiscal  year,  503  patients;  19th  fiscal  year,  506  patients;  20th  fiscal 
year,  559  patients ;  making  a  total  for  the  several  fiscal  years  of 
2,041  patients.  Discharged,  restored,  mainly  from  recent  admis- 
sions, 482  patients. 

Work  of  repairing  and  improving  the  Institution,  since  my  con- 
nection with  it,  has  gone  steadily  on.  The  outside  of  the  build- 
ings have  been  repainted,  and  much  of  the  inside  also.  The  bath 
rooms  refitted  and  renewed,  the  heating  apparatus  made  new,  or 
nearly  so.  Three  airing  courts  built,  so  that  all  the  patients  can 
have  the  benefit  of  exercise  in  the  open  air.     The  old  engine  house 
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removed,  a  new  building  for  baking,  sewing  rooms,  center  kitchen, 
chapel,  bath  rooms,  clothing  rooms,  &c,  erected  in  its  stead.  A 
temporary  wash-house  put  up,  a  carpenter's  shop,  with  machinery 
for  use  of  north  wing,  an  engine  house  erected,  and  an  engine 
placed  therein.  The  north  wing  projected,  leaving  a  capacity  for 
two  hundred  and  fifty  patients,  well  nigh  completed,  writh  under- 
ground duct  for  it,  and  the  south  wing,  through  which  air  is  to  be 
forced  by  means  of  a  pressure  blower,  a  desideratum  for  the  insane.

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REPORT  OF  DIRECTORS. 


Office  Directors 
Indiana  State  Prison  South, 
Jeffersonville,  December  25,  1868. 
To  His  Excellency,  Conrad  Barer, 

Governor  of  the  State  of  Indiana: 

The  undersigned  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Indiana  State 
Prison,  South,  in  pursuance  of  the  requirements  of  law,  herewith 
respectfully  submit  their  annual  report  of  the  condition  of  the 
Prison,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  15,  1868. 

In  the  experience  of  public  institutions,  as  well  as  in  that  cf 
private  individuals,  it  is  necessary  in  order  to  determine  correctly 
whether  advancement  has  been  made  in  the  right  direction,  to  fix 
out  minds  on  some  point  in  the  past,  for  comparison  with  the 
present. 

At  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  15,  1864,  the 
Annual  Report  of  the  Directors  of  the  State  Prison,  South,  shows, 
that  after  exhausting  the  appropriations  for  the  current  year  of 
-$12,000,  in  addition  to  the  income  of  the  Prison,  an  indebtedness 
till  existed  of  $15,675.  At  the  same  time  the  convict  labor  of 
the  Prison  was  all  contracted  at  prices  ranging  from  thirty-five  to 
forty  cents  per  day*  a  large  proportion  of  the  contracts  having  two 
and  three  years  yet  to  run. 

This  was  the  apparent  condition  of  the  Prison  at  the  above 
date,  as  evidenced  by  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  In 
the  month  of  June  following,  however,  when  a  change  of  officers 
was  made  in  the  Prison,  it  was  found  upon  investigation  that  the 
actual  indebtedness  of  the  same  at  the  time  above  referred  to, 
exceeded  the  estimate  given  in  their  report,  near  $6,000.  In  addi- 
tion to  this,  either  tor  want  of  means  or  from  mistaken  notions  of 
economy,  the  State  property,  comprising  the  cell  houses,  work  shops, 
entrance  gate  to  the  prison,  water  pipes,  guttering,  roofing,  sewers, 
pavements,  pumps,  cisterns,  corn  mill,  privy,  etc.,  etc.,  were  in  such 
miserable  tumble-down  condition  as  to  require  an  immediate  and 


large  expenditure  of  money  and  prison  labor  to  save  them  from 
destruction,  and  place  the  Institution  in  a  fit  condition  for  carrying 
out  its  legitimate  objects. 

This  condition  of  affairs  rendered  it  absolutely  necessary  to  ask 
the  Legislature  at  its  called  session  in  January,  1866,  for  an  appro- 
priation of  $18,000,  to  pay  actual  indebtedness  at  the  close  of  the 
fiscal  year  ending  December  15,  1865,  after  having  exhausted  the 
appropriation  of  $12,000  by  the  State,  for  current  expenses  of  the 
same  year ;  thus  causing  an  actual  expenditure  on  the  part  of  the 
State  of  over  $30,000  for  the  year  1865. 

At  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  15,  1868,  the 
annual  exhibit  of  the  clerk  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  Indi- 
ana State  Prison,  South,  and  the  report  of  the  Warden  correspond 
in  showing  that  the  Institution  is  now  self-sustaining. 

The  cash  receipts  have  been  $52,032  62,  and  the  cash  expendi- 
tures $50,748  23,  showing  a  balance  of  cash  on  hand  $1,283  79. 

The  indebtedness  of  the  Prison,  however,  is  shown  to  exceed 
the  cash  assets  $791  67;  but  the  Warden  on  the  other  hand  shows 
that  the  amount  of  provisions,  fuel  and  clothing  now  on  hand  and 
paid  for,  exceeds  that  of  the  same  time  last  year  $1,023  85,  thus 
showing  the  Prison  for  the  last  year  to  be  a  little  more  than  self- 
sustaining. 

The  repairs  of  Prison,  and  the  amount  paid  out  to  discharged 
convicts,  the  last  item  amounting  to  $2,415,  has  reached  a  larger 
sum  than  in  all  probability  will  again  be  nesessary  in  any  one 
year,  for  years  to  come. 

In  the  above  estimates  are  only  included  the  items  of  expense? 
those  properly  belonging  to  current  expenses  of  the  Prison,  and 
not  the  expenditures  made  for  constructing  shops,  or  other  perma- 
nent buildings. 

During  the  month  of  February  last,  the  Board  of  Directors 
authorized  Hall,  Moore  &  Burkhart,  contractors,  to  construct  a 
building  outside  and  immediately  east  of  the  prison  wall,  with  the 
entrance  from  inside  of  prison,  200  feet  in  length  by  50  in  width? 
to  be  used  as  a  blacksmith  shop  and  foundry,  the  cost  of  said 
building  not  to  exceed  to  the  State  $4,000;  the  walls  to  be  of 
sufficient  thickness  for  security,  and  the  roofing  to  be  of  metal  and 
fire-proof. 

This  improvement  was  alike  demanded  for  the  promotion  of 
the  interests  of  the  State  and  the  contractors;  and  has  cost  the 
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contractors  near  $4,000,  in  addition  to  the   $4,000  paid  by  the 
State. 

The  following  bills  have  been  rendered  since  the  close  of  the 
fiscal  year,  and  as  a  consequence  did  not  enter  into  the  statement 
of  expenses  already  made;  they  are  nevertheless  expenses  belong- 
ing to  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  15,  18G8:

It  will  be  seen  that  8498  50  of  the  above  account  is  for  money 
advanced  for  convict  labor  that  the  parties  never  received;  the 
hands  being  idle  for  want  of  shop  room.  The  other  items  are  im- 
permanent buildings  in  prison,  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

By  the  foregoing  exhibit  of  facts  and  figures,  we  have  briefly 
contrasted  the  condition  of  the  Prison  four  years  ago,  and  now, 
and  in  this  connection  do  not  think  it  amiss  to  refer  to  some  of 
the  means  made  use  of  in  order  to  bring  about  a  result  so 
desirable. 

The  senior  member  of  the  Board  cannot  forget  the  difficulties  he 
experienced  in  combating  the  popular  prejudices  of  membes  of  the 
Legislature  and  others,  upon  the  subject  of  the  correct  policy  to  be 
pursued  in  making  lettings  of  convict  labor,  and  of  the  objects  to 
be  kept  in  view  in  letting  contracts.  Jn  the  infancy  of  the  present 
contract  system,  it  was  a  very  natural  error  to  fall  into,  to  suppose 
that  policy  that  would  secure  for  the  time  being,  promise  of  the 
largest  immediate  returns  for  convict  labor,  was  certainly  the  best. 

Experience  has  demonstrated,  however,  that  by  subdividing  the 
contract  labor  of  a  prison  into  numerous  petty  contracts,  necessa- 
rily introducing  a  great  variety  of  branches  of  manufacturing,  in- 
evitably results  to  the  evil  of  the  Institution,  as  the  contractors 
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who,  for  the  most  part,  are  men  of  inexperience,,  not  only  in  the 
branches  introduced  by  them,  but  in  the  management  of  convict 
labor,  so  as  to  make  it  profitable  to  themselves,  and  are  generally 
men  of  small  capital.  As  a  natural  consequence,  the  majority  of  such 
contractors  fail  in  their  business,  and  the  convict  labor  employed 
by  them  is  again  thrown  back  upon  the  State,  frequently  to  remain 
entirely  unproductive  for  months. 

Such  is  indeed  the  history  of  the  manufacturing  operations  in 
the  Indiana  State  Prison,  South,  for  the  first  seven  or  eight  years 
after  the  inaugeration  of  the  present  contract  system ;  yet  while  the 
State  was  suffering  the  bitter  fruits  of  the  short-sighted  policy 
above  explained,  we  found  it  very  hard  to  convince  the  members  of 
the  Legislature  of  the  true  cause  of  failure.  They  appeared  to 
comprehend  fully  but  one  view  of  the  case,  based  upon  a  single 
item  of  information,  to-wit:  "  That  the  prisons  were  not  self  sus- 
taining." The  only  remedy  at  all  times  proposed  was  legislation, 
and  without  any  definite  idea  of  the  ends  to  be  attained  thereby, 
numerous  bills  were  introduced,  all  tending  to  tie  up  the  hands  of 
the  Directors,  and  to  complicate  the  evils  already  existing. 

Under  these  circumstances,  it  has  required  the  most  untiring 
watchfulness  to  prevent  such  legislation  during  the  past  four  years, 
as  would  have  resulted  in  the  complete  destruction  of  the  present 
contract  system,  and  in  a  realization  of  the  disgraceful  condition  of 
the  Institution  under  the  old  lease  system. 

To  contract  the  convict  labor  of  a  prison  to  a  few  men  is,  ac- 
cording to  the  popular  idea,  a  most  unwarrantable  monopoly. 
Common  sense  and  experience  teaches  us,  however,  that  in  order 
to  secure  the  constant  employment  of  convict  labor,  at  remunera- 
tive prices,  we  must  have  first  established  in  a  prison,  permanent 
branches  of  manufacturing,  such  as  will  command  a  ready  sale  at 
a  profit  to  the  manfacturer  of  all  the  articles  manufactured. 

In  order  to  enable  him  to  do  well  by  the  State,  the  contractor 
must  be  in  a  condition  to  do  well  himself. 

To  the  accomplishment  of  this  end,  we  must  have  contractors 
who  understand  their  business  in  all  its  departments,  and  who  can 
command  sufficient  capital  to  put  in  the  necessary  machinery  to 
make  it  profitable,  and  to  carry  over  their  goods  until  they  can  es- 
tablish permanently  a  good  paying  trade.  We  want  men  skilled, 
not  only  in  the  branches  of  manufacturing  engaged  in  by  them, 
but  having  experience  in  working  convict  labor.     When  such  con- 


tractors  are  secured,  the  more  extended  their  business  and  the 
larger  the  number  of  convicts  employed  by  them,  the  larger  the 
amount  of  capital  invested  by  them  in  machinery,  etc.,  in  order  to  the 
successful  prosecution  of  their  business,  the  greater  will  be  the  se- 
curity to  the  State  for  the  permanent  and  profitable  employment 
of  convict  labor.  When  you  get  men  of  this  character  to  invest 
largely  in  a  State  Prison,  you  have  secured  the  constant  employ- 
ment of  all  the  convict  labor  the  State  can  furnish,  at  the  very 
highest  prices  that  convict  labor  will  command,  under  any  circum- 
stances. 

That  men  who  have  invested  from  one  hundred  to  three  hundred 
thousand  dollars  in  machinery,  and  having  built  up  a  trade  for 
their  manufactured  articles,  will  be  in  a  situation  to  compel  them 
to  pay  a  higher  price  for  convict  labor  than  any  outside  party  can 
or  will  pay  for  the  same,  is  a  proposition  too  patent  to  need  expla- 
nation. It  is  also  a  fact  known  to  all  who  have  examined  the  State 
Prison  law,  that  contractors  have  no  advantage  over  outside  par- 
ties, in  making  bids  for  convict  labor ;  on  the  other  hand,  outsiders 
have  decidedly  the  advantage,  inasmuch  as  the  contractor  must  pay 
a  higher  price  than  any  one  else,  or  sacrifice  a  large  business  al- 
ready established,  as  well  as  a  large  investment  in  machinery. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  we  can  most  truthfully  assert,  that  the 
condition  of  the  Institution,  contrasted  with  what  it  was  four  years 
ago,  is  the  result  mainly  of  the  most  untiling  vigilance  on  the  part 
of  the  Directory  in  order  to  prevent  unfriendly  legislation  on  the 
one  hand,  and  on  the  other  success  in  securing  contractors  of  the 
right  stamp,  and  an  executive  officer  of  more  than  ordinary  ability 
in  the  person  of  the  retiring  Warden,  Col.  James  B.  Meriwether, 
who  has  most  faithfully  cooperated  in  carrying  out  such  measures 
of  economy  as  were  suggested  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

The  prisoners  have  at  all  times  been  supplied  with  an  abundance 
of  good  wholesome  food,  comfortable  clothing,  and  clean  and  warm 
bedding.  No  niggardly  or  inhuman  economy  has  been  inaugu- 
rated at  the  expense  of  the  comfort  or  health  of  the  convicts,  or  to 
the  neglect  of  the  necessary  preservation  of  the  property  of  the 
State. 

The  contract  system  has  been  sufficiently  tested  to  prove  its  su- 
periority, in  every  respect,  over  the  barbarous  lease  system  that  for- 
merly disgraced  our  State.  If  any  have  lingering  doubts  on  this 
score,  we  most  respectfully  invite  them  to  examine  the  reports  of 


the  Prison  Inspectors,  who  were  appointed  by  the  Governor,  for 
the  years  1853,  1854,  and  1855,  and  also  the  reports  of  the  War- 
den and  Physician  to  the  prison  during  the  same  period.  We 
would  also  refer  them  to  the  report  of  the  first  Board  of  Directors 
as  to  the  condition  of  the  prison  and  convicts  when  the  State  re- 
ceived them  back  from  the  control  of  the  last  lessee. 

On  the  score  of  humanity  we  think  this  evidence  would  suffice, 
but  should  there  be  any  doubts  yet  remaining  on  the  score  of  econ- 
omy, please  to  take  the  trouble  to  examine  the  list  of  appropriations 
made  for  the  benefit  of  the  lessee  of  the  Institution  during  the  last 
ten  years  of  the  lessee  system ;  as  also  the  appropriations  made  by 
every  session  of  the  Legislature  during  the  six  or  eight  years  fol- 
lowing the  expiration  of  the  lease,  for  the  benefit  of  the  lessee. 
An  investigation  of  this  kind,  and  a  few  hours  spent  in  an  exami- 
nation of  the  Prison  under  its  present  management,  we  are  confi- 
dent will  settle  the  matter  for  all  time,  in  the  mind  of  any  honest 
seeker  after  truth. 

That  defects  exist  in  the  present  system,  we  most  freely  acknowl- 
edge, and  among  the  most  prominent,  an  experience  of  four  years 
convinces  us,  are : 

1.  The  Board  of  Directors  are  not  held  to  a  sufficiently  strict 
accountability  to  the  State  for  the  proper  discharge  of  the  responsi- 
ble duties  resting  upon  them  in  the  management  of  the  Peniten- 
tiaries. 

2.  The  existing  law  does  not  invest  the  Board  with  sufficient 
authority  over  the  official  acts  of  the  Warden  and  his  subordinates, 

*  to  insure,  under  all  circumstances,  the  best  interests  of  the  State 
and  the  Institution. 

3.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  should  be 
monthly,  instead  of  every  two  months,  as  now,  and  it  should  be 
made  their  imperative  duty  to  require  the  clerk,  at  each  monthly 
meeting,  to  present  a  monthly  statement  of  the  financial  condition 
of  the  Institution,  accompanied  by  the  vouchers  covering  every 
transaction  of  the  Warden,  which  should  be  carefully  examined  by 
the  Board,  and  if  found  correct  should  be  so  endorsed  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board,  writing  upon  each  voucher,  "  Approved,"  and 
signing  his  name. 

Section  9,  of  the  Prison  Law,  which  reads  as  follows :  "  The 
Directors  shall  in  turn  every  two  weeks,  and  in  company  every  two 
months,  attend  the  State  Prison,  inspect  the  Warden's  accounts," 


etc.,  should  be  so  amended  as  to  read :  "  The  Directors  shall  in  turn 
every  two  weeks,  and  in  company  every  month,  attend  the  State 
Prison,  inspect  the  Warden's  accounts,"  ete. 

The  Board  of  Directors,  who,  under  the  law  are  justly  held  ac- 
countable to  the  State  for  the  proper  management  of  the  Institu- 
tion in  all  its  departments,  should  be  made  to  feel  that  the  letter  of 
the  law,  as  well  as  the  moral  obligations  resting  upon  them  under 
their  oath  of  office,  requires  them  to  keep  themselves,  at  all  times. 
posted  in  all  the  minutia  of  the  practical  workings  of  the  Institu- 
tion. 

Men  who  are  not  qualified,  and  who  can  not  make  up  their  minus 
to  give  such  devotion  in  matters  of  such  vital  interest  to  the  State 
and  society,  should  not  accept  or  have  conferred  upon  them,  these 
important  duties  and  trusts. 

Section  10  of  the  law,  limiting  the  number  of  convicts  that  may 
be  hired  on  any  one  contract,  to  one  hundred,  should  be  so  amended 
as  to  leave  entirely  to  the  judgment  of  the  Directors  what  number 
of  convicts  shall  be  let  on  any  one  contract.  If  they  are  not  com- 
petent to  decide  as  to  the  best  interests  of  the  State  in  this  mat- 
ter, they  certainly  are  not  fit  for  the  position  of  Directors  at  all. 

If  the  representatives  of  the  people  of  the  great,  prosperous,  intel- 
ligent and  Christianized  commonwealth  of  Indiana,  desire  to  have 
their  State  Prison  conducted  in  a  manner  that  will  alike  reflect 
credit  upon  its  officers  and  the  State,  let  them  by  all  means  be  care- 
ful to  select  as  Directors,  competent  and  worthy  men,  who  can  and 
will  give  their  time  and  talents  devotedly  and  conscientiously  to 
the  work  in  hand.  Having  done  this,  do  not  fetter  them  with  use- 
less legislation,  restricting  and  cramping  them  in  the  discharge  of 
their  official  duties,  but  leave  them  as  free  in  all  respects  as  possi- 
ble, to  act  in  accordance  with  the  dictates  of  common  sense,  and 
moral  obligations,  in  promoting  the  best  interests  of  the  State  and 
the  Institution  under  their  charge. 

We  would  again  suggest  the  importance  of  passing  a  law  autho- 
izing  the  Governor  to  appoint  a  Commission,  to  be  composed  of 
experienced  business  men,  of  unimpeachable  integrity,  whose  duty. 
it  shall  be  at  least  once  a  year,  to  visit  and  make  a  general  exami- 
nation into  the  affairs  of  the  State  Prisons,  North  and  South,  and 
the  benevolent  institutions  of  the  State,  if  thought  desirable. 
Power  should  be  conferred  upon  this  commission  to  send  for  persons 
and  papers,  and  swear  such  witnesses  as  the  nature  of  the  case  in 
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each  investigation  might  seem  to  demand.  Such  an  act  passed  the 
House  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  but  by  some  means 
failed  in  the  Senate. 

The  temporary  committee  raised  in  the  Legislature  during  its 
session,  to  examine  the  Public  Institutions  of  the  State,  are  entirely 
insufficient  for  the  purpose  contemplated,  and  in  fact  are  worse 
than  nothing. 

We  would  again  renew  most  earnestly  the  suggestions  made  in 
every  annual  report  of  this  Institution  for  three  years  past,  that  a 
separate  prison  should  be  provided  for  female  convicts.  All  who 
have  ever  had  any  experience  in  the  management  of  State  Prisons, 
or  who  have  given  the  subject  any  investigation,  unite  in  the  expres- 
sion of  the  common  sentiment  in  favor  of  the  necessity  of  keeping 
female  convicts  confined  in  an  entirely  separate  institution,  and 
under  the  supervision  of  competent  female  officers,  governed  by 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  are  peculiarly  adapted  to  this  class  of 
convicts. 

The  dictates  of  humanity  as  well  as  the  teachings  of  Christian* 
ity,  alike  make  it  the  duty  of  those  having  the  control  and  manage- 
ment of  State  Prisons,  to  make  use  of  every  means  possible  for  the 
moral  reformation  of  convicts.  To  this  end  the  law  provides  for 
the  appointment  of  a  moral  instructor,  whose  duty  it  is  to  superin- 
tend the  mental  and  moral  improvement  of  the  convicts. 

Not  only  to  teach  those  who  are  ignorant,  the  rudiments  of  an 
English  education,  and  instruct  them  in  the  truths  of  the  word  of 
God,  but  he  is  to  have  charge  of  the  Library,  and  superintend  the 
distribution  and  use  of  the  books,  and  adopt  such  other  means  for 
the  reformation  of  the  convicts,  as  he,  the  Warden,  and  the  Directors, 
may  deem  expedient. 

Now  it  is  plain  that  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  of  the 
law  above  referred  to,  the  Moral  Instructor  is  required  to  perform 
duties  which  the  Legislature  have,  for  twelve  years,  persistently 
refused  to  furnish  him  the  means  necessary  to  enable  him  to  accom- 
plish. He  is  required  to  have  charge  of  the  Library,  and  superin- 
tend the  distribution  and  use  of  the  books  among  the  convicts,  and 
yet,  no  library  has  ever  been  furnished.  He  is  required  to  teach 
reading,  writing,  arithmetic,  and  geography.  He  can  not  teach 
without  school  books,  and  yet  no  books  have  ever  been  furnished, 
except  such  as  the  Moral  Instructor  has  begged  from  the  public, 
and  what  have  been  purchased  from  the  visitor's  fund  set  apart  for 
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that  purpose  by  the  Directors  a  years  ago.     It  is  true  that  section 
20  of  the  Prison  law  reads  as  follows : 

"  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  to  distri- 
bute to  the  Directors  of  the  State  Prison,  under  the  direction  of  the 
State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  one  copy  of  the  libra- 
ries distributed  to  the  several  townships  of  the  State,  for  the  sole 
use  of  the  convicts  in  said  Prison.  Said  library  shall  be  in  charge 
of  the  Moral  Instructor,  and  shall  be  kept  in  the  Prison." 

Application  has  been  made  time  and  again  by  the  Directors  for 
said  "libraries,"  but  the  State  Board  of  Education  has  never  yet 
happened  to  have  any  library  on  hand  to  be  distributed  according 
to  law;  so  the  matter  stands.  The  township  library  above  pro- 
vided f»r  is  not  adapted  to  the  wants  of  the  Prison,  if  it  were  avail- 
able. It  is  plainly,  therefore,  the  duty  of  the  Legislature  to  make 
an  appropriation  of  an  amount  sufficient  to  purchase  a  library 
adapted  to  the  wants  of  the  Prison,  to  be  selected  by  the  Directors 
and  Moral  Instructor,  or  such  other  competent  parties  as  the  Legis- 
lature in  its  wisdom  may  choose  for  the  duty, 

The  salaries  of  the  officers  of  the  Prison,  South,  we  are  con- 
vinced, upon  investigation,  are  not  by  any  means  adequate  to  their 
support,  and  are  not  a  fair  compensation  for  the  amount  and  char- 
acter of  the  services  required.  The  Clerk,  Physician,  and  Moral 
Instructor  should  each  have  better  pay.  We  need  the  services  of 
a  No.  1  book-keeper,  such  as  would  command  in  a  bank,  railroad 
office,  mercantile  or  manufacturing  establishment,  §2,000  to  $3,000 
per  annum,  while  the  Clerk  to  the  Prison  is  allowed  but  $1,000. 
So  of  the  Moral  Instructor,  the  proper  discharge  of  the  duties  re- 
quires the  best  of  talent,  coupled  with  untiring  devotion.  "  The 
laborer  is  worthy  of  his  hire."  It  is  unfair  to  demand  and  expect 
No.  1  services  upon  the  offer  of  third  rate  pay.  If  we  expect  to 
command  the  services  of  honest,  competent  and  efficient  men,  in 
responsible  positions,  we  must  pay  them  a  fair  compensation  for 
the  services  required. 

Within  the  past  four  years  over  $20,000  have  been  expended  in 
building  new  shops  and  in  repair  of  Prison,  bringing  the  Institu- 
tion up  to  such  a  state  of  completeness  in  this  respect  as  to  render 
it  certain  that  a  very  small  sum  only  will  be  required  for  expenses 
on  this  score  for  many  years  to  come.  In  fact,  we  know  of  but 
one  more  improvement  remaining  to  be  made  in  the  way  of  shop 
room.     This  is  on  the  west  side  of  the  Prison,  and,  when  com- 
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pleted,  will  dispose  of  the  only  remaining  frame  shedding  inside  of 
the  walls,  thus  rendering  all  of  the  buildings  much  safer  from  the 
ravages  of  fire.  The  expense  of  this  improvement  will' not  exceed 
$1,000,  and,  when  made,  we  believe  there  will  not  remain  a  build" 
ing  within  ihe  walls  not  having  a  metal  or  fire-proof  roof. 

The  Institution  has  now  capacity,  in  the  way  of  shop  rooms,  to 
work  six  hundred  convicts  10  advantage.  We  are  confident  that 
the  present  contractors  would  find  it  profitable  to  employ  that  num- 
ber of  hands  upon  tiie  branches  of  manufacturing  now  successfully 
introduced  by  them. 

We  have  cell  room  for  over  five  hundred  convicts,  and  could  ac- 
commodate, by  placing  extra  cots  in  the  halls  of  the  cell  houses,  at 
least  six  hundred  convicts,  with  comparatively  little  additional  ex- 
pense outside  of  perhaps  one  or  two  extra  night,  guards. 

The  last  session  of  the  Legislature  committed  an  error  in  the 
passage  of  the  act  authorizing  the  convicts  from  Marion  county  to 
be  sent  to  the  Northern  Prison.  At  least  one  hundred  more  con- 
victs could  have  been  profitably  employed  in  this  Prison  during  the 
last  year.  By  the  decrease  caused  in  the  number  of  convicts  by 
this  suicidal  act  our  contractors  have  not  been  furnished  with  the 
men  their  contract  called  for  (the  Warden  informs  us,  by  thirty  per 
cent). 

This  is  very  damaging  to  their  interest,  affording  them  just 
grounds  for  complaint.  Messrs.  Hall,  Semple  &  Co.  have  been 
compelled  on  this  account  to  cut  down  the  number  of  men  in  their 
stove  foundry  to  seven,  and  their  finishing  shop  to  bare  two.  They 
could  have  profitably  worked  fifty  or  seventy-five  men  in  this 
branch  of  business,  and  they  have  now  invested  an  idle  capital,  in 
consequence  of  the  failure  of  the  State  to  furnish  the  men  con- 
tracted for,  of  at  least  $30,000.  The  pecuniary  loss  sustained  by 
them  in  this  branch  of  business  is  very  discouraging,  and  they 
would  have  abandoned  it  but  for  the  assurances  of  the  Directors 
that  they  would  endeavor  to  have  the  matter  righted  at  the  ensu- 
ing session  of  the  Legislature  by  the  repeal  of  the  act  in  question. 

Under  all  of  the  circumstances  of  the  Indiana  State  Prison 
South,  for  the  past  four  years,  since  it  become  under  the  control  of 
the  dominant  party,  and  they  in  a  measure  became  responsible  for 
its  management,  we  have  just  cause  for  pride  and  satisfaction  at 
being  able  to  truthfully  present  a  showing  so  favorable  and  gratify- 
ing to  all  who  rejoice  in  the  prosperity  of  the  public  institutions  of 
our  beloved  State. 


We  invite  the  closest  scrutiny  into  the  affairs  of  this  Prison,  and 
a  comparison  of  its  workings  in  every  department  with  any  similar 
institution  in  the  land.  We  believe  that  the  Prison  will  in  the  fu- 
ture, if  properly  managed,  continue  to  be  self-sustaining,  but  would 
suggest,  as  a  matter  of  policy,  that  the  sum  of  $5,000  per  annum 
be  appropriated  for  current  expenses  of  fiscal  years  18G9  and  1870. 
If  not  needed,  no  harm  will  be  done;  if  needed,  trouble  will  be 
saved. 

We  most  respectfully  ask  the  cooperation  of  your  Excellency  in 
laying  before  the  Legislature,  at  its  ensuing  session,  such  sugges- 
tions made  by  us,  and  as  may  occur  to  yourself,  and  in  your  judg- 
ment be  best  calculated  to  promote  the  interests  of  the  State  and 
Indiana  State  Prison,  South. 

For  more  detailed  information  in  regard  to  the  affairs  of  the  In 
stitution  we  respectfully  refer  you  to  the  very  able  accompanying 
reports  of  the  Warden,  Physician,  Moral  Instructor,  and  Matron, 
and  the  statistical  tables  of  the  Clerk.

WARDEN'S   REPORT. 


Indiana  State  Prison,  South,  ) 
December  16,  1868.      j 

To  the  Board  of  Directors — 

Gentlemen : — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  December  15,  1868: 

The  cash  receipts  have  been  852,032  02,  and  expenditures  $50,- 
747  23,  leaving  a  balance  of  cash  on  hand  §1,283  79.  The  in- 
debtedness exceeds  the  cash  assets  8791  67,  but  the  amount  of 
provisions,  fuel  and  clothing  now  on  hand  and  paid  for,  exceeds 
that  of  the  same  time  last  year  $1,023  85.  This  shows  that  for 
the  past  year  the  prison  has  been  a  little  more  than  self-sustaining. 
But  besides  this,  the  amount  paid  for  necessary  repairs  of  the 
prison  ($2,464  94)  and  discharged  convicts,  ($2,415  CO)  are  much 
greater  than  will  probably  be  required  in  any  year  for  years  to 
come,  and  we  may  very  reasonably  suppose  that  the  amount  of  the 
earnings  will  exceed  the  expenditures  considerably  more  hereafter 
than  they  have  this  year.  This  result  has  not,  been  attained  by 
stinting  the  convicts  in  food,  clothing  or  hospital  facilities.  They 
have  been  better  fed  and  clothed,  and  have  had  superior  hospital 
attentions  than  at  any  time  in  the  history  of  the  prison.  I  think  I 
am  perfectly  safe  in  saying  that  under  ordinary  circumstances,  and 
with  food  and  clothing  selling  at  reasonable  prices,  the  prison  can 
be  made  to  pay  all  its  expenses  and  probably  more,  and  that  here- 
after no  appropriations  by  the  Legislature  will  be  required.  The 
average  number  of  convicts  has  been  402£,  and  of  this  number  15 
have  been  females.  All  of  these  except  a  few  who  were  superanu- 
ated,  crippled  or  diseased,  have  been  kept  employed.  The  health 
and  discipline  of  the  prison  have  been  unusually  good.  For  this  I 
am  greatly  indebted  to  the  other  officers,  whose  zeal  and  efficiency 
in  the  performance  of  their  duties  have  been  very  commendable. 
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I  desire  again  to  call  your  attention  to  the  necessity  for  a  sep- 
arate Female  Prison.  When  it  is  remembered  that  the  two  are 
within  the  same  walls,  and  that  it  is  almost  impossible  to  prevent 
communcation  between  males  and  females,  the  necessity  for  a  more 
complete  separation  becomes  apparent,  and  a  single  glance  at  the 
construction  of  our  Prison  will  convince  any  one  that  this  cannot 
possibly  be  accomplished  here  without  the  construction  of  new 
walls  and  buildings  involving  as  great  an  outlay  of  money  as  an 
entirely  new  female  prison  would  cost. 

Our  Library  is  in  a  sad  condition.  The  books  have  been  in  use 
a  very  long  time,  are  torn  and  soiled,  and  in  a  great  many  in- 
stances so  worn  and  dilapidated  as  to  be  entirely  unfit  for  use. 
An  act  of  the  Legislature,  of  1857,  provides  that  the  Superintend- 
ent of  Public  Instruction  shall  furnish  this  prison  with  a  Township 
Library.  This  has  not  been  done,  although  demands  by  the 
Directors  have  been  often  made.  I  would  respectfully  suggest  that 
instead  of  making  efforts  to  obtain  a  Township  Library,  the  Leg- 
islature be  asked  to  make  an  appropriation  with  which  to  purchase 
books.  My  reason  for  this  is  that  there  are  a  great  many  books  in 
the  township  libraries  which  are  not  suitable  for  the  Prison  Library. 

I  would  again  ask  your  influence  and  cooperation  in  procuring 
the  passage  of  an  act  of  the  Legislature  increasing  the  salaries  of 
the  officers  of  the  prison.  These  are  exceedingly  small,  at  least 
fifty  per  cent,  smaller  than  those  paid  by  other  States  for  the  per- 
formance of  the  same  duties,  and  entirely  out  of  proportion  to  those 
of  other  officers  in  the  employment  of  the  State  and  counties. 

The  last  Legislature  passed  an  act  requiring  the  convicts  from 
Marion  county  to  be  sent  to  the  Northern  Prison.  To  this  there 
was  no  opposition  on  the  part  of  the  officers  of  this  prison,  because 
at  that  time  we  had  as  many  convicts  as  could  be  conveniently 
accommodated  here.  Since  then  our  numbers  have  greatly  de- 
creased and  we  have  not  enough,  by  at  least  thirty  per  cent,  to 
furnish  the  men  our  contracts  call  for.  Of  this  our  contractors  very 
justly  complain.  In  some  instances  they  have  had  to  abandon  en- 
tire branches  of  manufacturing,  which  was  very  important  to  them 
and  may  result  in  very  considerable  pecuniary  loss.  At  the  time 
our  present  contracts  were  made,  the  convicts  from  Marion  county 
were  being  sent  to  this  prison,  and  we  had  a  sufficient  number  to 
enable  contractors  to  carry  on  effectively  all  their  different  branches 
of  business,  and  now  they  can  not  do  so,  and  the  convicts  are  so 
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much  needed  here  it  would  seem  but  right  that  hereafter  we  should 
get  them. 

All  the  improvements  and  repairs  suggested  by  the  committees 
of  the  last  Legislature,  when  visiting  the  prison,  or  by  yourselves 
since  then,  have  been  made,  and  at  present  its  condition  in  every 
department  fully  attests  the  correctness  of  those  suggestions. 

At  your  meeting  of  the  13th  of  February  last,  a  proposition  wa*< 
made  by  Hall,  Moore  and  Buckhardt,  contractors,  to  build  a  shop 
two  hundred  feet  long  and  fifty  feet  wide,  immediately  outside  and 
east  of  the  prison  walls,  at  a  cost  to  the  State  of  not  exceeding 
J$4,000.  This  proposition  was  accepted,  and  at  a  subsequent  meet- 
ing I  was  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Directors  to  draw  a  warrant  on 
the  State  Treasurer  in  favor  of  Messrs.  Hall,  Moore  and  Buckhardt 
for  84,000.  I  respectfully  protested  against  this,  for  the  reason  that 
I  did  not  think  that  money  appropriated  for  the  current  expenses 
of  the  prison  could  be  taken  for  this  purpose.  But  being  subject  to 
your  orders,  I  drew  the  warrant  and  it  was  paid.  This  $4,000  has 
not  been  taken  into  the  accounts  of  the  prison.  While  I  protested 
against  the  appropriation  of  the  money,  as  above  stated,  I  fully 
concurred  with  you  in  the  opinion  that,  viewed  as  an  investment, 
it  would  be  exceedingly  advantageous  to  the  State.  The  shop  was 
very  much  needed — indeed,  was  almost  indispensable,  and  cost 
more  than  $1,300  more  than  the  State  paid  for  it. 

For  information  of  the  affairs  of  the  prison  more  in  detail,  I  re- 
spectfully refer  to  the  reports  of  the  Physician  and  Moral  Instructor, 
and  accompanying  exhibits  numbered  from  1  to  32  inclusive.

REPORT  OF  MORAL  INSTRUCTOR. 


Indiana  State  Prison,  South, 
Office  of  Moral  Instructor 

To  the  Board  of  Directors,  Messrs.  Ferrier,  Ghee  and  Meredith : 

Gentlemen: — Another  year  of  official  duty  has  passed,  and  } 
have  been  led  to  inquire,  what,  witness  has  been  borne  to  Heaven 
of  my  fidelity  in  my  work,  whatever  failure  I  have  made  in  that, 
work;  yet  my  interest  therein,  and  conscious  sense  of  its  vast  im- 
portance, hath  not  in  the  least  diminished,  nor  has  my  confidence 
In  the  efficiency  of  the  means  authorized  by  the  State,  to  be  used 
in  the  moral  elevation  of  her  criminals,  at  all  abated. 

Although  my  course  is  plainly  marked  out  in  the  "Rules"  defining 
my  duties,  yet  as  a  Minister  of  the  Gospel,  I  do  not  feel  at  liberty 
to  neglect  any  means  which  might  result  in  good,  means,  however, 
which  would  not  be  found  in  contravention  with  those  specifically 
defined,  but  in  perfect  consonance  therewith. 

With  regard  to  the  mental  improvement  of  the  prisoners,  we  arc 
able  to  report  some  progress.  Some  who  scarce  knew  their  alpha- 
bet a  few  months  since,  now  begin  to  read,  while  quite  a  number 
are  still  struggling  to  master  the  rudiments  of  our  language.  They 
are  no  v  supplied  with  all  the  school  books  they  need,  and  are  per- 
mitted to  have  copy  books  and  slates  in  their  cells,  and  by  dint  of 
self-application,  many  are  making  considerable  proficiency  toward 
an  education. 

I  would  respectfully  suggest  whether  an  arrangement  might  not 
be  made  by  which  the  cells  could  be  lighted  with  gas,  the  actual 
good  resulting  therefrom  to  prisoners,  in  prosecuting  their  studies, 
in  readiug  their  Bibles  and  books  taken  from  the  Library,  would 
be  incalculable. 

It.  is  made  my  duty  to  report  to  you  the  condition  of  the  Library, 
to  which  I  cheerfully  comply,  not  because  there  is  anything  en- 
couraging to  communicate,  but  by  making  known  the  sad  fact  of  its 
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honored  representatives  of  the  various  interests  of  the  Prison,  to 
the  Governor,  and  through  him  to  the  members  of  the  Legislature, 
we  might  hope  that  through  your  influence  with  the  law-making 
power,  something  might  be  done  for  us  in  securing  a  liberal  ap- 
propriation for  a  new  Library.  I  would  not  cast  a  seeming  reflec- 
tion upon  you  by  attempting  to  show  its  importance,  or  urge  any 
reasons  why  it  should  be  granted  us ;  but  permit  me,  as  I  see  so 
clearly  the  many  disadvantages  under  which  we  labor  from  this 
source,  to  request  most  earnestly  that  you  will  present  this  subject 
to  the  Legislature  at  its  coming  session,  by  such  arguments  and 
appeals  as  will  secure  the  much  desired  appropriation.  As  a  re- 
formatory agency,  its  value  can  not  be  fully  estimated,  yet  it  is  not 
regarded  as  a  substitute  for  Gospel  teachings  and  direct  religious 
influence  ;  it  is,  however,  a  great  auxiliary  and  cannot  be  dispensed 
with  without  serious  detriment  to  the  mental  and  moral  welfare  of 
the  convicts. 

Our  Sabbath  School  has  met  regularly  and  greatly  increased  in 
interest  and  usefulness;  a  larger  number  attend  than  heretofore. 
The  School  is  much  indebted  to  the  "Young  Men's  Christian  As- 
sociation" for  the  valuable  assistance  rendered  in  furnishing  teach- 
ers, among  whom  I  would  make  honorable  mention  of  W.  Carse, 
Esq.,  Dr.  Symour,  and  Mr.  Phillips,  who,  by  their  promptness  and 
faithfulness,  are  doing  a  good  work.  Our  chapel  services  continue, 
and  the  same  good  order  and  respectful  attention  characterize  the 
congregations  as  heretofore,  and  there  are  the  clearest  indication* 
that  the  word  preached,  though  in  plainness  and  simplicity,  is  not 
without  its  influence  upon  many  heerts.  There  are  now  a  greater 
number  of  sincere,  praying  men  a'nong  the  convicts  than  I  have 
ever  known  before.  In  this  I  do  rejoice  and  take  courage,  and 
trust  with  the  blessing  of  God  that  many  more  witnesses  to  testify 
that  the  Gospel  has  power  to  save  sinners  within  prison  walls,  may 
be  raised  up.  It  is  pleasing  to  know  that  Jesus  came  to  save  the 
"lost." 

In  conclusion,  I  would  express  my  gratitude  to  you  for  passing 
the  order  at  the  last  annual  session  that  the  Visitors'  Fund  should 
be  appropriated  to  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  Sabbath  School 
and  Chapel  use.  With  it  we  have  supplied  our  Sabbath  School 
ivith   Spelling  Books  and   First  Readers,  and  other  reading  mat- 
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ter  much  needed  by  the  School;  also,  with  the  consent  of  the  War- 
den, I  have  prepared  and  had  published,  a  Hymn  Book  for  Chapel 
worship,  which  we  have  long  felt  the  want  of.  It  has  been  gotten 
up  in  a  cheap  form,  and  the  publishers  very  kindly  donated  a  por- 
tion of  the  cost.  We  need  some  Bibles  and  Testaments  for  our 
Sabbath  School,  which  we  purpose  supplying  from  this  fund. 

I  would  acknowledge  most  gratefully  the  countenance  given  me 
by  the  Warden,  and  his  readiness  to  sustain  me  in  the  discharge 
of  my  duties,  as  also,  the  kind  forbearance  you  have  shown  me, 
and  should  it  be  your  pleasure  to  continue  the  relations  that  exist 
between  us,  I  trust  our  future  while  coperating  in  the  great  work 
of  raising  the  fallen,  restoring  the  outcast,  and  elevating  the  de- 
graded of  humanity,  will  be  marked  with  much  peace  and  harmony 
and  great  success  and  prosperity.

PHYSICIAN'S  REPORT. 


Indiana  State  Prison,  South, 
December  15,  1868. 

Messrs.  Ferrier,  Ghee,  and  Meredith  : 

Gentlemen: — In  making  this  my  yearly  report,  I  wish  especially 
to  call  your  attention  to  the  very  unusual  fact  in  the  history  of 
this  Institution,  of  but  one  patient  in  the  Hospital,  and  to  con- 
gratulate you  and  the  other  officers  of  the  prison,  of  the  unprece- 
dented fact  of  its  being  a  self  sustaining  public  penitentiary. 

During  the  year  just  passed,  we  have  had  the  ordinary  diseases 
incident  to  the  vicinity,  and  the  aggregation  of  a  large  number  of 
human  beings  in  a  confined  and  rather  poorly  ventilated  enclosure 
and  buildings,  yet  we  will  compare  very  favorably  in  the  mortality 
list  with  the  inhabitants  of  this  vicinage. 

The  buildings  of  the  prison  have  been  very  much  enlarged  and 
improved,  the  ventilation  of  the  cell  house  so  much  so,  that  I  must 
acknowledge  my  obligation  to  the  Warden  for  his  indefatigable 
exertions  to  improve  the  prison  in  this  respect. 

The  diet,  bedding,  and  clothing  of  the  convicts  has  been  an  ob- 
ject of  care  with  the  officers,  and  all  feeling  the  necessity,  where  so 
large  a  number  of  human  beings  were  confined,  have  paid  strict 
attention  to  policing  the  grounds  and  buildings,  to  which,  under 
Providence,  we  have  been  so  signally  blessed  during  the  year,  for 
the  small  number  of  deaths. 

Since  my  last  report,  the  total  number  of  sick  has  been  one 
thousand  one 'hundred  and  sixty-five  (1,165),  including  those  re- 
maining so  at  that  time,  viz :  twenty-five  (25).  The  whole  num- 
ber of  prescriptions  made  were  eight  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
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sixty  (8,960).  This  would,  as  usual,  show  that  some  of  the  con- 
victs were  sick  or  injured  more  than  once,  as  a  very  respectable 
portion  never  received  medical  aid. 

Of  the  sick,  eleven  hundred  and  sixty-five  (1,165),  thirteen  (13) 
died,  one  (1)  committed  suicide,  and  one  (1)  was  killed  by  a  fellow 
convict,  making  a  loss,  during  the  year,  of  fifteen  (15). 

There  have  been  two  (2)  births  during  the  year  in  the  prison, 
Sallie  Wilson,  alias  Anna  Johnson,  of  a  male  child,  on  the  25th 
day  of  January,  1868,  and  Hattie  Steele  of  a  male  child  on  the 
23d  day  of  November,  1868. 

There  was,  at  the  last  annual  report,  423  convicts  in  the  prison; 
during  the  year  174  were  received,  making  597  against  624  last 
year.  A  comparison  of  the  deaths,  sickness  and  amount  of  labor 
performed,  will  not  be  found  unfavorable,  especially  when  we  con- 
sider the  vast  increase  of  machinery,  and  the  increased  liability  to 
accident  therefrom.  At  this  time  but  one  convict,  is  confined  in 
the  Hospital,  and  he  is  convalescing,  and  "out"  patients,  or  those 
doing  full  or  partial  tasks,  or  other  necessary  work,  17. 

Below  you  will  find  a  tabular  statement,  marked  "A,"  giving  the 
various  complaints  for  the  year,  the  number  of  deaths  and  causes, 
&c,  to  which  I  respectfully  call  your  attention.

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MATRON'S  REPORT. 


Indiana  State  Prison,  South, 

Female  Department. 
Messrs.  Ferrier,  Ghee  and  Meredith,  Board  of  Directors: 

Gentlemen: — In  presenting  my  report,  I  can  only  embrace  a 
portion  of  the  year,  having  entered  on  the  duties  of  my  office 
since  the  first  of  July. 

I  found  in  my  department  16  inmates ;  left  since  by  expiration 
of  term,  1;  deceased,  1;  received  to  present  date,  5;  number  at 
present,  19. 

None  have  been  employed  on  contract,rbut  all  have  been  engaged 
when  in  health,  at  such  work  as  was  useful  and  appropriate  for 
females,  as  also  beneficial  to  them,  as  it  tended  alike  to  the  forma- 
tion of  habits  of  industry,  and  served  to  aid  in  maintaining  correct 
discipline. 

The  conduct  in  the  main  has  been  good,  but  little  occasion  of 
administering  much  more  than  a  mild  rebuke  in  the  enforcement 
of  the  rules. 

There  has  been  more  or  less  sickness  among  the  women,  but 
nothing  very  serious  except  in  one  case,  a  colored  woman  sentenced 
for  four  years,  and  had  been  here  but  a  few  months  of  her  time, 
when  she  was  severely  attacked  with  Pneumonia,  and  despite  all 
efforts  made  to  restore  her,  she  sank  under  its  influence,  and  passed 
away,  but  not  without  giving  assurance  that  she  had  found  peace 
with  God. 

Every  attention  has  been  given  to  the  sick  by  the  Physicirn  and 
Hospital  Steward,  and  watchers  have  been  appointed  whenever 
occasion  required  it. 

We  cannot  say  much  that  is  very  encouraging  with  regard  to  the 
moral  and  intellectual  improvement  of  those  committed  to  my 
charge.  They  have  been  furnished  with  books  by  the  Chaplain 
when  desired  by  them,  and  have  had  the  benefit  of  the  Chapel 
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services  every  Sabbath,  but  all  seems  to  fail  to  produce  any  per- 
ceptible change  for  the  better.  It  is  a  painful  reflection  to  see  them 
one  by  one,  as  they  leave  the  Prison  with  minds  averse  to  good, 
with  hearts  full  of  sin,  only  to  re-enact  the  scenes  of  their  former 
life,  and  to  sink  still  deeper  into  degradation. 

The  inquiry  has  resolved  in  my  mind,  while  looking  at  those  of 
my  own  sex,  thus  snnk  in  infamy  and  disgrace,  "cannot  something 
be  done  to  restore  them  to  their  true  positions  in  society?"  If 
something  can  be  done,  it  ought  to  be — humanity  claims  it,  the 
interests  of  society  require  it,  justice  demands  it,  and  I  cannot  con 
ceive  of  a  plan  so  efficient  of  means,  so  well  adapted  to  such  an 
end,  as  might  be  found  in  a  well  regulated  Female  Prison,  sep- 
arate to  itself  and  under  the  control  and  management  of  female 
officers.  Such  an  Institution  I  hope  to  see,  and  until  it  is  estab- 
lished, I  can  not  see  any  hope  for  the  permanent  reformation  of 
that  class  of  females  who  are  so  far  fallen  as  to  find  their  way  to 
a  State  Prison. 

I  wish  to  acknowledge  with  gratitude,  the  kind  assistance  given 
me  by  the  Warden  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  my  office.
